1. Athelbampton Hall. — Athelhampton (formeriy Pydel, 
or Peddell AthelhaTupston) is a small parish in Dorsetshire, 6 
miles north east from Dorchester, comprising +69 acres, with a 
Population of about 74- 

The principal antiquarian attraction in the parish is Athel- 
hampton Hall, the engraving of which is from a photograph of 
the west side of the house. 

The house shows great antiquity, both inside and out, and is 
considered one of the most ancient houses in the county, the 
Forecourt to which, was formerly entered, through a Gate- 
house and Porter's Lodge, unfortunately pulled down in 1S62. 
The chief feature in the house is the Great Hall, open to the 
full height of the building, consisting of four bays with a gallery 
at one end. Among the rooms in the House is one called the 
King's Room. Most of the windows in the Hall, and in the 
honse generally, are filled with stained glass containing the Arms 
of namerons families of which Hutchins, in his History of 
Dorset, gives a long list. The house also contains an original 
spiral oak staircase in good preservation, and a fine carving in 
stone of the Arms of the Martin family. 

We learn from Coker's Survey of Dorsetshire (written nearly 
joo years ago) and from Hutchins. that ""some doe Beleeve " 
and that there is a tradition in the county, that the house was a 
palace of King Athelstan. Be that however as it may. it is clear 
the King (wlio died in 941 in his 4,6th year and ibth of his reign) 
had mach to say to Dorsetshire, as he founded and endowed 
Milton (heretofore called Middleton) Abbey. 

The Martin family appear to have been the owners of the 
boose 31 far back as the time of Edward I. or Edward II., 
tbroagh a marriage with a daughter of one de la Pydel (or de 
Ptddcll) stated to have been then long since the owner, and

o( WiTeliscombe, who had a farm at Clatworthr. lost a sheep. 
The thief was traced bj his footrrints to his hocse in a remote 
part of the parish ofHnisb Cbamrdcwer called Sannders Barn- 
staple, the nian's name beinr Greenslade. The wife alone was 
at hctne when ther came to search his hoose. and denied any 
knowledge cf the theft, and >a:d ther might search the hoose aU 
o^tT but would find nothing. Tnis thev did without any result, 
bat happening to obserre that she kept verr moch on one spot in 
the kitchen, their scspicions were aroosed. and before learing 
ther requested her to stand aside. On examining the floor, thev 
fotxnd that she had been standing on a trap door, which on raising* 
disclosed a cellar, in which was hanging the stolen sheep. It 
was easilv recotmised bj the farmer as his missing sheep. Shortlv 
after the discovery the man Greenslade was •' had up," and tried, 
and sentenced to transportation, and sent oflf to Bouny Bay. 

It so happened thai when he arrived there, a reward of j^ too 
and a free pardon had been offered for the capture by any convict 
of a notorious bushranger, who had committed many murders, 
and was the terror of the whole country. Greenslade on his 
arrival was almost immediately hired by a farmer, to take charge 
of a large flock of sheep some 200 or 300 miles from Sydney, 
where he was placed in a hut with liberty to kill what sheep he 
liked for his own use. He had not been there above a fortnight, 
when he saw a man coming out of the bush, who appeared in 
much distress, and on approaching begged him for some reUcf. 
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On linfling tha.1 Greenslade was quite alone he assumed 
a very <lilTerent character, and tried to persuade him to give up 
his custodf of the sheep, and to join liim in the bush, telling him 
«fho he was. viz. the outlawed bushranger. Greenslade de- 
clined, and after a good deal of hectoring the fellow left him, 
letting him he should be back jn about a fortnight, and that he 
wa« to have some food ready for hinn. when he came. Greens- 
lade replied " All right, you shall have a share of anything I 
have to give you." At the end of about ten days or so he again 
appeared, and sitting down by the fire, ordered Greenslade to 
get some sticks, and make up the fire, and boil water for tea. It 
then, for the first time, occurred to Greenslade. that he might 
capture the bushranger, so he took a cord, and collected some 
slicks, and untying them threw the cord handy just behind the 
man, who was half asleep, nodding over the wood which was 
burning on some iron dogs. Greenslade taking an opportunity, 
strack him a violent blow on the head, which caused him to 
fall on to the iron dogs which cat his temple. A violent 
struggle ensued, the bushranger being much the strongest, seized 
Greenslade by the throat, and was nearly strangling him, when 
suddenly his hand relaxed from weakness owing to loss of blood, 
and the man fainted. 

Greenslade jumped up and bound him tightly hand and 
foot, and hurried off to apolice station 7 miles off, where he an- 
nounced the capture of his terrible foe ; but they would not 
believe him, and half an hour was lost before they consented to 
go with him. They mounted Greenslade on a horse, and 
galloped off with him to his hut, and when they got within sight 
of it. they saw the bushranger just running off, having freed him- 
self from the cords. They soon rode him down, and captured 
him. He was taken to Sydney where the Assizes were sitting. 
Hf was tried, convicted, and sentenced to death, and the reward 
and ft«e pardon were granted to Greenslade. 

In the meantime the ship which brought Greenslade out had 
loaded her cargo, and was ready [o return to England, Greenslade 
took his passage back in her, — the same vessel that brought him 
out. He landed at Falmouth, and walked back to Milverton on 
his way to Huish Champflower. 

It so happened that the magistrates were investigating an- 
other case of sheep-stealing at the Lion Inn, and the constable 
on seeing Greenslade arrested him, saying that they supposed 
that he had been at the other side of the world. They brought 
him before the Bench who detained him until they had referred 
the matter to the Home Secretary — Sir Robert Peel — who ordered 
him to be immediately set at liberty as his statement was quite 
trac. 

Greenslade started a butcher's shop, and lived for some years 
after on the road to Bampton." 
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The following extract from a letter, written since 1 890 I am 
told, — it has no date on it being only part of the letter — by a 
resident in that part of Somerset may be of interest. 

" I was to-day talking to Sanger, the owner of the cottage 
at Sanders Barnstaple. I asked him about the sheep-stealing. 
He remembered hearing of it, and knew the man, whose name 
was Hart. The cottage, where the wife stood on the movable 
stone in the floor, whilst the house was searched, was further 
down towards Bulland, near Mr. Capel's farm. Hart died at 
Chipstable about 25 years ago.'*

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6. The "Heart-Case" and Tomb of Sir Edward 

HUNGERFORD, OB. 1 648, AT FaRLBIGH-HuNGERFORD, SOMER- 
SET. — In the remarkable mortuary Chapel of the Hungerfords, 
at Farleigh Castle» Somerset, among the many interesting monu- 
ments to them found within it, the splendid marble tomb with 
recumbent effigies to S!ir Edward Hungerford, K.B., of Corsham, 
and his wife Margaret Halliday, immediately arrests the attention 
of the spectator. 

He was the son of Sir Anthony Hungerford, of Black 
Bourton, Oxfordshire, (ob. 1627) by his first wife Lucy, (widow 
of Sir John St. John) daughter of Sir Walter Hungerford, 
(ob. 1596) by his second wife Anne Dormer. 

He was born in 1596, and created a Knight of the Bath at 
the Coronation of King Charles I., 2 Feb., 1625. He took the 
side of the Parliament, was Commander of the Wiltshire Forces 
for the Commonwealth, and besieged Wardour Castle when it 
was so heroically defended by Blanche Somerset, Lady Arundell. 
He lived chiefly at Corsham, which his great-uncle Sir Edward 
Hungerford (ob. 1607: s. p.) purchased in 1602. He died 23 
October, 1648, aged fifty-two, leaving no issue. 

He married Margaret, daughter and co-heiress of William 
Halliday, an eminent Citizen, and wealthy Alderman of London. 
Soon after her husband*s death, the side-chapel of St. Anne, in 
which their tomb is erected, was, says Canon Jackson, 

*< embellished, and the vault underneath was enlarged by Lady Margaret, and 
the walls, deling, and beams were covered with coats of arms, and figures of 
angels in various fantastic attitudes, blowing trumpets, &c. ; the Apostles ^-ith 
their respective emblems ; also the representation of the interior of some church 
>»ith altar tombs and effigies, all in fresco, and not in very good style. The 
floor was inlaid with black and white marble in lozenge, and gilded iron gates 
with arms and crests were placed between this side-chapel and the nave." 

The monument itself is a very fine one, the recumbent 
effigies are of white marble, and recline on a slab of black marble 
in a single piece, eight feet long by five wide, and the whole is 
said to have cost eleven hundred pounds. Concerning its 
erection, the following inscription was " formerly painted on the 
west window, but blown out in the great storm of 1703," and 
is thus quoted by the Canon : — 

"Margaret, Lady Hungerford wife and relict of Sir Edward 
HUNOBRKORD, daughter and co-heir of William Hallyday, Alderman of the 
dtj of London, and Susan his wife, (who \^as afterwards Countess of Warwick) 
ont of her pious affection to the memory of her deceased husband, beautified 
this Chapel, and erected this monument at her own cost ; and designs when it 
shall please God to take her out of this world, to rest by her husband in this 
Vault." 

Lady Hungerford died in 1672, and — 

" by her Will, proved in London, 2nd May, 1673, she charged her manor and 
lands at Stanton- St. Quintin with ** Five pounds per annum, for the repair of 
the Taalt at Farleigh Castle, when it shall be defective, the same to be kept in 
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n the mean tyme ; " bal the beqaesl appears to faive been □verloaked. 
as Foundress of the large AlnubousF at Corsham. which, uncl« the umc 
. maintaiDed oot of (he Stanlon-St. Qutnlin estate." 
The tomb of the great-uncle (wlio left his property to Sir 
Kdward) commemorating himself and Dame Jane his wife, also 
occurs in the north east comer of this side-chapel, and is thus 
inscribed : — 

" Edaard Huigir/ord, Knight, tenHi ta li'a'lfr Lard Hiagirford. and tult 
htirt to Sir Waittt Hmgirfotd, dniasid Ifii 5lh dait of Dictmbcr 1607, and 
lulk hiTt vith Damt Jam hit wifi, daughtir In Sir Anthony Hungttjord of 
Downt Amny." 

and ihey are both buried in the vault underneath, together with 
their great-nephew, and Dame Margaret, his wife. 

Thus much for their memorials in the Chapel ; we have now 
to follow them to their last resting place in the vault below.

Up to a comparatively late date the 
lit was open and unprotected, and as a consequence its uncon- 
oas inmates were subjected to thoughtless indignities, and an 
attempt was made to rob it for the sake of its leaden contents, 
but it has since been properly secured by an iron gate from 
farther intrusion.

He was united in happy marriage for 27 years, with Dame Margaret, daughter 
and co-heir of William Halliday, Citizen and Alderman of London. He died on the 
70th be/ore the Calends of November, (23 October) 1648, in the 52nd year of his age.** 

and adds in a note 

'*This Sir Edward was representative of two branches of the Hungerford 
family, Black Bourton and Farleigh ; the former on his father's side, the Utter 
on his mother's. He had no children. The estate passed to Anthony his brother 
by a different mother ; conse<^uently, though not the last of the Hungerford 
owners of Farleigh, he was strictly the last male representative by blood of the 
Farleigh branch of the family.

" The strange and useless process of embalming" remarks 
Canon Jackson, "seems to have been adopted in some of these 
burials, and it certainly seems a little anomalous to pronounce 
over a corpse embalmed and strongly cased in lead, sach words 
as ' earth to earth, ashes to ashes, dust to dust.' How much 
wiser the resolve, — instead of attempting to wage a futile war 
against decay, and so expose the lifeless remains to the irreve- 
it curiosity and desecration of strangers, — to lay ihem at once 
the earth with simple burial, accepting the irrevocable decree. 
thou art, and unto dust shalt thou return.' " Pulvss et umbra

. The Royal Peculiar of Ilminster. — Peculiars, in 
Eclesiastical law, were parishes or charches exempt, to a certain 
itent, from the jurisdiction of the Bishop of the Diocese, but 
leir powers were generally limited to matters matrimonial and 
Stameoiar}-. There were several kinds of this franchise, e.g. (a) 
Mral Pecuhars. such as The King's free chapels: (b) Peculiars 
elil by Religious Houses until their dissolution, and afterwards 
f the Crown grantees, and (c) official Peculiars annexed to Deans 
nd Chapters. Prebends and other Cathedral dignities. In the 
Diocese of Bath and Wells there were 55 Peculiars — 50 of which 
pre official. 4. in private hands and one only — that of Ilminster 
•4 Royal Peculiar, but on what ground it acquired that distinction 
lis difficult to explain. The Church of Ilminster was constituted 
~rebcndin the Cathedral Church of Weils by Savaricus, the 
101, and on that occasion it may have been made a 
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Peculiar — for the benefit of the neighbouring Abbey of Muchel- 
ney, which possessed the Manor and Church of Ilminster by grant 
of the West Saxon King Ina. On the dissolution of the Abbey 
Ilminster vested in the Crown, and was granted by Hen. 8th to 
Edward, Duke of Somerset,(afterwards The Protector), and on his 
attainder in the reign of Edward 6th it revested in the Crown, and 
so remained until the latter part of the reign of Queen Elizabeth, 
when with other of the Duke's forfeited estates it was granted to 
his son, the Earl of Hertford, from whom it descended to his 
grandson William. Perhaps it acquired the title of Royal in 
honour of The Protector, who in several instances did not hesitate 
to assume Ro3ral powers and functions. 

All peculiars were administered by an official who constituted 
the court of the Peculiar, with a registrar to record its proceedings. 
The business of the court was confined for the most part to the 
granting Probates of wills and letters of administration, and 
licences for marriages, but in 1857 the testamentary jurisdiction 
was taken away by the operation of the Probate Court Act, and 
the matrimonial functions soon became practically obsolete. 

The Court necessarily had a seal to evidence its proceedings. 
In a paper read before the Society of Antiquaries in 1872, 
(Proceedings^ N.S., Vol. v.^p. 238,^ by its director, Mr. Spencer 
Percival, he gives a short account of Peculiars, and, as far as he 
could ascertain, a list of their seals ; the list does not include 
Ilminster, but from an impression kindly sent to me by Mr. J. C. 
Baker, son of the late registrar, I am enabled to describe it. Oval 
in shape and rude in execution, representing a warrior in armour 
standing erect, full-faced, with a flowing wig and a kind of 
mantling over his left shoulder. He holds a hadbert in his right 
hand, and over his head, but not touching it, is a skeleton metal 
coronet, ornamented with crosses as finials. The legend is 
S DUX SOMERSETIENSIS 1664. At the base the letters 
R P appear, i.e. Royal Peculiar. The figure no doubt is in- 
tended for that of William Seymour, who by an act of parliament, 
12 Car. II. (1660) was restored to the dukedom and died s,p. in 
1 67 1. This seal could not have been the original one, which was 
probably lost or ignored during the period of the Commonwealth. 

The official of the Ilminster Peculiar, which was confined to 
the parish, was generally the Vicar, provided he was a Master of 
Arts in an English University. In the early part of the last 
century The Rev. William Speke, A.M., Vicar of Ilminster, was 
the official, and Mr. John Prigge, Solicitor, was the Registrar, 
from whose papers the following list has been taken.

Ill's time feft issue Tone, 
who married ist, John Prideaux, and 2nd, John Mules, and had 
issue Giles Mules " ; so I suppose the latter died in his father's life 
time ; I cannot find any notice taken elsewhere of this 2nd mar- 
riage of Baron John, nor the date of Joan Lovell his ist wife's 
death. 

Mr. Rogers gives a long quotation from Risdon which is not 
in my edition, in which he says that " the inheritrix of Flavel 
brought Ernesborough " — a place not mentioned in Pole, 
unless it be Ekesbom, the old home of the Mules family — " to 
Sir Roger Mules, 2nd son of Lord Mules of Cadbury " ; I cannot 
find a Flavel family ; perhaps it is Falwell or Falvell, though a 
Fortescue married their heiress, but if true, this looks as if the 
3rd Baron was married, though dying s.p. 

The Arms of Mules. I can make nothing out of 2, 3 and 4, 
unless they might belong to Perrot, which 2 might be ; but I 
think 5 ought to be Moljms not Mules, as Hutchins says the 
heiress of Thomas Molyns (** Erm. a fer de moulin sa. ? az.'*) 
married Thomas Chafe, whose coat he gives as ** Az. three fusils 
in fess a canton arg." 

Mr. Rogers says of the engraving of Lord William & Eliza- 
beth Botreauz, '* remains of a crest, apparently a gnffin, the 
cognizance of the family" ; two laurel branches in saltire was the 
cognizance of the family, which I think the engraving proves. 
The arms of Reginald, 3 or 4 years old, on tomb in Aller Church, 
a griffin segreant impaling Beaumont, are of course his father's 
arms, not his. 

10. MOLYNS-HUNGERFORD OF FaRLEIGH HuNGBRFORD. 

(VL xiviii. 183.) — I cannot find the family of Isabella wife of 
Vincent and mother of John de Molyns ; perhaps somebody else 
may be more fortunate ; but the other Molyns coat as given " Sa. 
on a chief arg. three lozenges, may be fusils, gu.*' is no doubt 
allied to the Montacute family ; so possibly she was one of them, 
which might account for its being one of the Molyns quarterings. 
There has certainly been a curious omission in the quarterings of 
Molyns, as the Bacoun ought to have come in with Richard in 
Richard IPs time. 

As regards the parentage of Katherine, Duchess of Norfolk, 
Colli nson says da. of William ; G. E. C. — ** Howard married 
firstly, about 1442, Catharine da. of Sir William de Molyns of 
Stoke Pogis, Bucks, and sister of William, who was slain 1428" : 
I cannot find this 1st William in any other pedigree, so I think 
this must be an error for Richard ; of course it is quite possible 
that William, the 2nd Baron, might have had another son 
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iliam, brother of Richard ; but RisdoD distinctly says William, 

k h. Richard ; Richard, s. & h. William. 
The arms in the engraving which the Duchess has on her 
robe are Brotherlon, Howard and Segrave (Mowbray is never 
crowned) as well as Molyns. The shield below had better be 
tricked ; it is, 1 . Brotherton, 2. Howard, 3. Warren, +. Mowbray. 
3. Segrave and 6. Braose; this last is not the usual coal, ihc 
crosses being crosslets Gtchee or long crosslets, whereas the usual 
is crosses crosslet ; it will read, " Az. crusily fitchee a lion ramp, 
or " ; it also seems to be wrongly marshalled and ought to come 
before Segrave, as Lord Mowbray married Aliva, d. & coh. of 
Lord Braose cir. 1310, whereas Segrave did not come in till 1365. 
As regards the difficulty about the wives of William IV and 
V. 1 would suggest that they both were Whalesboroughs, but 
that the Margaret ... of the Vth was really Anna : Risdon says a 

iohn Whalesborough ob. 1361, and another living Richard U. 
loare leaves both marriages blank. F. Were. 

II. LoDKRS Church. Dorset. — Some interesting archaeo- 
logical features have recently (Feb. 8) come to light in the course 
ofthe restoration of Loders Church, under the superiniendence of 
Mr. C. E, Ponting, F.S.A. The edifice now known by this 
name may be divided into two parts, separated in former times 
by a rood-screen. The present chancel was doubtless the church or 
chapel of ihe Benedictine, Carthusian, and Augustinian monks 
inhabiting in succession the adjoining Priory, which stcod upon 
the site of the dwelling-house now known as Loders Court, and 
its surrounding gardens. The nave and side chapel in pre- 
Refonnation times were doubtless used as a parish church — the 
church ofthe People — while the chancel served as the church of 
the Monks. On removing the lathe-and -plaster lining inside the 
chancel, it became evident that at least thirteen feet of the 
northern wall formed part of a Norman building, the existence of 
which was always predicted from the presence of an undoubtedly 

I Norman font, which has apparently been in constant use during 
ten centuries or more. At about twelve feet from the chancel 
arch, the workmen employed by Mr. Cooper came on an attached 
Norman shaft, lyin. in diameter, with its cap commencing at a 
height of6ft. 6in. above the present floor at the chancel. Mr. 
Ponting assigns the pillar to about Ihe year A.D. iioo, or the 
lime when, Hulchina says, a Benedictine Priory, situate on the 
notth side of the church, was founded under ihe charter of 
Henry L It appears that this pillarserved as the vaulting shaft 
of a Etonc-vaulted ceiling ; or it may have simply supported the 
-main cross-beam of the flat roof of Norman times. Between this 
ihaft and the chancel arch is a coeval Norman window, the outer 
opening of which is only about seven inches wide, but it has a 
deep inner splay earned round the arch 10 the interior width of 
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three feet nine inches. The lower part of this window has been 
cut into to allow of the formation of a doorway having a shorter 
** arch," with corbels of twelfth century character, but, curiously 
to say, the lintel consists of the inverted head of a small window 
nearly five inches wide, of a distinctive Saxon type. The inner 
and outer splays make an angle in the centre. One of the iron 
sockets of the old Norman door still remains in its place, and a 
chamber for the lock is cut in the stonework on the opposite side. 

Between the Norman doorway and the eastern wall of the 
chancel a beautiful ** Transitorial " window, belonging to the 
early part of the fourteenth century, has been successfully un- 
covered. Beneath this has been found and opened out an almost 
unique specimen of the Easter Sepulchre. It consists of an 
arched recess, 7ft. 2in. wide and 2ft. gin. deep, the arch being 
moulded and slightly '* ogee " in form at the apex under the 
window, the jambs of the arch starting about 1 2in. above the 
level of the chancel floor. In his Sacred Archaology, the late 
Prebendary Mackenzie Wallcott states, under the heading of 
•• Easter Sepulchres," that it was sometimes a tomb in which a 
founder, by special privilege, was buried, and also that at Wells 
a light burned in the Sepulchre. The Loders example was 
obviously designed for both these uses, for beneath the recess is 
a carefully-formed stone-built grave. Two of the stones forming 
the floor of the recess and the covering of the tomb are missing. 
Subsequent to Mr. Ponting's visit the tomb was further cleared 
of rubbish, and the bones of the Founder, interred therein about 
six centuries ago, were discovered on the slab which formed the 
floor of the tomb. They have been enclosed in a leaden casket, 
bearing an appropriate inscription in Latin, and reverently re-buried 
in their original resting-place. On extracting some of the debris 
which, until last week, completely filled the recess, Mr. Pouting 
carefully examined the crown of the arch forming the ceiling of 
the Sepulchre, and found the thin coating of plaster and whitewash 
still blackened by the smoke of a taper, which must have stood 
in the centre of the Sepulchre. Acting on Mr. Ponting's advice, 
the Rev. D. Thomas purposes taking the requisite steps for pre • 
serving intact the most interesting proofs on record of the use of 
the Easter Sepulchre. Mr. Pouting believes that the Sepulchre 
and the window above it were erected between 1300 and 1320. 
Another beautiful window hitherto hidden by modern stonework 
has been uncovered on the southern side of the chancel. 

The discoveries made in the nave are not less interesting or 
important than those achieved in the chancel or priory chapel. 
In the northern wall of the nave, built apparently in the 
fourteenth century, three narrow doorways have come to light. 
The middle one of these starts near the floor ; westward of this, 
and divided from it by a pier 1 2in. wide, is a similar doorway, 
starting at 3 ft. 2 in. above the floor. This was obviously the 
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Intrance to ihe pulpit, wliichitis evident was formerly approached 
Fby steps from the first-named doorui-ay. The third doorway, of 
I ]H«dsely the same dimensions, is higher up near the north-east 
ngle of the nave, and formed the exit from the staircase to the 
md-Ioft; the steps, therefore, ied from the central doorway to 
le pulpit on Ihe left and rood-loft on the right ; they must have 
rejected some little distance outside, at a spot where the ancient 
raveyaid has long since been incorporated with the pleasure- 
grounds of the Court, Over the pier dividing the two first-named 
doorways is a square recess, plastered inside, the object of which 
it is difficult to pronounce upon with any degree of certainty. 
The double staircase, as it exists at Loders, is almost, if not qtiite. 
unique. Some very interesting fragments of encaustic tiles of 
local manufacture have been found in the course of the work. 
One piece bears the figure of a child with a vertical sword by it. 
^^^^And this not heraldic. Other specinuens are distinguished by an 
^^^^uicised ornament. Beneath the floor of the chapel a large stone 
^^^^Kas discovered bearing a Calvary group in high relief, but much 
^^^^tautilaied ; its characteristics denote a fifteenth-century origin. 
^^^|whi« it is proposed to place at the east-end of the side-chapel, 
^^^^Bigether with the cover of a stone coffin bearing a foliated cross, 
^^^H^Dund in fragments under the modem flooring. The restoration 
^^^^Ki due preservation of the various relics which wc have briefly 
^^^^^eicribed. will, of course, necessitate considerable expense in 
excess of the original estimate. It is hoped that fresh subscrip- 
tions will be forthcoming to enable the Rev. D. Thomas to com- 
plete the work he has undertaken.

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The lettering on No. I is tolerably perfect, but the fracture 
between it and No. II has obliterated at least one letter all the 
way down. The lettering on Nos. II and III has from exposure 
been more worn down ; and in the case of the last fragment only 
a few letters are recognisable, but the lower edge of this 
piece being smooth, shows the original limits of the inscription. 
The present dimensions are three feet by two. If the epitaph is 
a ' common form,' perhaps some subscriber will be able to supply 
the missing words and lines.

13. The Burying-placb of Suicides.— Between Shepton 
Mallet and Evercreech is a place named CannarcTs Grave. Just 
outside Midsomer Norton, on the road to Paulton, is Comber* s 
Grave. Near Norton St. Philip is Tucker's Grave, and at Frome, 
in Marston Back lane, is Hellicar's Grave, 

A local tradition at Midsomer Norton has it that a Mrs. 
Comber, an old woman, committed suicide by drowning herself 
at Norton Hill, and was buried at the cross roads since called 
Comber*s Grave, I cannot find that this tradition is well-known 
or very reliable. A friend informs me that his grandfather was 
present at the burying of the suicide Hellicar, which took place 
at the cross roads in Marston Back Lane, Frome, at the spot now 
known as Hellicar' s Grave, and I have every reason to believe 
this story authentic. I have not been able to find anything 
about either Tucker or Cannard, but as both these ** graves " 
occur at cross roads, they were probably suicides. 

I shall be glad to hear of the names of any other ** graves " 
in the county with their traditions. 

The public burying of suicides was put an end to by an 
Act of Parliament in 1823. (4 Geo. IV. c. 52. § i.) By this Act, 
Coroners were forbidden any longer to direct that the body of a 
felo-de-se should be buried in the high road, but they were to 
order that it should be taken to any regular churchyard or burying 
place, and without any religious service, and without a stake 
being driven through it, buried between the hours of 9 p.m. and 
midnight. 

Besides these '* graves," may not some of the " crosses " in 
the county be alsd the burying places of suicides ? For 
example, Naishe's Cross, close to Chilcompton station. Stone's 
Cross near Welton, Long Cross near Downhead, and many more. 
The " cross " appears to refer to the crossing of two roads, and 
it may also be noted that most of the ** crosses " bear the names 
of persons and not of places. Crosses bearing the names of 
places were most probably the ordinary way-side crosses.

Roman Villa at Brislincton. — The discovery of a 
Roman villa at Brislington is creating quite a stir among local 
antiquaries, many of whom have paid a visit to the spot. The 
locale is near the summit of the hill which leads to Wick Lane. 
The discovery was made recently while excavations were in 
progress for the purpose of laying a sewer under the road, which 
is to be developed for building purposes. At a depth of barely 
two feet a portion of a Roman tesselated pavement was come 
Upon. The find soon became generally known, and before pre- 
cautions could be taken to protect this interesting memento some 
mischievous boys had destroyed a little of the borderiiij^s. When 
some of the members of the Clifton Antiquarian Society had 
visited the spot they realised the importance of the discovery, and 
obtained the permission of the owners of the land to protect the 
remains from further depredation, and they have temporarily 
covered in the portion of the pavement brought to light, and en- 
gaged a man to keep off would be vandals. The pavement is, 
considering its nearness to the surface, in excellent condition, and 
the colourings arc splendidly preserved. The designs are in 
many cases undisturbed, and it is hoped that some portion of the 
pavement may find a permanent resting place in the Museum. A 
casual inspection showed marks of Roman masonry within a few 
feel of the highway, and all this points to the fact that when the 
excavations are continued many interesting curios may be found. 
We are glad to know that the Bristol and District Land Company 
who bought the land about two years ago from the late Mr. J. 
ClayGeid Ireland, have kindly offered facilities for the excavations. 
The directors have given permission to allow digging opera-

The 
spot to Brislington at which traces of the Ramans have 
been found is Whitchurch, where some time ago some Roman 
coins were unearthed. 

The present discovery is the most promising which has been 
made in the neighbourhood of Bristol since a Roman villa was 
discovered, with quite a large number of tesselated pavements, 
at Tockington, ncarAlmondsbury. A plan ofthe villa was made, 
and it was then carefully covered in, and it is hoped to be able 
to do this with regard to the villa at Brislington. A Roman

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recently at some brickyards at Baptist Mills, and the fomier It

15. BOTHBMHAUPTOK OVSRSKERS' BOOK. Thls 

possesses an Overseers' account book for a series of eighlei 
years in the second half of ihe Seventeenth Century, and as 1 
the kindness of the Vicar, the Rev. C. 0. Wanon, I hai 
recently made a Transcript for use in the parish, a few particular^ 
may not be out of place in oar periodical. 

The book itself is of paper, about 17 ins. high + 6 ins. 
wide, with a limp parchment cover, — There are seventeen pages 
of writing, for the most part on both sides of the paper, and five 
blank leaves at the end, the waler mark being the fools' head 
with cap and bells. Unfortunately the book has beeo broken 
across the middle by folding, and it is otherwise in a vei; 
dilapidated condition. The accounts run from 1675 to 1691 
inclusive, and give a very fair idea of the overseers work in thi 
small village at a period when each parish bad 10 feed clothe am 
house its own poor and mend its own roads. 

Various phases of the villagers' life are presented to us, som< 
sad, as when 6d. was expended in 1679 on candles at a paupet'i 
burial by night ; while the other side of the picture is shewn in 
the statements that is. Sd. was laid out in beer bylhe overseer on 
the occasion of the signing of an indenture of apprenticeship, 
and that a contribution was made to the ' bonfier,' the amount 
not being filled in. This omission was conceivably due 10 a 
doubt as to the propriety of the payment. 

We find mention of the hearth tai collector, the muster 
master, the way warden and the traveller with a pass, each of 
whom took toll of the ratepayers " stock'. 

With the exceptions of one outlay at a ' vesittacion' in 1687. 
and the formal note of a burial in woollen, there are no entries 
that refer to the church, the wardens of which apparently kept a 
separate record of their expenditure : if so ' 
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In each year the accounts are signed by three or four 
parishioners (on one occasion the ' constabell ' tends the weight 
of his approval) the best known name being that of Edward 
Ironside who was presumably the son of one and the brother ot 
another Bishop of Bristol.

The annual coat to the parishioners of the support of their 
le^S foriunate neighbours varied considerably: £h 99- od. being 
raised by rate in 168+, as against jQi 5s. 8d. in 1676. It is re- 
markable that only one overseer is appointed in each year, two 
being the statutory number, and that the shorter form of the 
place naine, i.e. Baunton, does not occur throughout the book. 

The surviving parish registers date from 1813 or there- 
abouts; accordingly these accounts are doubly useful to those 
,iiiteri.-sted, as they give clues to many inhabitants whose names 
ould otherwise have been lost. Henry Syuonds. 

6. Sheriff's Expbkces, — The official hospitality which 
the High Sheriff is expected to display at the Assizes for the 
County he represents, has always been a serious item in the ex- 
penses of his oEEice. 

At one time it amounted to " keeping open house." and 

asides providing for his own table, he was expected to contribute 

the gifts of provisions which, in olden time, were contributed 

towards the table of Her Majesty's Judges during their slay at 

the Assize town, by the neighbouring noblemen and gentry. 

The Camden Miseetlany {Vol. V.) contains some curious par- 
ticulars of the presents to the Judges on the Western Circuit. 
At the Dorset Spring Assizes, 17th Feby., 1597, " Mr. Sheriff" 
— Thomas Freke, Esqr, — heads the list with " 1 mutton, 1 lamb, 4 
" capons, S hens, 1 pheasants, a dozen of quails, 1 turkey pie, i 
" neat's tongue pie. 1 gammon of bacon in a pie, 14 snipes, i crab, 
" 4 lobsters, t salmon, 1 trout, 1 piece of salt fish and a hogshead 
" of beer." 

It appears that the heavy outlay imposed on Sheriffs by lavish 
feasting, drew the attention of the authorities, and amongst the 
Tanner's MSS., (Bodl. Lib.. 76, fo. 40,) I found a copy of a letter, 
dated 23rd Nov., 1600, from the Lords of the Council to the 
Chief Justice & anr. Just, on the Norfolk Circuit forbidding sheriffs 
to keep public tables at Assizes or Sessions — " but Sheriffs are to 
' take order to raise an ordinary at some convenient place where 
the Assizes or Sessions shall bekept,whentheSheriff and Justices 
of the Peace together may have such competent provision made 
1" for them, and at such rate as shall be fit." 

It is very difficult, however, to put down an old established 
istom, — especially if it has anything to do with eating and 
_ Irinking — and a hundred years afterwards it seems to have been in 
fall swing in the neighbouring county of Wilts. In 1684-5 Mr. 
William Chafyn of Zeals was Sheriff for that county— and 
ainotigst his papers, now in the possession of his descendant, 
Mr. Chafyn-Grove. is an account of his expenses at the Assizes 
held at Salisbury. August, 1685, of which (by kind permission) I 
append a copy. He was presented, it will be observed, with an 
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ample supply of venison, and several of the county magnates sent 
their servants in state liveries to swell the ranks of the SheriflTs 
retainers or javelin men.

It will be observed that in this will no mention whatever is 
made of cattle, sheep, implements of husbandry, domestic fur- 
niture or utensils, items which in almost all other Oare wills form 
by far the larger pait Masculine wearing apparel too is con- 
spicuous by its absence, while female garments are not only 
bequeathed but details given both as to materials and colours. 
The nature of these bequests may not unreasonably be taken as 
indicating the feelings which testator cherished towards the 
opposite sex, particularly so the bequest of a looking glass^ 
prayer hihik^ ami i)aby chlhes to Margaret Rawle a daughter of 
Samuel Rawle and his wife Dinah (nee Edbrook) who were married 
at Oare May istli. 1677. In some degree John Blackmore junior 
appears loliave anticipated Hismarck*s famous dictum that "J^iWrr, 
Kirche, und KiUken " defines the whole sphere of woman. Poor 
Margaret, alas I had but small benefit from her legacy. She died 
very soon after testator, indeetl before his will was proved, for 
the parish registers of Oare record her burial there on April 17th, 
1714. Who knows what sad episode of blighted hopes, or pathetic 
love story, lies hidden in thest* dry records of a long vanished 
past ? It is quite possible that John Blackmore may have had 
some experience of life beyond the limits of Oare parish and 
immedicite neighbourhood. He seems to have had a liking for 
books, and also a t<iste for the classics, if one may judge from his 
possessing a copy of Aristotle — a work one can scarcely suppose 
to have been common among the inhabitants of a remote parish 
on Exmoor nearly two centuries ago. 

Christian Rawle (nie Blackmore), to whom the famous 
** Masterpiece " was bequeathed, was the wife of Christopher 
Rawle (brother of the above mentioned Samuel) of Oare. He 
was buried there December 1 1 th, 1716: and she on December

Their persecution because they desire that the "Episcopal 
form of worship " should be retained makes an interesting episode 
in the early history of the colony. 

Felt quotes no authority for his statement concerning their 
places of origin, and there is some ground for believing him to 
be mistaken. For my part I have reason to think they belonged 
to the family of John Browne of Frampton, Dorset, and my 
object in referring to them here is to obtain some confirmation 
of my theory. 

John Browne of Frampton took a prominent part in the 
Puritan movement and was a great friend of John White, the 
patriarch of Dorchester. Browne's daughter manied Dr. John 
Stoughton, whose brothers were active members of the New 
England community. 

1 would be very grateful for any information concerning the 
£amity of John Browne of Frampton. especially as to the 
baptisms of his children. As John and Samuel Browne were 
ncn of some eminence in 1619, we might assume that they were 
bom prior to 1600.

— The first Lord of the 
isury has appointed an influential Committee with instructions 
inquire and report as 10 any arrangements now in operation for 
Collection, Custody, Indexing, and Calendaring of Local 
irds, and as to any further measures which it may be advisable 
to take for this purpose. 
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The Committee has prepared and circnlated two Schedules 
of Questions with a view of eliciting the general opinion of those 
interested in the subject.

The second Schedule, referring to future arrangements, con- 
tains the following questions :-- 

1 . Is it desirable to establish throughout the country local 
offices, under public control, for the preservation, arrangement, 
and study of documents relating to the history and administration 
of the district ? 

2. If so, what local centres should be chosen, and what 
authorities, local or central, should be entrusted with the duty of 
supervision ? 

3. What documents relating to local administration should 
be continuously preserved ? 

4. What inducements can be offered to owners of documents 
of antiquarian value, whether general, ecclesiastical, or local, or 
personal in their character, to place them in public custody ? 

It has been suggested that landowners, corporations, trustees 
of charities, and others might be willing to place title deeds and 
other documents relating to local administration and history in 
the custody of local authorities, if it were made clear that they 
were so deposited for safe custody only, and that full rights of 
access, control, and removal would be reserved to the owner. 
Such an arrangement would, in fact, be not unlike that under 
which Government departments deposit departmental documents 
for safe custody in the Record Office. 

5. In what manner would it be expedient to deal with 
documents such as parish registers, diocesan registers, church- 
wardens* accounts, old terriers, old manorial rolls, records of 
manorial and local courts, old leases, old enclosure awards, maps 
or others ?

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Recumbent Effigy, Sherborne Abbey, — During 
ihe week ending April 7th, 1900, a recumbent effigy, which Tor a 
considerable period had tested on a stone bench against Ihe south 
wall in St. Katharine's or Leweston Chapel in Sherborne Abbey 
Church, was removed from that position and placed on an altar 
(omb constructed for its support out of the stones forming the 
base of the pulpit, taken down when the new pulpit was erected last 
year. 

TTie figure was only partially visible, as its right side was em- 
bedded in the wail. It is now fully exposed to view, and exhibits 
a very good specimen of First Pointed or Early English work, and 
in its present position, in the South Choir Aisle, is a distinct ad- 
dition 10 the interesting features of the church. 

The (iguTc. with the slab on which it rests, is formed from 
one piece of Purbeck marble, very fairly perfect, though it has 
received a cross fracture some J7I inches from its upper end, and 
certain other details, to be mentioned presently, have incurred 
mutilation. It represents an ecclesiastic, presumably an Abbot 
of Sherborne, vested in alb, stole, maniple, [amice (.')] and chasu- 
ble, the hands folded in prayer, while by the side, and under the 
right arm, is a pastoral staff with the crook turned outwards. 
The head of the staff is of Early English conventional foliage. 
Thc crown of the head of the figure bears the monastic tonsure, 
and the chin is bearded. The feet rest upon a griffin (half eagle, 
half lion) and though the head of the monster has disappeared, 
its left wing, folded against its side, and the talons of the fore- 
feet and the paws of the left hind foot are marked features. 
Above the head of the figure, which rests on a small rectangular 
cushion, is a fine trefoil -arched canopy, under a pointed roof on 
which are traced three lines of tiling. The two ends of the 
lOpy terminate in human heads, but as that on the right hand 
lid have interfered with the crook of the staffi it is placed on 
nde, looking towards the right, and can be seen by anyone 
> searches for it between the efligy and the wall. The staff is 
■plain rod, pointed at the lower end, and the only ornaments it 
bears (beyond the foliated head) are two bosses or knobs, near 
Ihe upper and lower extremities. 

The missing portions of the figure are the features of the 
face, the front part of the amice or of collar of the vestment, a 
portion of the hands and arms, and the toes of the feet, while the 
head of the grifiin has disappeared and a portion of the staff is 
defective. The face itself is fractured from the crown to the chin, 
il the loose portion has been refixed with cement. 

The slab on which the figure rests has a plain moulding 
ming round it, and measures 81 in. long by 17 wide at feet and 

at head. 

The fragments of two other recumbent effigies are now pre- 
served in the church, one that of Abbot Clement, elected IJ63, 

¥oL VII. Part l. Junk. 1000. 
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and another without a staff, which, it has been conjectured, may 
represent Abbot Robert, 1281-5. At any rate the style is of his 
period. The effigy already described falls between the two. 
There is thus a set of three figures, or portions of three, which 
form an interesting series. As no one of them is in its original 
position, it would be a good plan if the last two were made to 
change places, and the order of sequence thus preserved. The 
head of the staff would also be seen to better advantage in the 
North Choir Aisle. 

This fine piece of sculpture belongs to the earlier portion of 
the 1 3th century, and may be assigned to Abbots William of Stoke 
1189-1217, Philip, 1217-1228, or William of Tewkesbury, 1228. 
Henry, the lattefs successor, who died 1 246, would be a little 
late. 

In conclusion it may be well to quote what is said in the 3rd 
edition of Hutchins' History of Dorset, vol. iv., p. 246. '• A black 
marble figure of a robed abbot, with pastoral staff, his feet resting 
upon a dragon, is supposed to represent abbot Meyer (see plate 
7). This is not its original position." 

As the material of the effigy is not black marble but Purbeck, 
as the feet rest upon a griffin, not a dragon, and as Abbot Meyer 
(Meer), elected 29th January, 1504, is above 250 years too late, 
this contribution to our knowledge is not of great importance. 
The plate referred to is a poor and inaccurate production. Our 
readers may gain a much better idea of its appearance from the 
accompan3dng plate, prepared from a photograph by Mr. A. T. 
Sawtell, recently Churchwarden of Sherborne.

An explanation of nine, eight, and six would be interesting, 
md also of three, which perhaps is intended to refer to the Holy 
Trinity, and two which may mean the Holy Infant, or some 
"flower. 

There is another version of the "chirping weepers" and 
that is ■' Cherubim weepers." This I learn from a native of 
tiomerset who remembered her sister singing it years ago when a 
■'lild. Can it be a corruption of " cheruping " ? In Villc- 
irqud's "Chants Populaires de la Bretagne," 16th edition, 1867, 
:ge I, there is a similar form of dialogue between a Druid and 
^hild, called " Les Series." Villemarqmi says it is " peutfire 
la plus ancienne de la potsie brelonne ; " and at page 16 of the 
•ame book there is another' dialogue in the same form, but in 
I^tin, conveying some truths drawn from the Bible. The latter 
was found in a collection of Breton songs of the Middle ages, 
re-edited in 1650 by Tanguy Gu^guen and it was sung but a few 
years ago in the Seminary ofQuimper. It begins thus :

The broken Western end of the Portland Stone Coffin having 
been removed from under the Purbeck marble covering slab, the 
coffin was found to be rectaninilar within, the interior dimensions 
being o ft. 2 in. lonsr. by is4 inches wide and 9 inches deep. 
\yithin it was seen a lead Re-'quary lying on one of its edges and 
tilted against the north side of the Coffin. Between the Reliqoarj 
and the south side of the Coffin lay many fragments of bone, 
mingled with dust of bone, stone, wood, and lead. The larger 
fragments having been reverently collected into a clean linen cloth, 
the Reliquary was carefully drawn out and was found to measure 
2 ft. 5 in. long, by 8 in. wide and 8 in. high. On one side of it 
was the following inscription cast in the lead in letters from { to 
i of an inch high : — 

+ HIC-REQESCT-RELIQErsCE-WITE. 
[The letter " Q" {dis) contains a vertical bar.] 

This i nscrip tion is 14I inches long, and the portion CT- 
RELIQE-SCE-W, measuring 8 inches in length, is repeated on 
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one end of the Reliquary, The Reliquary had been very much 
damaged by having been violently ripped and torn open : the 
incrustation of oxide on the metal edges seemed to shew that 
this iiad been done some centuries ago. Within the Reliquary 
were a large number of bones which were not disturbed, but a 
thigh bone which lay uppermost was measured and was found to 
lie I jj inches long. Two teeth (one molar and one incisor), 
quite sound but considerably worn, lay with the scattered debris 
on the floor of the cofGn. On the whole, the bones appeared to 
be those of a small woman of about 40 years of age ; and if so 
they would agree with the sex indicated by the inscription. The 
cloth containing the larger fragments of bone was then laid inside 
the Reliquary, and a second cloth was drawn overall the contents 
of the Reliquarj-: the smaller fragments and the dust were 
gathered into a metal box with a brief record of these acts ; and 
the Reliquary and the said metal box were replaced in the stone 
coffin, the broken end of which was then lifted into its place 
and securely fixed with cement.

30. Tessellated Floor fodnd at Dorchester in i Sgg. — 
lo the early autumn of 1899 a draiti was to be carried through 
the back garden of a small new house in Olga Road, Victoria 
Park, Dorchester. Il is about 500 yards S,W. of the wall of Dar- 
novaria. Before this work was begun a piece of tessellation had 
been found close to and parallel to the back of the house. It 
was of coarse red tesserie, with some giey ones of stone. No 
definite arrangement of these colours was perceived. From its 
coarseness the length of floor (extending lo about 15 ft.) was 
thought by some to be merely a pathway. But on the drain being 
dug, at right angles to the house, through the garden, it was soon 
seen that the workmen were cutting a large and decorated floor. 
The owner slopped the digging and in the end he had the floor 
uncovered, fenced round, and exhibited. Finally, late in Sep- 
tember, he called a meeting in a marquee on land close by. At 
this large gathering he proposed that his whole property there, 
consisting of three cottages and their back gardens, should be 
bought with a view to keep the floor in silu and make it an exhi- 
bition. He was willing, however, to sell it for removal, prefer- 
ably to the Dorset Museum. Past doubt it would be much in 
place there, forming part of the floor. But the price asked was a 
hindrance to any such scheme. It was /"soo, or more, for the 
pavement and liberty to remove it. However a committee had 
the county thoroughly canvassed, lest it should be said that no 
proper effort to secure this relic had been made. The result 
showed plainly that the price was thought by the Dorset public 
10 be excessive. Negociations were closed, and the Boor re- 
mains tn situ, covered up from view it is understood. It should 
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hov.ever. consists of a two r.ar.i": 1 vise ir. eich of ihe two square 
panels above-rr.entionei aijc'inir.j .he :h:ee oblongs. In these 
vases as indevJ ihroiu-hout the dejoraiion. the four colours of the 
tessera, red, black, while, and buff, are used with verv creat, if 
somewhat barbaric e lie ct. Of the ros: of the ornamenis we cannot 
speak in detail. Tiiere is great use ir.aJe of the favourite cable 
and Greek fret designs, also triangles are brought in in two 
^irikinL' modes. One of these consists of a band of right-angled 
iriangles, alternatively black and wiiiie. and placed with their 
livpotlienuses together. The other is in the north-end oblong, 
lierc the border of parallel lines is on each side broken by a tri- 
angle boldly projecting through and beyond the lines. As to the 
materials of this rich floor, the red tesserae are brick, the white, 
stone. The black are a puzzle. They have been called marble, 
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_^ n too »ofi for that. They scrape into a browniBli dusl sug- 

gesting Kimmeridge Shale, Yel the lamination of this Shale 
cannot be delected. The buff lesserfe may be of clay. The dec- 
orated work is coarse, much more go than that of another floor, 
a fragment of which was found in South St , Dorchester, this 
year. But the Olga St, decorated work of tesserae^ in. square or 
less, is much less rough than its containing red floor, the tesserae 
of which are about z in. square. It was said above that some 
ihink that the central quatrefoil may have a special meaning. So 
in the opinion of Dr. March have some other features in the or- 
namental work. For instance in an able paper which he read at 
the meeting: already spoken of, he drew attention to the fact that 
the intersection of the Greek fret at the angles of panels forms 
the Swastika. 

This handsome floor ought to be doing duty in the Dorset 
.Museum. For, with houses abutting on it, it seems impossible 
to keep it in situ without very great cost. Yet of course it has an 
interest, an emotion, about it there, where the Romans laid it, 
that it cannot have elsewhere. There it lies, just as hob-nailed 
caUgEe clattered on it — the measured footfall of a maniple follow- 
ing Constantius Chlorus (who knows?) — as he received the 
"Ave " of the lord of this rich abode. 

As a final word two things may be noted. Firstly, there are 
luggeitive points of likeness in two or more details between this 
floor and that bearing the Chi Rho, and now lying buried at 
Framptcn, Dorset. Secondly, it seems very likely that in the 
undisturbed ground abutting to the south on the Olga St. floor 
there may be others awaiting discovery.

31. Lady Alicx db Moels, of North Cadbury. — This 

»ildy. of whom some interesting particulars are recorded, was, 
with little doubt, the wife of Sir Roger de Moels of North Cad- 
boiy. styled third Baron, elder son of Sir Nicholas de Moels, (ob : 
yiS-iO) by his wife Margaret, daughter of Hugh Courtenay. 
Baron of Okehampton. He, Sir Roger, is said to have died sine 
prolt, (ijij-*) but this is only correct as far as male issue, for he 
really had three daughters by the Lady Alice, who became her 
co-hciresscs. 

The descent of this lady is given shortly by Pole, and more 

extended, but with obvious uncertainty by Risdon. J 

Her lineage has however been comprehensively cleared npj 

1^ that careful antiquary, the late Mr, Winslow Jones, in his paper j 

I " The early Norlkcole Pedigree," in Nolts ani Gifanings for Devon, 

I91 — Vol. IV, pp. 133-143 — a John de Northcote. having 

latried {as her second husband) yunr; eldest daughter of the Lady 

jlice. with no issue, but from which marriage the Northcotes 

jlBre ia error made to descend. This will be further alluded to. 
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From this analysis we propose to quote the main particulars, 
together with some collateral information. 

The Lady Alice was 
" the only child and heiress of Sir WiUimm Prouif lord of the manors of Lust- 
leigh, HoibetoD. Ashton. Gidleigh. Throwleigh, Widworthy, and Aveton-Grifiard. 
and owner of the advowsons of Lustleigh, Ashton, Gidleigh, Wid worthy, and 
Aveton-GifTard, (all in Devon) and Alia his wife, daughter and co-heiress of 
Sir WiUiam Rngny lord of the manor of Brixton-Reigny, in the parish of 
Brixton." 

The family of Prouz was a very antient one in mid-Devon, 

and of them Westcote remarks, — 

"Here flourisheth also (as saith Mr. Camden, and justly mifht he so say) 
the clarous family of Prouz. and so it doth at this day, (1630) Uiough not per- 
chance in equal estate or addition of titles with them. They flourished in this 
kingdom (if we may give credit to tradition and no slight manuscripts) even 
before the Conquest." 

Sir William was the eldest of four brothers all knights, and 
the parent coat armour of the family was Sable, three lions ram^ 
pant argent. The Reignys were also of considerable antiquity 
from temp. Henry III, and left their name as an affix to several 
places in the county ; their arms are given as Gules, three paring 
knives argent, hafts or. 

When Lady Alice was married to her husband does not 

appear, but 

"On I. Aug.. 1318. Peter de Honetone was instituted to the rectoiyof Aveton- 

GifFard on Sir Roger's (Mules) presentation, which he exercised in right of his 

wife." 

Five years afterward Sir Roger appears to have died, and the 
inquisition on his death was taken 7 Feb., 1323-4. (17 Edward II. 
No. 20.) On 19 June, 1329, Lady Alice presented Roger Hocfae 
to the rectory of Gidleigh. 

Apparently Lady Alice contemplated a second marriage with 

a William de Afoels. Who he was or of what branch of the family 

does not appear, but probably, from her local associations, either 

from the Exoume or Halmeston descents. 

** By a fine levied on the Octaves of the Holy Trinity 3 Edward III, (25 
June, 1329) in which William de Moelys was plaintiff and Lady AHce de Mokes 
deforciant, she settled the manors of Aveton-Giffard, Widworthy, Lustlei^h, 
Gidleigh, Holbeton, and nine carucatcs of land and £2^ los. rent in Clist, 
Heghdierche, Whitecherche, Stodbiry. Domford ana Asshehoult, and the 
advowsons of the churches of Aveton-Gifiard, Widworthy, Lustleigh, and Gid- 
leigh, to hold to the said William and the heirs of his body by the said Alice, 
and in default of such heirs, to the said Alice and her heirs." 

But nothing further is mentioned as to this contemplated 
marriage ; if it did take place there was no issue of it, nor is any- 
thing said about it in the deed of partition of Lady Alice's 
manors after her death ; but in a subsequent deed of settlement, 
dated 1$ Oct., 1343, relating to Joan de Moels, eldest daughter 
of Lady Alice, and her second husband John de Northcote, the 
name of Beatrix the widow of William de Moels is mentioned, who 
held a rent charge, &c., for life in the vill of Brixton, which 
reverted at her death to the said John de Northcote and his wife 
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Joan, and at [heir deaths to Richard de Wotton, Joan's eldest 
son by her first husband John de Wotton. 

In the July following the above dated deed of June, 1319, 
Peter de Honetone, (who had been previously presented by her 
husband to the rectory of Aveton-Giffard) being dead, she as 
" Dame Alict, relict of Sir Roger de Motles, Kni.," itie patron, pre- 
sented Simon de Wybbury, to the vacant benefice. This 
presentation brought the following letter to her, from the then 
Bishop of Exeter, ihe great John de Grandisson. It is preserved 
among his private letters, and included in the Register of that 
Prelate, by Mr, Hingeston-Randolph, Part I., page 114. 
(Liftta Missa Domint Alicit dt Mulis.) 
iTCscherE et treshonure fille la Dicu, Dame Alice de Mules, Joban, 
par le soffrauDce de Dieu Evesqne DeicestTe, saluE et trescheres amistez, ove la 
bcniscoan de Dieu e[ la nostre. — Treschere Dame. — -Purceo qe nous avoms 
eniendu qe lesglise Daffctone Giffard esi ja vgide par la mort Sire Peres de 
Uonetonc, <]i Dieui assoile, el apcrtienl a vosire Avocson; coraent qc nous 
DC eioms conisaunce de tous ne de vosCrc peisaDe, qy nous peise durenient et 
de qu«or, neputquant, pur la giaunde bounle qe noui avoms de vous oy, et la 

Sejmlauace qe nona espeioms de vous avoLi en temps avenir, nous enprenoms 
voni piier qe rous plese pur lamor de noes voucher ^auC le prescDtement de 
la dite Elsglise et uu de nos Clerks qil nous fous nomeroms, et qae vous porra 
" ' * Qe yt Terra al eide de Dieu solonc son poer. E, chere Dame. 
^Dement rcqueioms, purceo qe le Ueu ed le mayn dun de noz 
ur nostra gisle en alaunl pet pais. Et. sil vous picse. Datne, 
requesle, nou» seioms prcsl lulrcfoich de avaunser un des vos, 
pur qi vons nous lequetei, quant nous verromi lieu et tenip-i covenable. Ties- 
cherc Dame, le Seynt Espint vous cii en Sa garde par Sa pite ! — Escripies a 
Nottte Manoii de Peyuglone. Icn demeyn de la Magdalene. (23 July. I]3g.] 
In November of this same year, 1319. a curious circumstance 
took place with regard to her father's interment, that cannot be 
belter described than in the homely language of Risdon. 

'■ Sir WUliam Prouz ordained by bis will lo be buried among bis ancestars 
Lustleigh, but bis executors inletied him at Holbctlon. The Lady Alice 
_ ales hii daughter, who married Sir Roger Mules, baron of North Cadbury, 
'*fter sometime coming lo the knowledgi! of her father's will, touching his 
;fiuie««l. wasnoi performed,— petitioned the (heo lord bishopofExon, that the 
oorpK might be taken up, and according to bis will be buried ik Lustleigb, which 
was granted, and thereupon a nnudaluia was sent forth to that purpose ; which 
in regard of a matter so strange and unusual, some happily may desire to lead 
it, wheitof behold the ttinscripi." 

This Risdon supplies, but a more correct one is found in the 
Regitler, of Bishop Grandisson by Mr, Hingeston-Randolph, part 
I, page S3+, which we quote instead : —

Sir William Prouz, the father of Lady Alice, died in beginning 
of 13 16, and his inquisition was taken 19 May, 13 16, and a 
second on the following day ; his wife Alice Reigny was alive in 
1 3 18, and as his widow, made two presentations to Lnstleigh. 
Doubtless the knight's bones were duly removed from Holbeton 
to Lustleigh church, within which are three supulchral effigies. 
Two of these, a knight and a lady, from the character of the 
defensive appointments and costume, point to the second half of 
the thirteenth century, and may represent Sir William Prouz's 
father Sir William, and his wife Emma de Wid worthy, — the other, 
her second husband. Sir Robert de Dinham, as it is of somewhat 
later date ; or with equal probability Sir Hugh, the father of 
Lady Alice. 

"On May 14, 1332, a license was granted by Bishop Grandisson to Lady 
Alice de Moeles, for the celebration, during his good pleasure, of divine offices 
in her Chapel of the Virgin Mary at Wallen in the parish of Throwleigh, which 
was founded by Sir Richard de Chagford, priest, And on 21 March, 1332-3, 
Richard de Wodeford was instituted to the rectory of Widworthy on her 
presentation.*' 

Nothing further appears to have been recorded concerning 

the life of Lady Alice, and 

" She died in, or shortly before December 1335, and by the inquisition 
after her death (9 Edward III, No. 24) taken on Wednesday, alter the feast of 
the Circumcision in that year, i Jan., 1335-6 ; it was found that she held in fee 
the manors of Gidleigh, Holbeton and Widworthy, and the hamlet of ClyfTe. 
and that " Johanna, que fuit uxor Johannis de WotUm, Isolda, uxor OUveri de 
Wybhury, et Alicia uxor Johannis Daumarle sunt heredes propinquiores eiuidem 
Alicie et de etate triginta annorum et amplius.*' 

Joan de Moels, eldest daughter. She was of Widworthy, a 
manor brought into her mother's family with Lustleigh and 
Aveton-Giffard by her great grandmother, Emma de Widworthy. 
She married John de Wotton. He was of a family of whom 
little or nothing is known, but may have descended from Matthew 
de Wooton, who held Wooton, in the parish of Colebrooke, sans 
date. He appears to have died before his wife*s mother, Lady 
Alice, 1335-6. By her he had two sons Richard & /oAn, She 
married secondly /^A/i de Norihcote^ by whom she had no issue. 

Richard de Wotton married Julian , by whom he had a 

son William, She married secondly Thomas Jewe^ probably of the 
family settled in the adjoining parish of Cotlegh, whose arms 
were Vert, a lion rampant guardant ermine dehruised with a /esse 
gules. 
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Wii/iam We/ton tnanied GunJrtd, daughier and coheiress of 

Thornas Wigtr, and Chrislian his wife, by wliom he had a son 
John. The Wigers were an antieat Devonshire family whose arms 
were Or, a Sallire vairc. Jehn W'oIIoh married EngartSot Engltsa, 
daughter of Waller Dymixk, by whom he had an only daughter and 
Liteiress Atiet, Lieut. -Col. Harding in his description of the arms 
n the Chichester monument at Pilton. North Devon, Diuc. Aixk. 
»i. J7««i«, Vol. vi, page 175, says she was the daughter of 
Valter Dymock of Leicetershitc, (but query of Ivybridge), and 
pvcs the arms lo be further referred to. 

1 8th Much, 1408-g, Bishop SlalToid cranted a license la John Wotton 
J, (a young tsquiie), and Englesa his wife for an Or.ilory io Iheirmansiaii 
ifyth worthy, in Widworlhy." 
Alict Wolhn. She married Sir John Chichester of Raleigh in 
^Iton. North Devon, who succeeded to the manor of Widworthy, 
/ whom she had two sons Riehani and John. She deceased 
*fore her husband, who died i4ih Dec, 1437. Her death ended 
Pihe descent of Wotton. 

^ Isolde de Morls, second daughter. She married Oliver de 
^ WvDBURY of Wybbuiy, in the parish of Alverdiscot, North Devon. 
Tbey were assigned the mansion at Holbeton, with its gardens, 
closes, woods, meadows, dove cotes, &c., and nearly all its de- 
mesne, the demesne of Clist-Widworthy in Colyton, rents at 
Throwleigh, and the advowson of Lustleigh. No further descent 
appears of this match. The older Wibberys appear to have been 
of Chagford from 14. Edward I. 1 ig6, for several descents, their 
arms are given as Gules, sem^ fieurs di lys, thrte lions rampant, 
within a bordure engrailed or. Wihbcry of Wibbery, Argent, a/ess 
emhatlled counter-embattled sable, between Ihiee ijualre/oils gules. 

Alice dh Mobls, third daughter. She married Johm 
Damarell. or D'Admarlk, of Fleet in Holbeton, and Aveion- 
Gifiard in South Devon, about 4. Edward III., 13JI. They 
ippear to have had two daughters, Joan and Claricin. 

Joan marriedyoAn Demjord or Durn/ord ; they were an antient 

"fiunily holding various manors in Devon. Pole gives two bearings 

as belonging to them, S-ible, a ram's head carbossed argent, horned 

or, and, A Pillar with a crown on the lop, a serpent enfolded about the 

pillar. 

Claricia married John Berry or Bury, an antient race of 
Berrynarbor in North Devon, settled there from temp. Edward 1, 
and had issued John. Their arms were Gules, thrte bars or. 

Of the Damarells, Pole says, *' Robert de Albemarle or 
Damarell held lands in Devonshire in the Conqueror's time, from 
whom issued divers houses ; there is remaining one of this name 
of mean quality," Damarell of Fleet gave this variation of the 
parent coat, A*ure,a chief gules, thrte crescents argent, z &■ i. 

Descents of the 'clarous' family of Prouz were settled in 
^cterand Cn.Aitoa.— Richard Prouse, Mayor of Exeter, 157S 
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and 1589, ob. 1608, buried in the Cathedral, and J^km^ his son. 
Major 1606-1619, ob. 16x0. The last of the Crediton branch is 
thus commemonuted on a monument in Crediton chorch — 

UodcmeiUi Lie deposited tbe RcBams of 3fis. Honor Ptooae, the last of a 
mnnenms and worthy famihr of this Parish, who, after having oompleated 73 
years in the Practice of ereiy Christian Tirtve, — In which she shone thro* life 
Snperioor to most Infenonr to nooe, was sadde&ly snnunooed to reccrre her 
reward, xst Joly. 1773. 

Arms. — Ermine, thru iiams rampant gmles. 

It was from John de Northecote. the second husband of Toan 
de Moels, eldest daughter of Lady Alice (who appears to have 
been Sheriflf of Devon, 28 Edward III.. 1354.) and his assumed 
issue bj her that Robert Cooke, Clarenceux, connected the 
present descent with an older pedigree of Northcote. But Mr. 
Winslow Jones in his able investigation of the descent has con- 
clusivelj proved there was no issue of this second marriage, and 
that Cooke must have surreptitiously inserted it.* 

In Widworthy Church there is a very perfect effigy of a 
knight in chain and plate armour, with bascinet and shield on the 
left arm on which is sculptured Semet of cross ctossiets, ikree lions 
rampant, and there can be little doubt that it represents John 
de Wotton, husband of Joan, eldest daughter of Lady Alice, being 
the coat of Prowz with the augmentation for difference-f Pole 
assigns this coat also to Sir Hugh Prowz, the uncle of Ladj Alice 
who held the manor of Gatcombe, &c.. in the adjoining parish 
of Colyton, as well as to '* Wooton of Widworthy," but it is not 
probable the knight was buried there. On the monument of Sir 
John Chichester, ob. 1569, at Pilton, fifth in descent from Sir 
John and his wife Alice Wotton, is a profuse display of heraldry 
which Lieut.-Col. Harding (before alluded to) carefully describes. 
In the pediment a shield often quarterings bearing i, Chichester ; 
2, Raleigh ; 3, Wotton; 4, Mules ; 5, Djinock, &c. ; and in the 
large number of shields otherwise appearing, numbering apparently 
twenty-seven in all, he places No. 8, Argent, two bars and three 

* The authentic pedigree of Northcote commences with John Northcote, a 
dothier of Honiton, who married Alice Dnrke, whose will dated 22nd Aug., 
1558, was proved the 15th October following. His immediate descendants 
Walter, ob. 1572, and John. 1587, removed to Crediton where they conUnned to 
carry on the business of clothiers, then the principal staple trade of the West of 
England. They appear to have amassed considerable tortnnes which they laid 
oot in land, and themselTes and their descendants made alliances with influential 
families in the neighbourhood. It was to Walter Northcote, Robert Cooke 
granted their arms in 1570, — Argent, three cross-crossUts la kimd saMf. Their 
descendant Sir John Northcote was created a baronet 1 6th Inly. 1641. His 
descendant Sir Henry Northcote, married Bridget Maria, omv daughter and 
heiress of Hugh Stafford of Pjmes near Exeter, whose name tney have incor- 
porated with Uieir own, and where they have since resided.

The 
Other, and the most distinguished, at North Cadbury. from 
whom proceeded the fourth, settled first at Emisborough in 
Swimbridge, in north Devon, which survived to 1633. Pole 
speakes of Emisborough at page 511.

I found that Nichols de Moels, the second Baron, was sum- 
moned from 19 Oct., ijii, to 16 Oct., 1315, — but too late for 
correction.

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58. GoLDE-StRECHLEIGH of SeABOROITOH. S0U8RSKT, 

jiND Ermington, South Dbvon. — The history of the Goldu 
family of Seaborough, from their first settlement there in the 
thirteenth century, down to their extinction in the main descent 
at the conclusion of the sixteenth, and their immediate descend- 
ants, contains much of an interesting nature. 

The Conqueror gave the manor to one of his followers, 
named De Vans, or Vallibus. and Ihe feudal service due for its 
poasession was ihe finding of one soldier, lo the King's use. 
His descendant Ralph de Vallibus, temp. Henry HI. being obliged 
to send men when that King undertook a Crusade in Palestine, 
among others despatched one Cole or Golde, for the manor of 
Seaborough, " who went accordingly," says Collinson 
" to Jefu$alem, and wis present Bt the scgc of DaniietlB, where he foneht 
nliantly, and after hh relum. ai a reward for his mcril!, this Ralph de Vallibiu 
gave him on estate at Seaborough, — by deed still extant, — A.D. 1339." 

Ralph de Vallibus had one daughter and heiress, Grecia, who 
married Eudo de Rochford, and they settled the manor. See, on 
their son John, who in the year 1310. disposed of it to John 
Golde, a presumed descendant of the Crusader, and at the time 
possessor of property there ; he presented to the rectory in 1341, 
and his grandson John Golde, gave a piece of land for the build- 
ing of a new church at Seaborough, 3 Henry V, ]4i4-is. The 
ediBce was considerably added to, and partially rebuilt in 1728. 

The grandson of this last John Golde, TAomas Goide, of Sea- 
borough, who died s May, 1501,— he married Eleanor — who was 
living in 1511-4. They had three sons, Thomas, the heir, of 
wbom presently, — John aaA James. 

Jehn Goldt or Gould, second son, was of Staverton in South 
Devon, having married Kalheririe,\.hKAivi%h\eT of Richard Prislon, 
of that place, and from them proceeded the Dorsetshire and 
Exeter, &c, descents. They appear to have used different arms 
from those belonging to the main line at Seaborough, which 
were. Or. on a chtoren between three roses gules, as many buachei 0/ 
papts, or rose leaves of l>ie firsi, — and gave, Per sallire azure and or, 
a lion rampant counierchanged. 

James Gould, third son, — he married MargartI daughter and 
coheir of Roger Apple/on, and appaiently sister lo Edith, the wife 
of his brother Thomas. He died March 1519-30; and is described 
aa being of Henley in Crewkeme, the estate on which his nephew 
John Gould, was murdered in 1555 : the owner and occupier at 
Ihe date of that event being John Weeks, or Wyke, From them 
descended the families of Gould of Wilts, and London. 

Thomas Goldt, or Gould, eldest son and heir, aged thirty at 
his father's death. He married Eiiiih, daughter and coheir of 
Roger Appleton. By her he had one son and hciT John, and four 
<imig,hXeja, Margaret, /CaJhenne, AUtt, and Anne. He died 13 
Sep. 1515, and was buried in Crewkeme Chnrch, where, on the 
■oalh wall of the chancel is a brass to hit memory. 

I Vol. VH- Part li. Skptembbr, rgoo. 
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He is represented in the full armour of the period, with skirt 
and collar of mail, sword, broad-toed sabbatons, and spurs. 
Bare-headed, he kneels on a cushion, with hands raised in prayer. 
The inscription records, — 

(Pray for the soule of) Thomas Golde esquier which decessed 

the xiij day of September they ere of our lord m^ jfi xxv (on 

whose soule J hu have mercy.) 

an almost unique peculiarity of this inscription is, that the words 

contained within the brackets, but which can be readily made out, 

have been designedly obliterated, evidently by the direction of a 

person who did not believe in prayers for the dead, after the soul 

had passed into the more immediate presence of its Maker. 

That this deletement was caused by some one having relationship 

with the deceased, and exercising authority to do so, admits of 

little doubt, and from some after circumstances, to be further 

q 9 alluded to, we think it may be fairly inferred who that person 

probably was. The date of his wife's death does not appear. 

/ohn Golde or Gould, only son and heir, aged thirty at his 
father's death. He married Elizabeth — whose will dated 4 Dec. 
1584, was proved 12 Feb. 1584-5. They had one son /ohn, 
"named in a deed of enfeoffment 6 Oct., 15 Henry VHI, 1524," 
he died young, s. p. 

/ohn Gould, the father, met with a dreadful death, having 
been murdered on the 7 August, 1555. Collinson gives this 
account of the tragedy : — 

*' The last of the family was John Golde, who was killed in a field on 
Henley farm, near Seaborough, in the reign of Queen Mary, as he was pursuing 
his favourite diversion of hawking at harvest time. Mr. Wedks the then owner 
of the farm (between whose family and that of the Goldes there had existed an 
antient animosity) being in the field at the time, ordered some of his men to 
beat Mr. Grolde off his horse, which one of them did with a rake and killed him. 
For this murder. Mr. Weeks and two of his men, were tried at an assixe held ai 
Crewkeme, and being found guilty, were condemned and executed.'* 

Pulman, in his Book of the Axe, gives a more circumstantial 
and somewhat dramatic narration of this unfortunate occurrence. 
*' An unfriendly feeling had long subsisted between Mr. Grould, and Mr. 
Weeks or Wyke, who was ihen the owner and occupier of Henley farm. One 
morning in harvest time, Mr. Weeks was engaged superintendmg his work- 
men in one of his fields. Hawking at that time was a favourite amusement of 
country gentlemen, and a party engaged in its pursuit in the plain below, 
attracted the attention of Mr. Weeks and his reapers. Mr. Golde who was 
passionately attached to the amusement, had often been cautioned against 
trespassing upon the lands of his unfriendly neighbour. He was one of the 
party on the morning in question. The sport was most exciting, and the horse- 
men were galloping m different directions as the movements of the contending 
birds required oifferent positions fi'om which to command a view. Mr. Golde 
in the eagerness of the sport, had become separated firom his fiiends, and, in 
order to rejoin them, roae into one of Mr. Weeks fields. No sooner had he done 
so, than the owner who had long been waiting an opportunity for a personal 
encounter, rushed down upon him with his men. A furious quarrel immediately 
commenced, and Weeks in the height of his passion, directed his men to fell 
Mr. Golde off his horse. They instantlv proceeded to do so, and one of them 
struck him a blow with a rake, whicn brought him to the earth a corpse. 
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'eelcs and two of bis mtn, were afterward tried at an aaiiie held od the 

Ion at Ciewkerne, they weie sentenced to be tanged." 

The execution is traditionally related to have taken place in 

Market Place. Crewkeme, il being scarcely probable the 

Iprits would be conveved to the county gaol at Ilchester for 

that purpose. In the November following "the goods of the 

felon Wikes," were escheated to the Crown. 

Connected by a date some siity years afterward and relative 
Wyke, is a monument in Crewkerne Church recording the 
rath of '■ EUtabrlh Wyke, -uift of John Wykt of f/tniiv. Esg.. and 
uighitr of /amis Coffinc af Munekiy, Devon. Esq., ii -J/ay. 1613." 
ith an acrostic epitaph,— evidentlv the wife of a descendant of 
the offender. 

John Golde made his will i Oct. 1545. and proved by 
Eliiabeth his relict. 25 Oct. iSSS' — '" •' he desires, — 
" To be buried '•in tiii church »f Cnttiem*," to which churcfa. and that of 
Norton-sub- Hamdon, each tia thilUngi and eight pence. To my aister 
Katlietine Golde, twenty potmds. and an annuity of four pounds. Giles Penny 
the yonngei to hare the Manor of Seabotougb during his naioral life, paying 
the heirs tweDly maibs yearly ; my wife to give yearly for five years four pounds, 
sii shillings and eight pence, tu a priest to pray for me and my friendt : and 
twen' J shillings 10 Thomas Mnbell, prieil of Chaidatock; to Bernard Golde 
(bIscousiD) "my btil giUimg. aid a itanJiiig cuff ." &c. 

At the death of his widow in 1 584.-5, his son having pre- 
deceased him, the estate reverted to his four sisters, coheiresses. 
MareartI Gold*, eldest daughter, married as his first wife, 
Richard Murlin, second son of .SVr William Martin, of Athelham- 
ston, Doraet ; from their eldest son and heir Adam, who succeeded 
to their portion at Seaborough. the descent of Martin at that 
place was continued down to the close of the last century. Two 
memorials of them appear to have existed ; one described by 
Pnlman, as occurring in Ciewkeme Church, was not observable 
a recent visit, but it thus noticed by him, — 

A brass, bearing the arms of Martin of Seaborough quartered, and the 
to. "AcMtjiMVS, svcciDiwvs, DECKniHVS." and on a stone beneath, 
'■ Tinsi an Iht arms of Adam Marliiu, of Sti^orow, Es^. ani Aii mji, Iht 
UlT of Hvbvrdl Hoaii, aj Sdland. Eiq" 

This appears to have been Hubert Hussey, Esq. of Sydling 
St. Nicholas. Sheriff of Dorset 1645, of whom, says Huichins.— 

" His then estate here value /400 per annum wa<: setjuestered, and in 1641 
he was ordered to be sent for as a dnlinquenl for having said ■' that if the 
peace of the country was disturbed it wa<^ owing to Sir Walter Erie " which 
was deemed as a reSection on the Pirliamcnl." 

The arms mentioned must have been those of Martin, Argcil, 

/iwiar»^/«,— quartering Hussey, Parry of six, irmine and gutts. 

The other, a monument in Seaborough Church, with a line 

bast of the deceased, life size, in closc-gathf ted robe and Howing 

wig, — inscribed 

" M,S. — Adami Martin armig. qui, lanquam semptt monturus. 
vivtnt: /anJtm umfer vitturus, mortutts esi.die \ijan. 1738. A^l,il. 
66." 
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Trouble appears to have continued at Seaborough.^-Collinson 

relates 

"The families of Martin asd Bale ivho married Alice Go^de, third 
daughter) inhabited each their respective parts of the dvdliDg or mansion house 
bat they were too near ccighbonrs to coniicce long gcxxi fheccs. and the wavs 
to each others ground- became also a matter of contentioc. \^'herefore \fr. 
Hugh Martin, grandscn of Mr Richard Martin, pulled dovn his third part of 
the Mansion, and carrying off the materials, bnili :he hosse a: Seaboroogh in 
1 591, in which some of the Martins have dwelt erer since : and soon after they 
parted their respective grounds.*' 

Kaiherine Golde, second daughter, — she married Henry* 
Hoskyns, and died 20 March, 1586, s. p. when her moietj of the 
manor, reverted to her three survinng sisters ; who divided the 
whole pro(>erty by lot in 1580. 

Alice G^A/^ third daughter, married John Bale: he sub- 
sequently acquired the other sister, Anne Strechleigh's portion, 
whereon their descendants resided for nearly a century. 

Anne Golde^ fourth daughter, — she married William Strechleigh^ 
of Strechleigh, in Ermington, South Devon, a family of antient 
descent, and who held considerable possessions in the neighbour- 
hood. They had one daughter and heiress. Christian,, 

William Strechleigh •* of Armington, Devon, Esq." died 2 1 

{^7* '583. His will dated 1 1 Dec. 1582, was proved 16 Oct. 1583, 
y Anne, his relict. In it he gives 
*'to John Chudleigh (his grandson) my chain, — to William Carye, son ani 
heir of George Carye only son of my daughter deceased (b\' her second marriage) 
;^ioo, — to Elizabeth, Mary, and Anne Carve daughters of the same, /loo each, 
— to my wife Ann Strechlev. Sir George ^peke (of Whitelackicgton, Somerset, 
whose daughter Elizabetn manied John Chudleigh his grandson) and Mr. 
Robert Carye, Esq. overseers." 

Ann Strechleigh, his wife, her will dated 3 Sep. 1591, — 

proved 27 Jan. 159 1-2, by the trustees of her lands, — 

** To be buried at Ermington, — to my only daughter Christian, now dead, 
wife of Christopher Chudleigh, — to her' daughters Elizabeth (wife of Peter 
Carew, of Bickleigh) Mary, and Ann (now wife of William Nobell, gent.) /150 
each ; William and Mary Cary, children of George Carye of Clovelly, Esq., 
Robert Chudleigh, son of John Chudleigh, deceased, — Elizabeth Merridte 
(her grand-daughter, wife of Andrew Merricke of Queen-Camel, Somerset), and 
her son Chudleigh Merricke, and her daughters Dorothy and Penelope 
Merricke, — To the church and poor of Ermington, — ** To tki setting up of the 
organs in the church of Crewkeme, if they shall be set up in the honour of Almighty 
God,*' — to the poor of Crewkeme 10/-, — to the church of Seaborough, Somerset, 
10/-, — To Ann Stretchley daughters of Nicholas Stretchley, gent, 40/-, — 
Bridget and Dorothy daughters of John Chudleigh, Eso. deceased; John 
brother of Robert, son of John Chudleigh, — to George Chudleigh, son of John 
Chudleigh (her grandson, created a Baronet i Aug. 1622, married Mar}- 
daughter of Sir William Strode, of Newenham) ** three gold rings, whereof one 
was my wedding ring, another with a turkis my brother GouUU*s, emd the other was 
cut from the finger of my brother, after he was dead,** — (when he was murdered).*' 

They were both buried in Ermington Church, where there is 
a brass to their memory, and their only daughter. It is now 
affixed to the wall of the north transept, and inserted in the 
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»B8 of a small graniie frame which fornis a kind of double 
canopy, all of plain design. The inscription reads; — 

ffert lytth burytd yt body of WilUa' Slrachliigh of Slrackieis^h 
Esquir* who dyed the xxi day of July in iht ytare of our Lordt GoJ 
1583, and Anne his wife yi daughltr and htyre 0/ John Gould of 
Dorc' Esguier and Chnslia' there only daughter and htyre who 
maryed with Chrislopher Chudliigh yt wnnt and heyre of Syr Richard 
Chudltigh Knight by whom the had issue John, Sirackleigh, John, 
Robert. Elitabeth, Elitabeth. Marye, and Anne. 

There are three figures. — the man in fur-lined robe with 
large short sleeves, over a gown with close sleeves, niffs round 
neck and wrista, bare headed, kneeling in prayer on a cushion 
before a prie dieu, on which is an open book with clasps, — the 
woman in close cap with dependant veil, gown with large striped 
sleeves, ruffs on neck and wrists, also kneeling and fronting her 
husband, on a cushion, before anothcr^riV (/;Vu, on which is an 
open book. Behind her kneels the daughter in similar costume, 
with embroidered petticoat. 

Over Ihe figures are three shields, — 1. Quaiterly, — i and 4, On o c\evrott three 
ciitjw/diJi,— (Strbckleigh) 3 and 3, A tluvron bilmen Ihret htath-reclls, — 
(BJtuMroKD). 3. Quarterly,— I and 4. On a chevron three roie liavrs. {or 
buHtiti 0/ grjfis f) betwttn thru tout, (Goldh) i and 3, A fas between three 
/i'm »ii»s wKt, — (Applktom oc PvNB). 3, Pet pale,— 1 and 4, Ermine; three 
ha»t ramttnt, (CHrnLaiOH) x. Three bends — (Mbrton) 3. A lion rampant double 
fwiK, (NoNANT) iinpiUnB — i- Strechleigh, — j. Bromford,— 3, Appleton ? 4. 

A curious example of the inaccuracy of monumental inscrip- 
tions occurs here, Anne Golde-Strechleigh, was the daughter of 
Thomas Golde, of the brass at Crewkerne, and sisUr and coheiress 
of John Golde her brother, who met with such an untimely death, 
and died s. p. 

Christian Strechleigh, only dangliler and heiress. She married 
first Christopher Chudieigh of Ashton, Devon, son of Sir Richard 
Chudleigb, Knt. ob: 1558. by Maria daughter of Sir Nicholas 
Wadham of Meryfield. Somerset. His will was proved 14 Sep. 
■ S70. By him she had eight children, four sons and four 
daughters as mentioned on the brass. 

Of the sons. SIruhleigh, died 3 April 1570, s. p. John, 
second son, succeeded. His life mas short and unfortunate. 
Living here probably a considerable portion of his time within a 
short distance of Plymouth, he appears to have been smitten with 
the glamour of the buccaneering and sea-roving adventures of 
the era, — half-" glory "-half-rapine. — toward which Devonshire, 
in the persons of Drake, Raleigh, Gilbert, and others of lesser 
note, had contributed a large quota engaged in these exploits. 
When he was barely twenty four years of age, (bom in 1565} he 
determined to throw in his lot with these adventurers, and for 
that puipose disposed of the Broadclyst estates that had descended 
to him from Nonant, and with the proceeds, 6tted out at his own 
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entire expense, three vessels, ostensibly on a voyage of discovery, 
round the world. They set sail from Plymouth 5 Aug. 1589, a 
few days afterward, the Delight one of the little squadron, parted 
company from the others, during a storm, and was ultimately 
wrecked on the coast of France, only four of her crew being 
saved. Of the other two, with John Chudleigh aboard, nothing 
further appears to have been heard, the supposition being they 
were lost on the dangerous coast of the Straits of Magellan. 

The date of his death however is given as 6 Nov. 1589, — 
administration to his relict i June 1590, who renounced; and a 
second 9 Dec. i599> to Hugh Walden, one of his creditors 
(Vivian). 

He married Elizabeth, daughter of Sir George Speke of 
White Lackington, Somerset, (named as one of the overseers of 
William Strechleigh*s will.) He left four daughters, and one son 
Greorge, who was created a Baronet i August 1622, he married 
Mary daughter of Sir William Strode of Newnham, died 15 Jan. 
1657, ^"^ ^^ buried at Ashton, where there is a large monument 
to his memory. It was to him his great-grand-mother Anne 
Golde-Strachleigh, bequeathed the three rings, one of them 
having been cut from the finger of her murdered brother. 

Christian Strechleigh- Chudleigh, married secondly, as his first 
wife, George Cary of Clovelly, eldest son of Robert Gary of that 
place (who perished of gaol fever after the Black Assizes at Exeter, 
I April, 1586). He was Sheriff of Devon, 1587, died 10 July 
1601, By him she appears to have had two children William sou 
and heir, and Margaret, The date of her death does not appear, 
but she was dead before 15S3, the year of her father's death. 

Anne Strechleigh, *• gentlewoman," sister of William of the 
brass, her will proved 16 Oct. 1583. In it she mentions 

" My late brother Edward, — coasins Jobn, Philip, Arthur, Sampson and 
John Strowde, — Mrs. Catherine Champemoun, a gold ting, — Anthony, and Jane 
Mrife of Edward Bonvile, a ^old ring, (they were of Modbury and Ivybridge, 
descendants of John Bonville, a natural son of William, Lord Bonville, of 
Chewton Mendip, Somerset, beheaded at St. Albans 19 Feb. 1460- 1) to Mrs. 
Elizabeth Chudleigh, (wife of the buccaneer) — my god-daughter, *' My best 
bilUmint 0/ pearle, and my carkanet (ntch-chain) of Pearles.**— -My cousin Mr. 
Edmund Lighte, — Elisabeth Chudleigh the elder, Mary and Ann Chudleigh ; — 
** For ringing and penny doaU to the poor, £6.** Residue to my sister Axine 
Strechleigh (Golde) of Armington, Extx." 

On the east end of the south chancel aisle at Ermington, is a 

high tomb and canopy, of considerable size, of Transition 

character, and much interest. The face of the canopy is covered 

with carving of Arabesque design, in the spandrels are large 

shields with quartered armories, the richly ornamented mouldings 

of the arch, and general contour of the monument, shew that the 

spirit of the expiring Gothic still held its charm over the designer. 

The tomb is divided in front by fluted pillasters into three enriched 

panels, with one at each end, and all are occupied with large 

shields of arms. Centrally, over the canopy, is an escutcheon, 
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[nirmounted by a helmet with tnantlmg, wreath and crest, with 
two dragons for supporters, exhibiting much vigour of design, 
and boldness of workmanship. The sculptured charges on all 
the shields were originally tinctured with their proper colours, 
which have now nearly disappeared. Resting on the canopy are 
two esquires helmets in good preservation, and a glaive. There 
is no inscription ot date, and although these clues are wanting, 
we think there can be little doubt of its being erected by Mrs. 
Anne Golde-Sirechleigh in her life time, to commemorate her 
husband, self, daughter, and son-in-law. She outlived them all, 
her daughter and her husband Christopher Chudleigh. by many 
jfears. her own husband eight years, she also survived her grand- 
son John Chudleigh ; and this accounts probably for the absence 
of inscription, inadvertently omitted to be placed on ii, — if ever 
iMended — by the trustees of her will. The large escutcheon in 
the place of honour over the tomb, shews Stretchleigh impaUng 
Golde only, and their crest, — the shields in the spandrels and 
panels below, exhibit the descent of her daughter, and that of 
Chudleigh, her husband, and his alliances.* The two helmets 
would also represent her husband and son-in-law. It is probable 
also she erected the brass, for although stating herself and daughter 
were also there buried, the dales of their deaths are not given; 
and this brass before its removal to its present position, appears 
to have been on the wall over the tomb, and it may be. was so 
intended to explain both.

In the church there existed some years after the middle of 
this century, one of those rare remaining arrangements adopted 
soon after the Reformation, by which the Communion Table was 
moved forward from the east wall of the chancel, and surrounded 
by X railing. Here it consisted of a massive twisted balustrade 
of oak. carved, and buttressed ; and its erection may be ascribed 
to the second half of the sixteenth century. In the north chancel 
aisle there was also a lofty and handsome squire's pew, that then 
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enclosed the large monument, which is now moved to the south 1 
chancel aisle. 

We have mentioned that surmise may be hazarded, as to 
whose influence the erasure on the brass at Ciewkerne ma; be 
ascribed. That it was caused by some relative, having authority 
to do so, admits of tittle doubt, and taking the strong pronounce- 
ment in her will as to the "setting up the organs" in Crewkeme 
Church, the arrangement of the Communion Table at her home 
in Ermington, indicating the trend of religious thought prevalent 
there at that era, we think, without offering any semblance of 
dishonour to her memory, the deletement on Thomas Golde's 
memorial, may be set down to the action of his daughter Anne, 
with probably her sisters concarrence. 

Portions of the erstwhile richly-carved squire's pew. and 
massive Communion Table rails, still appear in this lavishly 
" restored " church ; but now incorporated with arrangements, 
that would we opine considerably exercise the presumed simpler 
Evangelical belief of the strong-minded and venerable Somerset- 
shire lady, who resided at Strechleigh, and worshipped here, m 
the eventful but real days of Queen Elizabeth.

60. A Find of Com. — In the ffiitory cf Lvnu Regis, by 
G. Roberts (iSij), there is an account at pp. 111-6, of the acci- 
dental discovery of a large sum of money in the ruins of an old 
house, in that town. The yWn and Country Magazine of 1786, 
p. Ill, contains a report of the same discovery, but the details 
are so different to those related by Roberts, as to be worth reprin- 
ting:— 

" 1786. April 19, On Wednesday morning as George Kelway, 
a labourer, was filling an old sawpit, which had been dug amidst 
the ruins of an house at Lyme-Regis, in Dorsetshire, he discovered 
three small oak chests, containing an immense quantity of gold 
and silver coin, to the amount, as it is said, of zooo/, and upwards ; 
chiefly of the coinage of Charles I. and II., and is supposed to 
have been buried there at the time of the duke of Monmouth'i 
invasion, who landed at or near Lyme in the year 1685. 

The poor fellow, upon discovering this treasure, immediately' 
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Jjoaded himself home nith a part, and infonning his tandlord of 
the event, they both went and took another loading, but unfortu- 
nately having taken too much, one of their pockets burst on the 
way. and the secret being thereby discovered, all the neighbour- 
hood flew to the spot, and such a scene of disorderand confusion 
arose, that they may be literally said to have rolled in money; 
hals, caps, pockets, and every vehicle that could be procured, 
overflowed with the golden harvest, and scarce a person was 
present who did not reap to theamount of sJJtiy or seventy pounds 
in value ; even the gleanings were considerable. Kelway and his 
partner had secured about 140 pounds weight, but the next day 
Kelway, having entrusted the major part of this treasure (sectired 
in a strong chest) to the care of his landlord, whilst he went to a 
neighbouring town to purchase cloaths, &c. an artful tinker found 
means to defraud the landlord of the whole ; and poor Kelway, on 
his return home, found himself again reduced to poverty. The 
tinker, whose name is Roe, was taken into custody the same day, 
and is now confined in Lyme-Regis gaol, whence he is to be 
removed to Dorchester to take his trial at the next assizes. A 
great part of the money has been regained and secured."

Henry Thornton the testator, became farmer, i.e, lease- 
holder of the Preceptorj- of Buckland Priors or Mynchin Buck- 
land in ihe parish of Durston in 1516. He is therein described 
38 ' gentleman, of Curry Malcli." The lease was for forty years 
at a yearly rental or;£^io] esh. Sd. Three years later he took a 
lease of a tenement with its appurtenances, situated and lying in 
the pariah of S. Clement Danes, outside Temple Bar. As he 
was a Serjeanl-at-law, the value of su<:h a pied-k-terre is manifest ; 
and here he died. A very ugly story concerning Serjeant 
Thornton is brought lo light in the state Papers of the period. 
On the resignation of John Shirboine, abbot of Athelney, in 
1531, Thornton acted as go-between for a monk, Thomas Ynde. 
to the all-powerful Cromwell, to obtain the abbacy, and promised 
for his help and assistance £^o. After a good deal of opposition, 
partly no doubt caused by the patrons of other candidates, and 
partly by the manifest disabilities of Ynde he being only twenty- 
three yeara of age, though Thornton managed lo gel sufficient 
evidence from the monk's native town of Ilmioster 10 show that 
hewas one year older, Ynde obtained the cong^ d'elire on ig 
Aug., 1531. Thornton became ill in tlie spring of the next year, 
and his will was proved on the :2nd April, 1533. Cromwell not 
having received the promised forty pounds, got Dr. Lee lo write 
to Ynde to remind him of the debt. Ynde's answer is extant, 
and we learn that Thornton had screwed ^100 out of the youthful 
candidate, affirming that Cromwell would take ' noo lesse for his 
payns,' and the executor had to confcsse the ' resayle of the 
money, affirming that hyit ys payyd to his master schypp.' 
Thornioa had evidently intended lo keep the balance, but having 
delayed to pay Cromwell before his fatal illness, the whole matter 
came to light.

65. Date of Northover Register. — In the first volume 
of the Somerset Parish Registers, Marriages ; the earliest entrK in 
the Northover Register isentere.l under 1531. As there are no 
lore marriage entries before 1 541. the editors suggest thai [531 
' probably an error fur 1541. because the earlier date is 
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anterior to the law which broaght registers into existence. 
Having examined the register, I find that the earliest burial is in 
1543. The earliest baptism is entered under 1534 ; there is only 
one entry, and there are no more until 1538, (11 entries), after 
which year a gap until 1542 (3 entries), 1543 (13 entries), another 
gap down to 1546 (8 entries), after which year the register runs 
regularly to 1553 when there is another gap as far as 1560. The 
one point in favour of the earlier date for the marriages is that 
the couples do not appear as parents among the baptismal entries 
of 1542 onward. Although it is true that the earliest injunction 
about keeping registers was issued in 1538, legislation was in the 
air two years earlier, and something like a dozen registers are 
known to begin 1536-37, including Rimpton in Somerset. Even 
this does not exhaust the possibilities of the case, as the register 
of Calne in Wilts begins in 1527 {St. James Gazette 4, l^ov.^ 1898); 
and those of Perlethorpe in co. Nottingham, printed by Dr. 
Marshall, in 1528.* These efforts of individuals, a very intelligent 
anticipation of coming events, show that the earlier date is not 
impossible. According to the figures supplied in the P.O. 
Directory, 33 registers in Somerset date back to the reign of 
Henry VIII., that is, one in fourteen of the possible number.

66. Derivation of Midsomer Norton.— In the third 
volume of S. S*D. N> S* Q., p. 186, there is a list of the second 
names of Somerset Parishes when derived from their owners, to- 
ffrther the few which are still doubtful. Among these latter is 
Midsomer Norton. As this cannot mean the centre of the county, 
it has been supposed to refer to the position of the village be- 
tween two branches of the rivulet Somer. Mr, A. A.Thatcher has 
now suggested to me another derivation. The dedication of the 
church is to S. John Baptist, whose festival falls on Midsummer 
Day. From the earliest times until comparatively lately Mid- 
summer day ranked next to Christmas in popular estimation for 
merrymaking. Now may not Norton have gained this distinctive 
title Irom some revels accompanied by quasi- religious ceremonies, 
such as are still to be seen in some parts of this island ? In the 
thirteenth century the hayward of the Deverills with another 
tenant of the Abbot of Glastonbury used to watch on the Eve of 
S. John Baptist, having a lamb and a fire provided {S. R. S.y V. 
13Q). In the Feet of Fines 53 Hen. III. 132 it is spelt Midsum- 
mer — , also Midsomeres — and Missumer. I shall be glad to 
hear of some criticism on this suggested derivation. Lammas-land 
teems to have something of the same origin.

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68. Hundreds of Stonr and Catasr, Somerset. — 
These Hundreds, although for many centuries held by the same 
owners, were not originally linked together. The Hundred of 
Stone, then called •* At Stane " or ** Stana," occurs in two 
passages in the Inquisiiio Ghtldi^ (A.D. 1 084) and in the reign of 
of King John it was granted by him to the Burgesses of Uchester 
with the whole of that Borough in fee farm. It had been revested 
in the Crown temp. Hen. HI., as that King appointed Richard de 
Hay, Bailiff of the Hundred, and £dw. I. made a similar appoint- 
ment (ass. Ro. Somt., 8 Edw. I., orig q Edw. I. Ro. 9), 

Previous to the reign of Hen. IV. the two Hundreds, to- 
gether also with the manor of Haselbury Plucknet, (Coll. Somt. 
II., 332), were held by the same grantee — John de Holand, son 
of Thomas, Earl of Huntingdon — but were confiscated on his 
attainder, (1 Hen. IV.) Richard, his son & heir, who died seized 
thereof, 4 Hen. V., was father of another John his successor, 
created by Hen, VI. Duke of Exeter. 

During his minority, the King, at the request of the Earl of 
Arundel, appointed John de la Chaundalere to the office of Bailiff 
of the Ville of Yevell (of which Lord Arundel was Lord) and of 
the Hundreds of Stone and Catash, at the wages of 2d. per 
diem (Pat. Roll., 3 Hen. IV.) 

Richard III. granted both hundreds to Sir Thomas Burgh, 
Kt. of the Royal body, in return for his services against the rebels, 
but, reverting to Hen. VIL after the defeat of Richard the new king 
settled them on his mother, Margaret Countess of Richmond, for 
her life. On her death, they again reverted to the Crown, and so re- 
mained, it is presumed, until the date of the following Court 
Rolls (40 Eliz.) At the time Collinson compiled his history of 
Somerset they were held by Mr. Jonas Blandford of Sparkford, 
and they are both now the property of his collateral descendant, 
Mr. George Blandford Matthews of Bourton, Dorset. 

Courts of a composite nature, exhibiting the rudiments of 
Anglo-Saxon tribunals, were regularly held for each hundred, and 
the extracts from the Court Rolls now published are a fair example 
of the business transacted. 

But of late years the jurisdiction was practically confined to 
the appointment of the High Constable of the Hundred (whose 
chief duty was the collection of the County rate) and the appoint- 
ment of the Tithingmen (who were in fact the village Con- 
stables) for the several Tythings of which the Hundred was 
composed, but on the virtual abolition of these offices, by the 
transfer of the duties into other channels, the courts have become 
useless and have ceased to be held, leaving the owner only the 
honour of being •* Lord of the Leet." The Rev. Prebendary Daniel 
has contributed to the Report of the Wincanton Field Club for 
1900-1, an interesting paper on the Hundred of Catash, with 
extracts from the Court Rolls, explaining its jurisdiction and proce- 
dure, which should be read in conjuction with this. John Batten.

RererriDg to PortasdeRadecliveNoles bjC.M.C. and Prebendary 
Coleman, the following extract from John of Glastonbitry may be 
interesting. At a coun held on behalf of the King " apud Com- 
bewyche jnxta flosum maris " (i.e. at Combwich near Otter- 
bamptOD on the Rivet Pairet) on t$ Ap:. ii. Ric: 14. befoie a 
jury of II men, "tam de magistris qaam mannariis navium," it 
waa asserted on oaih thai the Abbot of Glastonbnrj' without any 
authority appropriated to himself "aquam Salsam de Ax," and 
through his bailif of Brent Marsh took certain customs from 
every ship anchored there — ifladen with salt, two "busselli" of 
salt, if laden with fish, four fish. More paiticularly it was shown 
I that the same Abbot took " de quadam navi Britannica (a ship 
lOf Brittany) vocata nostre Datne de Gerant," anchored in the 
_;^ter of Ax, two bushels of salt. Also the same Abbot bought 
I through his bailif at his own price, and not the price by proclama- 
tion iind the King's price, four quarters of salt from a certain 
Roger Brynmore, mercator, of aship called " Mary le Dertemuth." 
An opportunity is given the Abbot to answer these accusations 
" apud Redclyffe juxta fluxum maris." on the last day of July, ad 
pnmam horam et primam tidam," (?) and to bring a jury of 11 
" liberos et legaies homines de RedclyfTe, Axbridge and Were." 
The Abbot was represented " per Thomas Barton, ptocuratorem 
aunm," and proved that he, and a!l his predecessors, were "sesiti 
de qaodam cursu aquae vocato Ax water " from lime immemorial 
"juie fundacionis ecclesiae beatae mariae Glasloniae." Also that 
at certain places on either side of the same water the banks of the 
same " cursus " were the property of the Abbot and of his pre- j 
decessors ; and that the salt water in the aforesaid course " fluitJ 
et refinit, fluxit et refluxit, a toto tempore praedicto," and in th«a 
same water ships " cum diversis mercandisiis, videlicet sale, ferrOi 
piBcibus, applicant et applicuerunt." 

With regard to the said loss and damage "Domini nostri 
Regis." the procurator of the Abbot says that the Abbot's servants 
have a tight and title "de jure ecclesiae suae" of seeking, 
receiving and carrjing away one busaellum of salt, if the ship is 
laden with sail, two fish, if laden wilh fish, looaltecia ifladen with 
allec (herrinpsi. The Abbot therefore says that he is "indem- 
pnem et qutetum." Datum apud Glast: i Aug. ii Ric; 15. The 
admiral of the West (occidentalis) at this dale was, according to 
the same document. Comes Huntingdoniae, described in Spel- 
man'a Giossarv under the term Admiral as " f rater minor Tho. 
Com. Cantii."' The jurisdiction of the Admiral of the West ex- 
tended to Wales. Hibemia and Aquitania, thus keeping up the 
old link with ancient Armorica. 

This extract is locally interesting, so far as it seems to prove 
that ships, and not simply barges laden wilh merchandise, really 
did navigate the Ax to Ax water, and landed their gOod> some-

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where on the banks and not at Breandown. One of the places 
from which they came is shown, Dertemuthe, so spelt in the 
old map of Matthew Paris (Journal of Royal Geogi Society^ Sept, 
1900.) It is interesting also to notice that ships came up the Az 
from " Britannia Minor/* as Brittany is termed in the same old 
authority just referred to. The name of the ship, " Our Lady 
of Gerant," is British and romantic, just such a name as we 
should expect for a ship plying between the land of Armo- 
rica and the shores of the Ancient Domnonia. The cargoes 
of salt would be used largely for salting meat for winter use, and 
some of it, no doubt, went to salt down the red deer and fallow 
deer of Royal Mendip. The ferrum might have come from the 
Foresta de Dene along the Wye, where the Romans used to work 
the metal, leaving their cinder heaps behind them. After the 
Romans possibly the Danes worked them, for the Forest of Dene 
was so named after them. (See the liinx of Giraldus Cambi ch: V). 
In 878 the Danes, under Inguar and Healfdene, wintered in 
Demetia, i .tf.. South Wales. The Ax was known far and wide as 
a port of call, both up the Severn and far afield in Ireland and 
Gaul. We think of Gytha, Harold's mother, who with the "wives 
of many good Saxon men fled to Bradan reolic (i,e.^ the Flat- 
Holms) and there abode some time : and so departed thence over 
sea to S. Omer." Moreover Gytha had given Bleadon to S. 
Swithin's Church at Winchester in 1053, with whom it still 
remains. Further back in Roman times was the port *'Ad Axium." 
Ptolemy mentions '' Uxellae aestuarium *' and this has generally 
been localised at the estuary of the Parret, but why not the mouth 
of the Ax? In the early days of Roman occupation the 
mouth and estuary of the Somersetshire Ax, which was the 
natural terminus of the road over Mendip, along which the sea 
trade of the Mendip hills found its way, would be historically 
more important to Roman traders and geographers thbn, in any 
description of " Britannia Prima,*' than the Parret which not yet 
was the ** sacred stream *' it came to be afterwards from associa- 
tions with Inys Witrin. Brean Down might have been in those 
early days more of an island than it is now, (if we adopt the theory 
that the Berrow Sands have been drifted up continually,) thus 
resembling S. Michael's Mount in Cornwall as a safe emporium and 
storehouse for commerce. The ver^ fact that Dominus Rex claimed 
the Axwater against the Abbot of Glastonbury points back to the 
royal and historical privileges and possessions on Mendip as a 
Royal Forest and " Mynerie," and to Axbridge as a royal vill. 
But the all-powerful Abbot of Glastonbury won the day with his 
jury of 12 witnesses from Redclyffe, Axbndge and Were. About 
the actual site of Redclifle there seems to l^ little doubt, as it is 
a descriptive place-name, and has been accurately located by 
C.M.C. in a previous note.

With regard to /At live laurel bran^hit in sallirt, as the crest of 
Botreauz. I have certainly never sieii it, and had nevet heard of it 
when 1 visited North Cadbury. But I was quite convinced the 
remains of the crest on the helmet under the head of tbe 
Knight at Cadbury, were those of n gh^m. The daughter and 
last heiress of this Knight, Margaret, on her seal, places the 
Unffin slaianl, as a tupporltr, and it hears the banner of her 
fatlicr Botreaux impaling Beaumont her mother, clearly showing 
it was adopted as their badgt or cognizame, and with equal probabil- 
ity would be adopted for their rrxx/. Hungerford, by this marriage, 
represented Botreauz, and I have visited almost all their monn- 
ments, and noted the inscriptions and accompanying heraldry, [as 
also the mansion at Down-Ampney) but have never observed any 
snch crest or badge, as the launl brantkei.

83. Hatward or Hayford Bridge (IV. xxix. 168) — I 
have recently been permitted to inspect the deeds relating to the 
Hayford or Hayward Bridge Trust, and find, as I expected, that 
the John Fry, mentioned in the Inquisition and Decree of 1600, 
was John Fry of Gunville. The earliest deed is dated 1 8 January, 
1 Edw. VI. (1549) and is an indenture between John Styll of 
Fommetl and Thomas Frye of Tarrant Gunville, whereby Styll, 
in consideration of ;£io paid by Thomas Frye, demised Styll's 
mead in Shilling Ockford and Bere to Thomas, John and Stephen, 
sons of said Thomas Frye. 

The Thomas Bennett referred to in the Inquisition, &c., 
was of Pyltehonse, Wilts, gent. 

No further particulars are given of the Hugh Frye men- 
tioned in the Inqoisition, bui he was without doubt a member of 
the Frye family of Tarrant Gunville. Any information regarding 
him will be very welcome.

Foster's Alumni Oxonienstt (p. 361) makes him rector from 
1609 until his death in ibi4, and mentions that he was vicar of 
Coggeshail. Essex, in 1606-7. Bliss has a note to the effect that 
Cadworth was admitted vicar of Coggeshale 4 April, 1606, ' per 
dcprivationem Thomas .Stoughton." 

I find John Stoughton was Mate of Aller' in 1635,(5./'. D«m. 
ccxc. No, I s ) at which dale be had removed to St. Mary Aldermary. 
London, "Thii John Stoughton ii said to have been step'father to

Pkn Pits. — ! have read, and re-read, Mr. George 
Sweetman's inqnit? whether these are a " Metropolis or Qoany," 
aoct 1 most adhere to my theory, already expressed, that they are 
neither, bm that as a whole they are a Camp of Refnge of the 
Brilons from the invasion of Vespasian. Cssat tells ds that the 
Britons had places already prepared to which tbey could retire in 
case of danger. 

Mr. Kerslake's pamphlet A privueval British Metrepolh, was 
my first antiquarian study in r8Sj, and from it, although it failed 
to convince me, I learned very roach which I have found usefuh 

The Pen Pits are said to extend over 700 acres; and most of 
the pits are abont it feet wide; but some are +3 ft. or soft, 
across. Now the latter were no doubt Stone Quarries ; but the 
smaller were mere Hut circles of the Britons, who took refuge 
there ; and the refugees were so numerous that they far out-ex- 
tended the original Camps, but they made use of every yard of 
grotind they could for their huts, even of the sloping ground and 
of the bottoms of the quarries ; and when they could no longer 
find room at Pen, they went over to Mere and formed a supple- 
mental Camp there. 

General Pitt Rivers was unlucky in selecting the Quarry on 
the Common, which had been used for both purposes, as ttic spot 
for his experimental examination, and it led to confusion. Mr. 
Sweetman kindly tent me Gen. Pitt Rivers' Report to read, but it 
failed to convince me of his theory. 

That Pen-Saulcoit is Pen-Selwood seems to me quite natural ; 
and that Kair-Pen is Pen Camp is equally so. That Geoffrey 
attaches Exeter to Pen Selwood was because Totnes was best 
known to the Welshmen. But Totnes (Devon) was not the port 
or Tottenesian Shore to which Vespasian sailed ; but being in- 
formed where the Britons were encamped, he directed his ships 
to the Fleet harbour at Portland, and marched them to Pensel- 
wood and besieged it until he was overtaken by the army of the 
Britons, whom he overcame in battle ; and peace having been 
ntade between them, the Brilons departed at once to their homes, 
which accounts for so few remaim of their occupation having been 
found. 

The battles of the Saxons and Danes in 658-1001 and 1016. 
or any Saxon or Norman fortresses, can have nothing to do with 
Pen Selwood in Vespasian's time. 

It is not likely that Pen Selwood in its full extent of 700 
acres was a stronghold ; but that its origin at Orchard Castle 
was a fortress (afterwards adopted by the Normans) is quite pro- 
bable ; but it became extended as the refugees arrived, as we see 
it now there and at Mere. 

The hrgt Pits were qnarries for obuioing stone for quems, 
&c. ; but the small Pits were merely Hut circles of the Britons. 

The broken quems foond in (he large pits, with the chisel 
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marks on them, would of course be refuse in the coarse of manu- 
facture ; but the fragments found in the hut circles would be the 
remains of querns broken in the course of domestic use. 

Sir Rd. Colt Hoare was quite right in his surmise that the 
charcoal, bones and crockery found did not imply a permanetU resi- 
dence ; but my theory of a temporary camp is quite consistent with 
his statement. 

In a Swedish book on Coins which I have seen it appears 
that there was a Saxon Mint at Totteneyes, and we know aliunde 
that there was a Mint at Dorchester or Maiden Castle. Now 
there are a lot of Tots about between Dorchester and Portland, 
and it is my idea that this Saxon Mint was at one of these places. 
Totten-£ye may imply Portland Isle itself; and Tottenesium 
Littus may mean the Chesil Beach.

89. Old Christmas Carols. — The following Christmas 
Carol is one of several Carols which have been sung from time 
immemorial at High Ham, Somerset, and which appear to exist 
only in old MS. books. I have been unable to trace the origin 
of the music, but I find the verses of the following Carol are

Abbey-green, and that neighbourhood, where he regularly cane 
early every morning, receiving from one or another his daily sup- 
ply of food, and returned to his lodgings in Widcome as regularly 
every evening.

— A friend 
and myself visited this Church lately, and took careful readings of 
the shields on the tombs in the N. Chantry, towards which this 
is a small but imperfect contribution : W. snd. i. '(Sable) 
three wolves' heads erased i and 1 (argent), on a chief (or) a Hon 
passant (of the first).' Prater. Symonds gives this coat Jnlr, 
i6t+. Collinson has it wrong. i. Blank. S. sidks. i. ' 
field gate, head and tail posts finishing at top with a fleur de 
or trefoil": possibly badge of Prater or Ashficld, generally 
Yates. I. Blank. 3. Quarterly, 1 and 4. ' A flcur dc lys betwei 
three mullets,' Symonds read it as a ' trefoil slipped,' this beinj 
right, as it should be " (Argent) a trefoil slipped between Ihn 
mullets (gules).' Athfitld. See Oxford Visitations p. 116, whei 
it is tintinctured ; Collinson has this wrong : Richard Prater, 0I 
157S, married Elizabeth AshGeld, daughtcrof Humphrey Ashfield 
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and Hellena Conway, ind. quarter, 'Two lions rampant addors- 
cd, in base barty wavy of four, really six (argent and azure)." 
Fourd ; the field and the lions are untinctured in the Oxford 
Visilalion ; John Ashfield of Heyihorpe married Margaret d. and 
h. of Richard Ford of Penshurst. Kent ; I cannot find this coat 
any other reference book, and neither CoHinson, S)inonds or 
Green seem to have read it right. 3rd. quarter, '(Or) three lions 
passant in pale (sable).' Carew; Richard Ford married Mary. 
d. and h. of Thomas Carew of Beddington ; Oxford Visitation 
says the lions are ' giiardant.' but this is a mistake. 

4. Quarlerly, i and 4, " Barry of twelve (or and vert) on bend 
(gu) in dexter chief an annulet (?arg. or or.) for difference." 
P^yaings. Poynings ia generally ' Barry of six ' ; Green, Somtnet 
Proeetdingi, xiii. 101, read the coat as 'Barry often,' but quarter- 
ed Ihe bend; Symonds never saw the ' Barry.' but quartered the 
bend and annulet wilh the two mullets; Collinson misreads it, 
bai calls it ' Barry of ten' omitting the annulet, z and 3, 

[Argent) on a chief (gules) two six pointed pierced mullets (or).' 
>/. joAn. Lucas de Poynings married Isabel, d- and h. of Hugh 
de St, John, and their g.g.d. Constance married John Paulet ; the 
key appearing on tomb and Church was the Poynings badge. — 
impaling ' Two lions siatant in pale." Query. These lions are 
very much in fess, and scarcely look quite like lions, but they 
have reflexed tails over backs ; Papworth gives ' Gu. two leopards 
passant arg.'. Armory 'in pale:' De la Mare: but without the 
tinctures it is only possible to conjecture to what family the coat 
belongs; the marshalling would lead one to suppose that this 
coal represents the wife of Sir Hugh Poynings, otherwise St. 
John, who ob. v,p. and s.p.m. in 14.^6, father of Constance wife 
of John Paulet, {G.E.C.yn 16); this marriage is left blank in all 
pedigrees I have access to. The beast coupled with the key on 
the tomb, has been generally called a Lion, but it has cloven feet, 
and 80 1 should think is a Unicom, the other Poynings' badge. 

5. 'Two lions rampant? addorsed.' Query. I could see no 
»igns of ' Barry wavy ' in base, in fact no room for it, so I do not 
think it is a duplicate of Fourd. Green read the lions not addors- 
ed. and Collinson calls them erect, and Symonds does not mention 
this coat ; the shield is very much defaced, but I thought they 
were as above, and no tinctures to guide one. 

6. ' Lion rampant queue fourchee.' Collinson says 'Lion 
erect,' Green and Symonds ' Lion rampant ' ; therefore this coat 
has not been read right, as the forked tail is very evident ; impal- 
ing 'three water-bougels i and i.' Collinson and others say 
■ three anchors ' ; being uniinctured I am unable to identify them ; 
the lion might be Kingston whom Constance's sister Alice 
married, but the water-bougets were not hers and are generally 
iittributed to Roos, though 1 cannot Rnd any such connection.

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base (arg.) hilts and pomels (or).' Paulei, 2 and 3. * (Gu.) two 
lions passant guardant (arg.) ' De la Mare. All the readings 
agree in this ; William Paulet married Eleanor, d. and h. of Philip 
De la Mare.

I find from a work printed in x8io, that Mr. Crocker of 
Frome seems to have been the person who scattered about the 
readings of these coats by which Collinson and others have been 
led astray.

This, 
rhowever, her friend's eager questioning rendered impossible. 
The next inhabitaniB of the room happened to be two 

I children, on a visit to the young G 's. On returning to their 

I home, and being questioned as to how they had enjoyed their 

Atnil, etc.. ihcy replied, " Very much, but that Liwy G would 

^Oflie every ntghl, and frighten them by standing, dressed in 
^hitc, at the bedside. They hod always concealed their heads 
meath the bed-clothes, and on looking up again, she was 
■cncntly gone," 

By thia time the story of the ghost had become a common 
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topic in the family, and reached the ears of Mr. H , a son- 
in-law of Mr. G , who laughed the matter to scorn, and 

declared his intention of coming to laj the ghost, on the first 
opportunity. This soon occurred, and the bold champion with- 
drew to the disturbed room, openly declaring that, should he 
witness anything strange, he should refer it at once to his own 
excited imagination. 

For two or three nights nothing unusual happened. At 
length, one night, he awoke suddenly, and distinctly saw a figure 
come from the dressing-room and stand at the foot of the bed. 
True to his imaginative theory, he laid his finger on his pulse, 
and counted — eighty. Still the figure retained its position. 

Mr. H then accosted the intruder, desiring it to leave the 

chamber. It then became invisible. Mr. H immediately 

leaped from the bed, and, rushing to the spot where the vision 
had seemed to stand, stamped upon the floor, in the hope 
of discovering some clue to what he now believed to be a trick. 
He also narrowly examined the dressing-room, the cupboards, 
etc., but nothing suspicious was to be found. 

On the following day he made two drawings of the figure he 
had seen, which he described as that of an old but handsome 
man in the costume of the time of George III. — the long laced 
waistcoat reaching nearly to the knees, etc. The countenance 
wore a peculiarly sad and almost imploring expression. On 
first approaching the bed, the figure had raised its hands, clasped 
together, in a beseeching manner. 

Mr. and Mrs. G next took possession of the haunted 

room, but saw nothing. It was subsequently tenanted by several 
other parties, almost all of whom are stated to have seen the 
figure before described. 

No tradition is afloat in the neighbourhood concerning the 
house, beyond a vague story, having reference to two headless 
skeletons, said — but not proved — to have been uncovered in 
rebuilding the porch.

The Editors of S. &■ D- A'. &■ Q. cannot allow ilio 
decease of Mr. John BATXENofAldon, Yeovil, the founder of this 
Magazine, at the ripe a^e of S5, to pass without notice in these 
pages. Bom on 17th Febniafy, r S15, son of the late Mr. John 
Batten, he practised for many years in Yeovil as a member of the 
legal proft^ssion, holding various appoinlmenls. such as the 
Regtstrgrship of the County Court, and serving as a Deputy 
Lieutenant for Somerset, and a Justice of Peace for Somerset and 
Dorset. 

But it is not upon his professional wort and abilities that the 
Editors now wish to dwell. They desire to place on record Mr. 
Batten's eminent services to archaeology. 

Mr. Batten was one of the original members of the Somer- 
setshire Archaeological and Natural History Society (there cannot 
lie many now left) his name appears in the first ('^50) list of 
members as "J, Batten, Jun., Yeovil"; he was President in 
1886, when he entertained the Society at Aldon, and afterwards 
one of the Vice-piesidents and also a Trustee- 

His best known work is entitled " Historical Collections 
relating to the Early History of Parts of South Somerset," and is 
full of origmal research and on that account of real help to the 
student of Somerset County History. Besides this, he contri- 
buted various papers to the above Society, including a history of 
the parish of Trent ; we should also mention his learned Presi- 
dential address (vol.xxxii.) 

Mr. Batten was elected a Fellow of the Society of Anti- 
quarians, June 7, 1866. 

In these pages it should he particularly recorded that to his 
initiative the genesis of.^. S^ D. N. &• Q. is to be ascribed, as 
it was in response to his invitation that .Mr. Hugh Norris and 
Mr. C. H. Mayo ventured to issue lo the world the first number 
in March. 1888. From that date to the day of his death Mr. 
Batten followed the fortunes of the Magazine with unflagging 
interest, supporting it not only by communications from his pen. 
but also by advice derived from his ripe experience, and by his 
zeal in recommending it to his friends. 

The Editors and other members of the Committee will 
always retain a pleasing recollection of iheir annual reunions, 
when they partook of Mr. Batten's hospitality at Aldon, and dis- 
cussed matters concerning the welfare of the Magazine. 

Mr. Batten died at Weymouth on Thursday, 8th November, 
1900, and was subsequently interred at Berwick, near Yeovil.

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NOTICES OF BOOKS. 

102. Horns of Honour, and other Studies in the 
By-ways of ARCHiEOLOGY by F. T. Elworthy. With many 
illustrations, pp. zii. + S'S* London, John Murray, 1900. 

This book, by the learned author of the **Evil Eye," consists 
of five chapters, which have the following headings : 

(i) Horns of Honour. (2) Horns of the Devil. (3) The 
Hand. (4) The *' Mano Pantea," or Symbolic Hand. (5) "Dischi 
Sacri." 

It is impossible in a short review to do justice to this remark- 
able book ; especially without the aid of the excellent illustrations 
with which it abounds. 

We must let an extract suffice. The writer considers the 
horse-shoe, so often found nailed up on stable doors, to be none 
other than the inverted crescent, /.^., with the horns downwards. 

It appears that the Quarterly Reviewer of the Evil Eye (July, 
1895) threw some doubt upon the horse-shoe being the crescent, 
but only two days before reading^that article the Author was told 
the following : ** I knowed a farmer not very var herevrom, an* 
he 'ad terr'ble bad luck wi' 'is stock. He knowed they must be 
overlooked. Well, a neigbour told'n he could'n expect no other, 
zo long as he did keep the 'oss-shoe wrong zide up ; n' if he did 
mind to save his beast (plural sic) he must put'n upright, wi' the 
heels o' un on end. Well, zo he tookt and he turned the 'oss-shoe 
t'other way up, and he never had'n a got no bad luck arterwards." 

The Author gives an illustration (p. 56) which shews no less 
than five horse-shoes on a house in the Corso Vittorio Emmanuele 
at Naples, but all these are hung as it is usual to see them in 
England ; possibly the chief reason being that so they can easily 
be hung on a nail, whereas to fix them with the ends up would 
take some time and trouble. 

We have selected the above delightful specimen of vernacular 
because it relates to Somerset, but there are very many other 
passages equally worthy of quotation for which we must refer the 
reader to the volume itself, with the assurance that he will find it 
a most interesting and instructive book.

They are followed by the Charge of Richard, Lord Bishop 
of Bath and Wells, to the Clergy of his Diocese at his Primary 
Visitation, 1691. This was Bishop Richard Kidder who sacceed- 
ed Bishop Ken. when he was removed from the Bishopric, and 
who was killed in his bed together with his wife by (he fall of a 
flack of chimneys in the great storm of Nov. 16th, 1703. 

Wo have no room for more qnotations, but we beg to thank 
Mr. Baker for a most valuable addition to books illustrating the 
history of the County.

In describing the sucial history of the aiitient town and 
I parish of Oltery St. Mary, apait from Its ecclesiastical impon- 
I ance. Pole says "Thi^ir hath bine, and nowe are, in lliia lowne 
[ and pariah, dwelleis of ^oodc mcanes, and. iheirc bee liivets 
f Others, which hold by customary estale, some old barton, some 

new barton, and other tenures, and some by grant, which have 

good livinge in this parish." 

Among these "old bartons " or manors, whose owners and 
occupants successively represented the foregoing description, is 
Knightstone. an estate and small mansion situate about a mile 
south of Ottety, 

The same anthority gives a succinct account of its pos- 
sessors : —

In October, 1381, Bishop Btanlyngham granted a licence 
I for the performance of divine service to Thomas Bitllesgate and

The circumstance of William Lord Bonville, K.G., of Chew- 
I ton-Mendip, Somerset, acquiring the reversion of Knightstone, 
I wa» destined in the person of his descendant, and great-grand- 
I daughter. Cicely Bonville, successively Marchioness of Dorset and 
i Countess of Wihs, to leave a striking and permanent memorial 
I of ttieir ownership, by the addition of the beautiful north aisle to 
llhc grand church of Oltery St. Mary, and named after her as 
■ "The Dorset Chapel." which apparently without doubt she 
I caused Id be erected.

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The personal historyofthis influential but unfortunate noble- 
man is well known, and a few facts only need be related. Born 
in the not distant parish of Shute, he inherited large properties 
in Somerset and Devon, and to these he appears, from his influ- 
ential position, to have considerably added by " entails," 
acquired occasionally from the descendants of other families, and 
apparently sometimes to the prejudice of the rightful heirs, of 
which Knightstone was one, although this reversion did not 
fall into hand until more than thirty years after his decease. 
He was a xealous Yorkist, as were also his son and grandson, and 
all three

threw in their lot even to the death with that faction, and 
perished, the father on the scaffold after the second battle of St. 



I 
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Albans, Feb., 1461, the son and grantlson having been previously 
slain at the battle of Wakefield, j I Dec, 1460, and through these 
tragic circumstances the male descent oT Bonville in the main 
line became extinct. * 

From this wreck there remained one little infant daughter, 
born to the s'andson who fell at Wakefield, Cicely by name, 
heiress to all the accumulated possessions of her family. Knight- 
stone included, but which she was not put Jn possession of until 
1+94, when the homage represent the death of Richard Bittles- 
gate — apparently the last descendant of that family — and the 
right descended to Thomas, Marqcis of Dorset, and Cicely his 
wife, in right of the said Cicely ; and she had then been married 
many years. 

A short notice as to who this husband was. Of course so 
great an inheritrix was destined not long to remain single, and in 
due lime " a convenient marriage was purveyed for her," her hus- 
band being no less a personage than 'I'honias Grey, step-son to 
the King Edward IV. by his Queen EliMbeth WidviUe. widow to 
Mr John Grey of Groby, who fell on the Lancastrian side at St. 
Aibans, where his wife's great-grandfather lost liis head after the 
same battle engaged in the interest <i( York. He had been 
created Marquis of Dorset by Edward IV. Cicely Bonville was 
his second wife, and by him was said to have had seven sons and 
eight daughters. He died 10 April, 1501, and bequeathed his 
body to be buried in the Collegiate Church of Astley in Warwick- 
shire. 

Cittly RonvitU married, secondly, Henry Stafford, second son 
of Henry Stafford, second Duke of Buckingham, K.G.,— beheaded 
in the Market Place, Salisbury, "'withoni any arraignment or legal 
proceeding," 1+83, — by his wife Katherine, daughter of Richard 
Widville, Earl Rivers.' K.G.— executed at Northampton, 1467. 
He was cousin to her first husband, and she was his second wife. 
He was created by Henry VIII, in i5o<), Earl of Wiltshire and 
K.G., and died 6 March, [313. leaving no issue, when the title 
became extinct. 

It must have been during the lifetime of her second husband, 
Henry StafiTord, that Cicely Bonville caused the beautiful aisle or 
Chapel in Ottery Church 10 be erected. Although no docu- 
mentary evidence, we believe, remains to confirm this, it is clearly

attested by the heratdic symbolism foimd sculptured on the fahrift 
The arms over the doorways, both inside nnd outside the porch^ 
are unfortunately too much (^^eniided to be made out, and were 
probably made ' delete ' after the attainder of her grandson. Hentv 
Grey, Duke of Suffolk, in 1 554. but in the back of the niche with 
the arms, nuistde, the muUtt of Bonville, and the Stafford titoi 
alternate, «till conspicuously remain, and studding the tnoGldiii|B 
under the parapet above, these devices again occur, together witM 
the Harrington y>//, for hergrandmother from whom she inheritc<J3 
the barony of that name, and the iuirt head of Hastings for hcf 
moiher's second husband. Within the Chapel, on the pillars ol 
the arcade, are the arms and rebus of Hugh Oldham, Bishop oH 
Exeter, 1504.-9. and those ofhis successor, Bishop Veysey.evidemJ 
cing that it was erected during the episcopates of these Prelatea, 
The Warden"! of the College during this period were Thomu 
Cornish. Bishop of Tyne, Suffragan to Bishop Fox, tjri. Thomu 
Chard, also Suffragan Bishop to Oldham and Abbot of Ford, )5i9j 
Walter Dudman, and Oliver Smyth. 15*5, who with the olhei 
members of ihe College subscribed to the King's supremacy. 
July. ISJ4. he died 4 April, 1544, and his inscribed gravestone ii 
in the ambulatory behind the reredos. 

This great liidy stood very high in the Court of Henry ViU.J 
and assisted at the christening of the Princess (afterwards Queen)! 
Ehzabeth, the daughter of the hapless Queen Anne Boleyn, wheiti^ 
according to Hall, she was one of the child's godmothers, 
in the procession her son, the second Marquis. " bore the Salt,'*J 
and afterwards the "old Marchioness of Dorset, widow." — hiu 
mother Cicely — made the infant princess " a present of three gifo 
bowls pounced with a cover." 

She made her will 6 March, iq Henry VIH.. r5i8-g, and 
"bequeathed bcr body lo lie buried in ihe Chapel of A<Iley, in Ihe tomb wbefi 
Iiei late hutbanil Ihe late Lord Marquis lay, and b thousand masses lo be sail 
for her soul. Thai a goodly tomb <>hould he made in the Chapel of Aslley, <ft^ 
the Lord Marquu her husband, and another Tor herself, and two prieds daily Ifl 
siriK in the said Chapel of Astley by the space of eighty year«, to pray for l^ 
uiJ of the said Lord Marquis, and her own soul." 

She appears to have died the year following, 1530,- 
" goodly tomb," — at least for her. — was probably erected in thi^ 
beautiful but now much mutilated church, in which was placed! 
the fine effigy, presumably representing her. stilt remaining. butJ 
the lomb has disappeared. It is composed of alabaster of fine 
workmanship, and the costum e consists of pedimental head-dress, 
embroidered cote-hardie, and from her girdle are suspended por- 
tions of an aumdniire on the right side, and a rosary on the left,— 
Tliere was a mantle over with cordon and tassels. A little do^ 
■"1 collar and bells is at her feet. The figure which exhibit! 
much simple dignity is greatly injured, the hands and other poH 
Lions desttoyed. It wasoriginally emblazoned with colour, trace ^ 
of crimson are on the mantl«, and the embroidered ornamei 
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Ulion gilded. The costume exactly coincides with that prevalent 
at the dale of her decease. 

Succeeding Cicely Bonville, Marchioness of Dorset, was her 
eldest son, Thomas Grty. second Marquis. He married first. 
EU-incr, daughter of Oliver, Lord St. John, by whom he had no 
issue, and secondly Margaril. daughter of Sir Robert Wot/on, of 
Bouton. Kent, by whom he had Henry, his heir, and other child- 
ren. He made his willio 1330. and ordered himself to be buried 
at Astley. He was succeeded by his son, Henry. 

HtnryGrey.i^wAanA last Marquis of Dorset, and subsequent- 
ly Duke of Suffolk and K.G. He married secondly, Trances, 
daughter ^iCharlu Brandon, Duke of Suffolk and K.G., by his 
third wife the Princess Maty, daughter of King Henry VH, widow 
of Louis XII., and so Queen Dowager of France. By her he had 
three daughters, the eldest being the unfortunate Lady Jane Grey 
who perished with her hnaband. Lord Guilford Dudley. 11 Feb., 
1554. The Duke, accused of participauon in Wyatl's rising, 
fleeing from his accusers, secreted himself in a hollow tree in his 
park at Astley, and was betrayed by one of his park-keepers, who 
was in the secret of his hiding place. He was executed on Tower 
Hill. 13 February, 1554. 

His death ended the possessorship of Knightsione by the 
Bonville-Gre)'S, and the Duke having been attainted, his prop- 
erties were forfeited to the Crown. From the Crown, according 
to Pole, it was purchased by William Sherman, designated a mer- 
chant, third in descent of a reputable family of that name, settled 
in Ottery St. Mary, and who died in 1583. The Shermans appear 
to have held it about a hundred and twenty-five years to the death 
of Gideon Sherman, apparently the last male heir in 1&70. when 
it passed to the descendant of Richard Coplestone of Woodland, 
Devon, who had married in 1614 Gertrude, eldest daughter of 
John Sherman of Knightstone, who died in ibio. 

The ■■ Dorset Chapel " or aisle is of considerable size, and 
has a rich fan-tracery vault with pendants. Many of the original 
bench-ends remain, but there is no symbolism on them beyond 
the doublt-rote, the carving is of architectural character, and long 
panels of Unen moulding, bound the passage from the entrance 
porch. The structure forms a second north aisle, the arcade of 
depressed arches, the columns and sculptured capitals being of a 
type prevalent in the neighbourhood. No mention is made of 
&ny endowment for this Chapel, nor to whom dedicated, by the 
Authorities, — the probability is there was none, if intended ; the 
Marchioness died in 1530, and events were then fast hastening 
for the suspension, and subsequent suppression of ecclesiastical 
endowments.

107. Tessellated Floor found at Dorchester in 
1899, (VII. 1. 30.)— An QDCommon feature has just been added 
to the Dorset County Museum. From about half of its floor the 
wood blocks have been removed, and in their place lies a Roman 
tessellated pavement. This was found in 1899 in the back gar- 
den of a new house in Olga Road, a few hundred yards west of 
the G. W. Station, Dorchester. After long but vain negociations 
had been carried on between the owners and the Council of the 
Museum, the floor as it lay was bought and most generously pre- 
sented by Mr. A. Pope, of Dorchester. The Council have em- 
ployed Messrs. Ward & Co., Westminster, to raise, remove, and 
relay it. This has been admirably done by three Italian work- 
men. The job was in hand for seven weeks, and has been very 
costly it need not be said. The expense is being met by dona- 
tions. This floor, now that it is carefully relaid and cleaned, is 
better understood than was possible at Olga Road. It is now 
seen that the pavement consists of the floors of three rooms. 
The middle one was, including a red plain border only partly 
relaid, 26 by 16 feet in area. On each side of this was another 
room of about the same length. The width of these two rooms 
is uncertain, as the pavement is much broken at each end. Two 
wide doorways connected the three rooms. As the whole orna- 
mented work now lies it measures 36 bv 16 feet, including an iso- 
lated fragmentat the south end. As yet (Feb. 14) the Museum table- 
cases have not been replaced in their former situations. This 
will be contrived as carefully as may be, so as to avoid conceal- 
ment of the best parts of the tessellation as much as possible. 
The ornamentation is of an ordinary Roman type, cable pattern 
and Greek fret being largely used. The most striking features, 
however, are two large vases, one adjoining each doorway. At 
the sides of the vases are bands of right-angled triangles, black 
and white alternately. This quaint feature and the quatrefoil- 
shaped figure, which is the centre of the whole pavement, occur 
in the great Roman floor at Frampton near Dorchester.

Thomas Dyke, of Brompton Regis (d. 1639), and Joane his 
wife had issue (see i st brass) : —

As regards the origin of this family I will quote from Sir 
Bernarti Hutke's Visilation »/ Stals anJ Arms, ittii serm. 1855, in 
the notice of the ancient family of Dykes of Cumberland, the 
anns of which are — or, j cinquefoils sable: — — — — — 
"Kimber's Baronetage (vol. ii. p. 40S), in ils account of ihe 
I Sussex and Kentish branciits of this family, says: — ' The family 
I of Dyke, or Dykes, was seated at Dykesfield, in Cumberland, 
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before the Norman Conquest, but by several intermarriages re- 
moved their seat to Wardhall, in that county, of which was 
Leonard Dykes, Esq., chief heir male. A branch of this family 
very early removed into Sussex, where they were seated at Hen- 
field and other places, and one was seated at Cranbrook, in Kent, 
of which was Reginald de Dyke, Sheriff of Kent, 29th Edward III.' 
The elder of these junior branches is represented by Sir Percyvall 
Hart Dyke, Bart., of LuUingstone ; another by Sir Thomas Dyke 
Acland, Bart., of Holincote and Killerton, and his son, Mr. Dyke 
Groyte, the arms borne being the same.'* Holincote should be 
Holnicote, and Groyte, I believe, Troyte. 

It will be observed that each of the shields, described in the 
transcripts of the two Dyke brasses at Kingston, bears 3 cinque- 
foils.

Yatton Parish and Kingston Sevuour Parish, 
SoiCBRSBT. — ^There is in the Library of the Som. Arch. & N, H. 
Society at Taunton Castle a MS. Book of Accounts, 15^ + 6^+ 
i|, entitled at the beginning "A true and perfect accompl of the 
disbur^ments of Mr. John Gallon to the poore of llie Parish of 
Yatton and other things for the year 1685 as followeth :" 

Commencing from the other end of the book (reversed for 
the purpose) is the account of the Poor Rate for the same Parish 
dated i8th Si?ptember, 1685. It is assessed at is. bd. in the 
Pound. Mr. John Earleis Vicar and Mr. John Gallon and Mr. 
Samuel Plenty are Churchwardens and Overseers. The Tilhings 
of Yatton, Huish, Cleeve and Claverham are kept separately, both 
as to Incomings and Outgoings. 

The last Rale was allowed 19 July. 1705. The names ofEd. 
Gorges, John Pigott, Edward Bab«r and John Smj-th frequently 
appear as those of the Justices by whom the various rates are 
allowed. The signatures of parishioners to ihe Rates include 
many names still well known in the locality. 

Under the date of May the ist. 1699. the following entry 
occurs : — 

" paid James Barber mone^ that was due to him j 

concerning getting the Cole-free Lands «"■ I s. d. 
were pan of ihe moneys due lo the parish j J 9 
above menconed" ' 

In Collinst 
Kingston Seym 

'■ On the north wall (of the church) in a frame is ' A memo- 
randum of a law suit happening in the year lyoi, occasioned by 
the assessors of Yatton taxing certain lands lying in the parish of 
Kingstone-Seamore. called Colefree Land: the occupiers of 
which refusing to pay their rates, Ihe other took distress upon the 
said lands, for which this parish brought an action against them 
the t5tb and i6th of March (70^. This cause was tried at 
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Taunton, before Baron Price, when this parish obtained a verdict 
against the parish of Yatton, and afterwards got great costs of 
suit." 

It would be of interest to know something more of the history 
of this land, the Tithes of which are part of the endowment of 
the Vicarage of Kenn, formerly a Chapelry of Yatton and not of 
the Rectory of Kingston Seymour. An old inhabitant of the 
neighbourhood many years ago informed the writer of this notice 
that in or near the lands in question — now generally called Cole- 
fee lands — there were foundations of a large house or mansion. 
A manor in Nailsea was held by a family of Cole in the 17th 
Century, but the name — so far as the writer is aware — had no con- 
nection with Yatton or Kingston-Seymour. 

The names of two Vicars (only) of Yatton appear in the book. 
"JohnEarle Vic."* signs from 1685 to 23 Jan. (O.S.) 1692 — 
then comes **J. Wiglesworth, Minister"; but on March 27th, 
1694, and till June loth, 1702, the latter signs as ** Vic," and 
again on July 19th, 1705, the date of the last entry. 

The Book was lately presented to the Society (cum aliis) by 
Mrs. Seymour, widow of a former Vicar of Nettlecombe. The 
Seymours had considerable property in Yatton. It was then un- 
bound, but otherwise in exceedingly good order. It is now bound 
in rough calf.

paled Wykham ; it is possible that it may be intended for the 
marriage o( Agnes Wykham^ sister of the Bishop, with William 
Champnes, Now to be this, the recognised Champneys coat must 
be altered to what some of the family seem to have borne, viz. : 
* Argent three bars wavy (may be nebuly) gules.' Again, why 
should such a shield appear on the tomb of (if it is so) Walter 
Rodney along with the Hungerfords, when his ancestor a hundred 
years before purchased the Backwell property of the Wykhams, 
though these two could not have long been dead ? The only other

He 
was chosen a Governor of the School in i6qi, and acted as war- 
den of the Governors in j 701-3, in 1713-4 and 171+-5. He was 
Churchwarden in 1694-5. in 1703-4- and in 1704-5, and is des- 
cribed as Thomas Mansell, gentleman, 'i'he great hail-storm and 
flood of 1 7oq cost the School only 1 o/- as appears from the account 
of John Oke, junr., the warden for 1708-Q: "for cleansing the 
School after the great flood. 10/-." But the cost to the parish 
for the repair of the Abbey was much more serious, as appears 
fiom the account of Samuel Napper. surviving Churchwarden, 
made the ii)th April, 1710.

113. The will of Thomas Mansel of Sherborne, apothecam 
dated 1 April. 1719, with a codicil daied the following 11 Jul 
was proved the same year in P.C.C, and registered in Tolio 1 
Abbott. He desires to be buried in Sherborne Church 
father's sepulchre " and that the date of his death may " be ii 
cened under my wife's monument." The property bequeathed 
mcluded a house in the borough of Newland in Sherborne and a 
living " called Hound street in the manor of Sherborne." and the 
legatees were a wife named Susanna, daughters named 
Thornton and Sarah Mansel, and a grandson named John llioi 
ton. The testator gives some rather curious directions for 
funeral.

114. GiLBHRT BocRNE. (V. xsiii. 163.) — Gilbert Boui 
prebendar)- of St. Paul's (15+5) in the reign of Hen. VIII, was 
the accession of Q. Mary appointed her chaplain. At St. Paul's 
Cross, on the 15 August, 155], surrounded by a dense crowd of 
refugees and fanatics, he was speaking with some warmth of tha 
unhappy times ol King Edward, and the sufferings of Bonner 
the Marshalsea, when the mob became infuriated, yelled 01 
Papist, Papist, pull him down, A dagger was hurled at hii 
which stuck in the pillar of his pulpit, swords were drawn, and 
would probably have been ki lied, had not Edward Courtenar, ai _ 
his mother, the Queen's tady-in-waiting (buried in Wimbome 
Minster 155S : altar tomb) thrown themselves on the pulpit steps. 
Bradford and Rogers, prebendaries of the cathedral, then came 
to his help, and he was taken to a place of safety. Bourne, as 
bishop, took part (1554) in the disputation held with Crantner. 
Ridley, and Latimer at Oxford : and in the trials of Bishop 
Hooper. John Philpot, and Rowland Taylor. He was unwilling 
that any should be put to death for their religious opinions, and 
his behaviour to the prisoners was always humane. " A zealous 
papist" says Fuller, " yet of a good nature, well deserving of his 
cathedral." Refusing to consecrate Archbishop Parker {Sept. 
'559) and to lake the Oath of Supremacy, be was imprisoned in 
the Tower; and afterwards (?i5Ct6) committed to the charge of 
George Carew, Deanof Windsor, frotn whom he "found fair naagfe. 
and lived in free custody." He died at Silverton. Sept. 10, ij69,aiid 
was buried on the south side of the altar (ab australi parte altaris). 
The mitred head of a Prelate, which I take to be "his fair re- 
membrance," was placed in the chancel roof immediately over bis 
grave, where it still remains. 

George Carew, 3rd son of Sir Edmund, who was knighted 
on the field of Boswortb, and afterwards (i4.q7) resisted Perktn 
Warbeck's attack on Exeter, was in 154s prebendary of Weill, 
and in 1551 is described as " King's Chaplain and Precentor of 
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Exeter." In 1551 he became Dean of Bristol, from which he was 
ejected in 1553- He was precentor of Salisbury (1558-83), Dean 
of Windsor (1560), Registrar of the order of the Garter, and rec- 
lor of Silverton (1561-8}). In 1571 he became Dean of Exeter. 
He was father of the learned statesman George Carew(i555- 
ibig). Baron Carew of Clopton. and Earl of Totnes; who was 
married (1580) in the Church of Stratford upon- Avon, to Joyce 
Clopton, of the famiiy of the Sir Hugh Clopton who built the 
'Great House," afterwards called 'New Place," in which Shake- 
ipere resided from 1597 to i6t6. The Earl was buried at Strat- 
ford.

115. Petition from Broadwat, Somerset, A.D, 1347- — 
I have recently unearthed the following petition, which is a very 
early one, from the inliabitants of Broadway, Somerset, to Par- 
liament. It isdated the list of Edward II I.,ot 13+7. It runs thus: — 
" Al Conseil nre Seignour le Roi monstrent & se pkinent la 
povres gentz del Hamele de Bradeweye, en le Hundr' de Bul- 
ston, el Counle de Somerset, q' conne Sire Johan Inge. Chivater.

Bre Seignour le Roi, I'an de son Regne utyme. de affer & col- 
lecter la Quinsisme grannie a dit nre Seignour le Roi: Et pur 
ceo q' yavoit grandes Biens & Marchandises q' feust demourantz 
deinz meisme la Hamele, les deputez susditz assistrent la dite 
Hamele en quarant sys soldz & sys denieis, a laquele Quinzisme 
le dit Thorn' paya les deux pties, encontre tote la dite Hamele 
pur son affeurant mesme, Cesti Thorn' motust fan le dit nre 
Seignor ie Roi duzisme ; issint puis la mort le dit Thorn" q'nt 
Quinzismcs ou Leynes ou autresTaillages ount esiez grauntez, le 
Hamele Susdite ad este charge de entier, p qi ils sount issint 
empoverys q'ils ne poent mes enduter, & plusours tenanli qui 
feurent demorantz deinz meiames la Hamele, ount lesses lour

Translation— To the Council of our Lord the King the poor 
people of the Hamlet of Bradeweye. in the Hundred of Buiston, 
and County of Somerset, show and complain, how Sir John Inge. 
Knight, and John Wrotelegh formerly Abbot of Ford, had assigned 
to them, on the part of our Lord the King, to farm and collect 
the Fifteenth grant to our said Lord the King : and because they 
' i great Goods and Merchandize when dwelling in thi; same 
imlel, depute them the aforesaid to succour the said Hamlel, in 
■demanding Six Shillings and Sixpence, to which Fifteenth the 
aid Thomas paid Iwo parts, against the wliole of the said Ham- 
el by his farming the same. This Thomas died the Twelfth year 
>i OUT Lord the King, since the death of the said Thomas when 
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Fifteenths, Levyings or other Taillages (Taxes) have been 
granted, the said Hamlet have been at the full charge, by which 
they have been impoverished, so that they are not able to bear 
the same, and several tenants who had dwelt in the same Hamlet 
have leased their lands and tenements; so have the aforesaid 
poor people been annoyed and damaged, of which they pray 
relief, &c. 

Note. — Broadway was originally a member of the lordship of 
Curry Rivell, and three years before the date of this petition it 
had passed into the possession of William de Montacute, Earl of 
Salisbury, by his purchase of the reversionary interests of John de 
Urtiaco in the year 1331. 

John de Wrotelegh, mentioned above, may have been a son 
of John de Wrotesleigh who was appointed (2b. Edward I.) one 
of the commissioners for the perambulation of Neroche Forest. — 
Vide Collinson, subUr Broadway. John Inge occurs as one of 
a Commission of oyer and terminer, with regard to certain dis- 
turbances at Stoke Courcy, A.D. 1332. Som, Arch, Soc. Prvc. 
Vol. xliii., Pt. n., p. 74. W. L. Radford. 

116. Bishop James Turbbrvillk. (V. xxzix. 263). — He 
was a native of Bere Regis, and became Bishop of Exeter in 
1555. Soon after the coronation of Queen Elizabeth he was de- 
prived and imprisoned. From 1565 to his death (Pisyo), "he 
was suffered to remain in his own house, on his recognizance not 
to leave it without license." He was buried in " the Body of the 
Quire of his own Church.** (Izacke's Ant: of Exeter, Ed. 1724, 
p. 46.) John Hooker, M.P. (1571) for Exeter, uncle of the theo- 
logian, says of him, '' He was a gentleman born and of a good 
house, very gentle and courteous. . . . He was very careful to 
recover some part of the lands of his Bishopric which his pre- 
decessor wasted.*' {Catalog of the Bishops of Excesttr by John 
Vowell alias Hoker, dated 1583). ''Bishop Turbeville," says 
Professor Freeman, ** bears a generally good character even from 
the other side.'*

The rustic describes his adventures in many a crude stanza 
I and is not well pleased with London fare — 

'■ Chad railier a eat whitpot at Taundeane " 
I but throughout, and this is the point 1 am calling attention to, 
is ■' Ice," !>., " Ich," whether by itself or in a compound 
I like ■' Chad," I had. 

Incidentally I may mention that I have often come across 
"Tandeanc," abbreviated, I suppose, for Taunton dean. Or. 
perhaps, simply the Vale of TSn or Tone. The Forest of Dene, 
wliich has sometimes been dragged in to explain the dcanc or 
dene of the Tone and of Taunton, has quite a dilTcrent deriva- 
tion. According 10 Giratdus Cambrensis the Foresla Dene was the 
Forest of the Denes (Denisch) ot Danes. The old pronunciation 
of Danes is Denes to this day amongst old Quanlock folk. It wa.t 
apparently in this Forest that Ubba wintered, A.D. iii, before Ihe 
" Battle of Cynwil" or Cumwidi, If we adopt Dr. Clifford's view 
of the locality of thai event.

127. Ltdbard S. Lawrence. Churchwardens' Ac- 
counts, 1 524- 1559.— 

These accounts are contained in a paper book, now retain- 
ing only seven leaves or fourteen pages, of which the first and 
last are blank. The leaves following have been cut out. 

They are not strictly speaking accounts of the wardens, but 
rather memoranda showing how monetary matters stood from year 
to year between the two wardens and the parish. This was re- 
presented at first by an incipient parish council of four men, en- 
larged in 1557 ^o six men. In 1524, 1525, 1546, 1547, 1557, the 
accounts of the aforesaid council are given in detail. They include 
indifferently the charges for casting bells, not one of which, alas, is 
now in the belfry, re-roofing the church, and providing coats for 
the forced levies or militia. To pay these charges in 1 546, the 
plate was sold and brought nearly twenty pounds. It was how- 
ever soon replaced, as in 1557 the parish possessed two chalices 
and a pyx of silver. 

The first date actually given in the book is 1547. By a com- 
parison of the wardens' names at this period, and tne additional 
evidence afforded by the four men's accounts, it is quite evident 
that the date is an error for 1557. The X in the Roman nu- 
merals may have been intended as a contraction for * and ' : 
MCCCCC and LVII. 

Several peculiarities of dialect will be noticed, and at least 
one word now obsolete. 

The accounts of More bath present many similar features, 
particularly in the existence of a council. Notes on them will be 
found in the fourth volume of the Somerset Record Society ^ edited 
by Bishop Hobhouse.

The first of the Sherman family we get an account of is, — 

Robert Sherman, described in the Visiljlian of 1610, as 
of Yaxley, a parish near the town of Eye. m north Suffolk. In 
Yaxley Church is an inscribed stone to Thomas Shtrman and 
Barbara, his wife, dated 1611. and nnmcrous entries to the family 
occur in the Rtgisler. 

He is said lo have married the eldest daughter of William 
ShermiiH of Ottcry St. Mary ; by this it would appear then- was a 
family of that name scitleH there, both probably emanating from 
the same parent stock. They had a iowjokn. 

John Shbkman. uf Ollery St. Mary, son and heir of the 
preceding. Whom he marriid does not appear, but ihey had two 
sons, /o^n and William. He died in 154.2. and was buried at 
Ottery. On the gravestone is his brass effigy, clad in niff. 
doublet, short trunk-hose, and mantle over with dependant 
sleeves, richly banded with lace, the hands raised in prayer.

What need more words ? Works shewe her life was action. 
Her dying words, her death was contemplation. 
She died xxxvii August, 1620. 

Above these inscriptions in an ornamented panel is a shield, quarterly, i 8c 
4, Or, a lion rampant sable, between three oak, or holly leaves, vert, (Sherman) 2 
& 3. Argent, a chevron between three eagles displayed gules, — (Trent, or Tbrrent) 
for his mother ; and above an arch in the north transept is a similar panel with 
a shield, Argent, a wyvern with wings displayed and tail nowed gules, and crest. 
An eagle displayed gules, (Drake, of Ash, Musbury, and Littlenam) which evi- 
dently has relation to this alliance, and that of his sister Katherine, who married 
Gilbert Drake. The crest of Sherman as given by Burke was, — A sea-lion 
sejeant, per pale or and argent guttie de poix, finned of the first, on his shoulder a 
crescent for difference. 

Gideon Shkrman, of Knightsione, eldest son and heir, 
aged 22 in 1620. 

He married first 28 May, 161 7, at Ottery, Agnes, sixth 
daughter of Nicholas Fry oiYdiXlyy Membury, ob: 25 Oct., 1632, 
by his wife Eleanor, daughter of John Brell, of Whitestaunton, 
ob: 18 March, 1 620-1. A most unusual and melancholy fate met 
this bride, for she died within the first week of her marriage, and 
was buried on the 12 June, 161 7, at Ottery, apparently on the 
same day as her husband's father, and in the same church where 
she had been married a few days previously. Her memory is 



preserved also by a poetic epitaph in a panel on the n_

Gideon Sherman^ was buried at Ottery, 31 March, 1679, aged 
about 53. Elizabeth, his wife was buried at Ottery, 24 Jany., 
1688-9, aged 60. 

The death of Gideon Sherman appears to have ended this 
descent of the family in the male line, — Knightstone reverting to 
Coplestone through a former daughter of the house, who became 
the heiress. 

Knightstone is pleasantly situate, in a retired nook, at the end 
of a short lane leading off from the main road to Sidbury, about a 
mile south of Ottery, and there are the usual ineffaceable features 
still remaining to shew it was a place of gentle origin. 

The house is of good size, of somewhat E-shaped form, 
with two gables, and the porch between them, and is now covered 
with luxurious creepers, with barge-boards on the gables. The 
principal antient features outside, are two large square-transomed 
windows lighting the hall within, and an exceedingly massive 
oak and iron-studded front door, opening under an elliptic arch. 
The hall is entered within by a door on the left of the front en- 
trance. It is of some size, with originally an open-timbered roof 
to the height of the main building, which is now ceiled over level 
with the corbels that support the principals. Tlie two large 
windows fill nearly one side, and extend almost from floor to the 
springing of the roof. There is a deep stuccoed cornice of 
arabesque ornament, in relief, and in the corners, as also on the 
roof-corbels, stand large grotesque figures, apparently of the 
same material. Opposite the windows is the hearth fire-place, a 
stone mantel-piece of proportionate size, with depressed arch and 
frieze over of four sunk quaterfoils, having in their centres 
sculptured on lozenges, — 

G s — K s. — aP d**» — 1567. 

These initials apparently refer to Gideon Sherman, and 
Elizabeth Davie his second wife, and the inference would be that 
they built the house. But this could scarcely be the case, as 
Gideon Sherman died in 1 630-1, aged about thirty two. The 
probability is that his grandfather, William Sherman, who pur- 
chased Knightstone in 1554, built the original house (Pole seems 
to infer it was his father, John,) which Gideon may have com- 
pleted or enlarged, retaining the date of its first erection in 1567. 

No notice of Sherman of Knightstone would be complete 
without inclusion of the following found in Dr. Cornish's Notes : — 

•• The Almshouses in Jesu, otherwise Yonder Street, are said to have been 
founded by the Sherman family, who settled at Knightstone about 1547. At 
the eastern gable there was a small Chapel for the use of the inmates, rising the 
wnole height of the roof, and abutting upon the road which is still called Chip, 
an abbreviation for Chapel Lane. The premises being very dilapidated were re- built 
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by rhe Feoffees of Odety in i8}7. niul ai 

Tour inmatci, vbo ve maintained by weekly i 

Imst." 

That the Shermans did found or considerably aid the 
endowment of these Alms houses, is evidently confirmed by the 
inscription on their brass in the church. And althougli " Ihal 
dtvoul woman, Cedlta, MarMontsi of Dorsel, Lady de Bonviih, and 
Harynglon" has left a striking memorial of her ownership of 
Knightstone in 

" The long drawn aisle anil frelled *aull " 
she caused to be added to the Church, — her immediate successors 
in its possession, the Shermans, if of humbler rank and estate, in 
goodness of iieart by their " diiitnguUhtd cart of thi dtslilult, for 
whose anis/unce for tvtr thty hen btslowed pious gifts" have left 
a mote gracious, and equally permanent remembrance, for thus 
•• (he actions of the jml 
Smell sweet luiii blossom from the dust." 

W. H. H. RoGfiBs. 
134, Riot at DoRcaasTBR. Sessions, 13 Henry VIIl.— 
(Star Chamber Proceedings ii-r45 and 76-361.) There was a 
rely scene in the streets of Dorchester on a certain afternoon in 
e early part of the year 1531, — to be exact it was on the Tuesday 
after the feast of St. Hilary, The Sessions for the County of 
Dorset were being held in the Shire Hall close by, when there 
passed from the hall into the roadway a well known middle-aged 
justice. Sir Edward Willoughby. who thsn went up the street 
attended by some of his servants. Not far behind him, from the 
same door, came a young man of twenty-five, recognized aa 
Henry Strangways of Melbury, who overtook Sir Edward and 
spoke to him. The two men, standing face to face, engaged in 
a short but somewhat heated conversation, which was brojght to 
a sudden close by the knight starting back and half drawing bis 
sword, while almost at the same instant the younger man's blade 
was in the air, and felt in a good hearty cut at Sir Edward's head. 
The blow missed its mark, but by the narrowest of margins, for 
a chain that hung from the knight's neck was cut through and 
there was a long gash in the fur trimming and cloth of his cloak, 
Instantly a great commotion arose in the street. Sir Edward 
quickly placed on his head a helmet handed to bim by someone 
in the crowd, and swords and knives had been drawn by partisans 
on both sides, when hurrying from the Shire Hail appeared an 
uncle of young Strangways. Sir Thomas Trenchard, and other 
justices, who succeeded in quelling the disturbance and dispers- 
ing the crowd, and subsequently escorted Sir Edward to his inn 
in the town. This is what the onlookers saw, for so much is ad- 
milted on all sides, but for further particulars of the quarrel and 
s cause we have to be content with the varying stories related 
by the different persons concerned. Another justice, Sir Thomas 
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More of Melplash» had certainly quitted the hall shortly before 
Sir Edward Willoughby, and was on the spot when or soon after 
the swords were drawn, but the evidences of his share in the dis- 
turbance are, as will be seen, conflicting. We in our generation 
should probably never have heard of the matter at all, had not Sir 
Edward Willoughby thought fit to bring a charge in the Court of 
Star Chamber against Henry Strangways and Sir Thomas More 
of attempting to murder him. 

The complainant states that the two defendants came to the 
Sessions with the unusually large following of 60 men, More in 
particular being attended by a number of ** mysordryd persons wt 
theyre wepons reddy," who " toke theyre stondyngs in the wey 
of the seid complaynaunt redy to have murdryd hym,'* while 
Strangways, having followed the plaintiff from the hall, picked a 
quarrel with him, used ''obrobryus words in dyshonour of 
Knyghthoode, and callyd the sayd complaynaunt knave in 
maner," and '*sodenly stroke at the complaynaunt in such 
vyolent manner that he stroke the cheyn about the seid com- 
playnaunts neck in sondre.'* Sir Edward had left the Shire hall 
before the business was concluded, took *' hys leffe of Sir Thorns 
Trenchard and other Justyces wt lovyng manner," and on going 
into the street found (so he said) Sir Thomas More and his ser- 
vants waiting for him with their swords drawn. Sir Edward 
further denies that his own servants wore any harness, or had any 
weapons other than those *' they be accustomyd to ryde wt.'* His 
account of the occasion of the quarrel is contained in his deposi- 
tion where he says that during the Sessions he *' Spake no un- 
fitting words to none of the Justices but only to Sir Thomas Lyne 
^,e, Delalynd] to whome this deponent sayd that the said Sir 
Thomas Lyne, being Justice of peace, that he then and their did 
this deponent wrong as he did other of the Kiuges subjects, 
contry to Justice, and said also to the said Mr. Lyne how that 
he and his frendes had supportyd felonyes don in the countree." 

Mr. Strangways* account is very different. He had come to 
the Sessions not suspecting ** any dysplesure or malice,** and with 
only four of his household. But the plaintiff, intent on making a 
disturbance, had brought with him " dyvers misorderyd and 
ryotous persons to the nomber of xxiiij persons, arrayed and 
harnystyd wt dyvers wepyns invasyve and harnys upon them 
openly in the Sessyons, and provokyd dyvers quarells and spoke 
sundry obbrobrius and slanderus words** to the effect that 
** dyvers murders and felonies be bornne by SirThomas Delalyne 
and his friends,** and ** openly in the presensof the same Justices 
dyvers of the servaunts of Sir Edward, havyng upon ther hedds 
capps of mayll and platt, after a rude bragyng fastyon used them- 
sellffs as though they ne feryd god, ys highness ne ys lawes.*' 
This defendant left the hall merely because he had an appoint- 
ment with Mr. George Courtney who was waiting for him outside. 
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on going out happened Lo overtake Sir Edward in the street 
and " in a cheritabyll sober and cold fysthyon demaundyd " that, 
if lie (Sir Edward) had any proofs of his charge against Sir 
Thomas Delalynd, he should declare theni. Then Sir Edward, 
having '• a grett number of his servaunts abought hyin, in furyous 
maner seyd that he shold not declare and publysche the same to 
him (Strangways) wt grett words and revylyngs. and callyng the 
seyd defendant boy and dawe," drew his sword half out of its 
scabbard, and the defendant " bcying in grett fere and danger to 
be murdered or otherwise grevosly hurt smott at the sd Sir 
Edward, and by that maner escapjd," It may be added thai in 
hia deposition Mr. Strangways admits having told the plaintiff 
that he was a fool, Sir Edward's retort being that Strangways was 
both " foole and knave." 

The answer of the other defendant, Sir Thomas More, 
repeats almost in the same words the description given in the 
last paragraph of what occurred in the hall. He had come to 
Dorchester with his usual number of six servants, and his eicuse 
for leaving the Sessions before the other Justices was the rather 
vague one that he had some business to do for a friend. With 
this object he " repayryd lo his hosiys house then beying bayly 
of Dorchester," and had left the hall but a quarter of an hour, 
when " there was a grett fame and norse of a fraye in the stretl." 
Anxious to do his duty to the King, he went to stop the Bght, 
and then "espyed a great company together in a plumpe and 
havyng ther swords drawen." More, drawing his own sword, 
went between the opposing parties, "crying I charge yow kcpe 
the Kyngs pease, saying further it is a shame for all yow here so 
Openly the day of the Kyngs Sessions to make any such busynes." 
Whereupon the disturbers dispersed to their lodgings. 

The only depositions taken were those of the parties to the 
suit and of two or three servants. In these it is casually men- 
tioned that, at the time of the assault, Mr. John Rogers (son of 
Sir John} was accompanying Sir Edward Willougliby, and a Mr. 
Marven was with Henry Strangways. One would like to know 
what Mr. Rogers and Mr. Marven saw and heard, also whether 
the baihff of Dorchester could have corroborated his guest's 
Statement as to the latter's return to the baililTs house, and 
above all what Sir Thomas Trenchard's opinion of the affair was. 
It seems unsatisfactory, but there, all befogged as it is, the sub- 
ject must be left. Probably few people could read through the 
papers without a suspicion that Sir Edward's fears were notquite 
groundless. Certainly Sir Thomas More's subsequent conduct 
did not, at least on one occasion, show him to be a staid and 
sober magistrate, for, when serving as sheriff in the year follow- 
ing the occurrences here related, he amused himself by opening 
the doors of Dorchester gaol and allowing the prisoners to escape.

136. Tbk Athelney Cbartkrs at Cantok and Holb- 
toKD. — May I make two suggestions on (i] The Charter of 
John d' Erleghe concerning land in Cantok (Quantock). (i) Ou 
the note on Holeford, appearing, respectively, on p. 171 and 
p. 176 of Vol. 14 of the iffor^TT*/ ff^wrf i'ofK/j''j publications ? 

With regard to the first, may not the " land in Cantok " be 
near W. Monkton ? In the Exchequer Lay-Subsidies, nnder 
" Monketon et Hamme," occurs the name " Jurdana de Cantok." 
There is a " Quantock Farm " there still. This would be close 
to North Petherton, at a site -which the circumstances of the grant 
by John d" Erleghe seem to require. 

With regard to Hotford E cannot help thinking that the place 
meant here is not the parish of Holford (Whitley Hundred) on 
the North side of the Quantock Hills, as suggested apparently 
in [he "Note." but Holford in the Parish of Lydiard S. Lawrence, 
sometimes called "Trebbles Holford." It is of sufficient 
importance to be mentioned in Domesday (Collinson, Vol. I. 
pp. 5. 19-) It appears in close proximity to Willet and as one of 
the possessions of William de Moion, who also possesses 
Lidiard, presumably Lydiard S. Lawrence, as Lydiard Kpiscopi has 
a different history. The graot also of Alma de Wetstow (Westow 
or Weslowe, also in Lydiard St. Lawrence Parish) seems to favour 
the theoTythat this Holford lay on the West side of the Qnantocks. 
The lands given by Alma de Wetstow consist partly of two acres 
which "jacent in latitudine inter" the land which was once 
Robert Avenant's. This points to the Avenant's at and near 
Neiileconibe, the west side of the Qnantocks ; see " Wood 
Advent" or "Avenant" in Nettlecombe. The signatories of 
No. 1S3 in the Cartulary, John Meryet (Combe Flory), John de 
Membury (Bagborough) point to Holford in Lydiard S.Lawrence. 
At any rate they would be near neighbours. 

I am a little pusiled at "Holford S. Mary Magdalene" 
(No. 183). Holford on the North Side of the Quarttocks, was 
bound up very closely with the fortunes of the Alien Priory of 
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Stoke Courcy. {Som. Anft. Proceedings. V 

dedication of this Church does not appear in tvery authoi 

In an old local deed I discovered that there \ 

Cross at Holford. At Stoke-Courcy Church — the parent C 

— there was a " Chapel of St. John the Evangelist," appearing 

in the Eton College documents. Possibly one dedication may 

explain the other. It would be also interesting to know who is 

meant in Holford-Hugonis. But I think we must look to 

" Trebbles Holford " in Lydiard S. Lawrence in order to explain 

and locate the Athelney grants. See also " Somersit Chantries" 

S.R.S,, Vol. ii, p- 35. where, under Comb Flory, allusion is made 

to the " said Chapell " of S. Mary Magdalene which did appertain 

to the late suppressed Abbey of .\thelney. 

In Collinson, iii, pp. 130, 456, Holford Parish, on the North 
of the Quantocks, is said to have been reckoned among those lands 
which did custom to the Manor of Taunton together with Ash, 
Tolland, etc. — But is there not a mistake here ? Is not this 
"Holford of Taunton Dean" most certainly the Holford of Lydiard 
St. Lawrence, i.e., ■' Trebbles- Holford " of to-day ? 

It may be interesting to record that the poet Southey's grand- 
father settled at Trebbles-Holford, coming there from Wellington. 
His three sons John. Robert (father of the poet) and Thomas 
were all bom at Holford. So at least we infer from " Soulhty'i 
Lift and Correspondence " by the Rev. Charles Cuthbert Southey.

139, King Ina's Grant of Brent to Glastonburv. — 
In A.D. 663 King Ina granted land at Brent or E. Brent, to 
Hemgisel. Abbot of Glastonbury. The charter is given in 
B'tich's Car/ui. Sax. (No. in)- The boundaries of this grant 
are interesting, as they can be fairly well identified — "Terra 
autem haec sila est tn monte et circa montem quae Dicitur Brent 
habens ab occidenie Sabrinam, ab Aquilone Axam. ab oriente 
Termic ab austro Siger." I was somewhat puzzled at Tennic 
and Siger,", but is not Termic the Tarnuc or Temac, said in the 
Charter of Edward the Confessor to Giso, Bp. of Wells, to be 
the same as Biddisham (Collinson, 1, 176}? To quote the 
extract "' Biddeshara quod Tarnuc proprie appeilatur." Id the 
Domesday Survey Temoc appears twice. But what is the equival- 
ent of Siger ? Can anyone throw light on this ? 

In Som.Arch.Pr.Vo].xiv\, p. 6f,. on 6 March. 20 Henry viii. 
a faim was let by Dean and Chapter to Thomas Bowyer of 
Tornock in P. of Badgwotlh. la the Exchequer Lay Subsidies 
we meet with Bovdesham (Biddisham) et Totnock. In Ric. 
Beere's Terrier (Henry viii), Glastonbury lias "wreccura maris 
infra Berwe (Berrow) el Hundrediim de Brent."

Thomas Downeton. son and heir of John Downeton.) at a rent of 
ijs.

■■ The Rev. Henry Donne, the late Vicar of Cranbourne, waa a 
county magistrate : he attended very little to any business, except 
that of Poor management. This formed the whole employment 
of his life. He affected the mischievous honour of "the poor 
man's friend." His house was a daily petty sessions. He made 
scales, and small codes, and issued orders and recommendations 
of the most preposterous and illegal description. 

Ludicrous as it may appear, and almost incredible, I mtist 
mention that the late Vicar's power was so highly estimated by 
the paupers, that the printed scales and rules, which he issned 
and signed, were called by them 'Mr. Donne's Acts of Parlia- 
ment,' and a pauper actnalty once threatened me with the conse- 
qnences of disobeying them."

144. John Hoopbk, fitsROP of Glopcbstkr, 1550-4. — 
We are told in the Diclianary of National Bio^rafiAy thai John 
Hooper was born "towards the end of the 15th Century in 
Somerset, where his father was a man of wealth," It is added 
that the exact date and place are not known. The ChranicU of 
Ihs Grey Friars 0/ London (Ed. by Nichols for the Camden Society, 
p. 63) says of him that " somctyme he was a whyte mounke" 
which points to his having been a Cistercian. 

Now there was only one Cistercian House in Somerset, 
Cleve Abbey : and if we turn to a list of monks there at the time 
of the Dissolution, we find in it the name of John Hooper.

is the meaning of Lurle or Loiirlc ? The second pan of the word 
means a ' brook or stream'. The word occurs in connection with 
Wells, Winchester and Wedmore. In Charter 483 of Wells 
Cathedral MSS . a messuage is described as being situate in 
Chamberlain 5treet near Luriebome, that is, the brook, now an 
nnderground sewer, which carries off the water that descends 
from the Mendips at Wallcuube, &c. 

In the Life of William of Wykehare. by G, H. Mobetlj-. 
M.A., page in, second edition, the site of Winchester College is 
said to be " where two streams, both artiGcial, and made for pur- 
poses of usefulness, issued from the enceinte of the wail of the 
Cathedral precinct, the smaller of which was the " Loarte 
Bume," or Lockbum," (as it is now called), "which acted as a 
Kwer to the conventual buildings of the priory." 

At Wedmore there is a similar brook running from Lascot 
Hill down the village, and taking the name of "The Luiban." 
where the road branches off to Wells : this name is evidently a 
corruption of " Lunebome." and the only local attempt to ex- 
plain the " Lnr " is that it is equivalent to " lower."

— The subjoined account has more than a mere local 
interest. In addition to the fact that S. Cuthbert*s Qut Parish is 
one of the most extensive parishes in Somerset, as is shewn by 
the perambulation taking three days, we find in this record curious 
names for Boundstones, reference to the custom of ** Driving the 
prey,** and mention of the ancient Church house as the rendezvous 
of the parishioners before beginning the proceedings.

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157. Loss OF THE WaREHAM AND PoOLE PASSAGE BoAT. — 

The following is a reprint of two leaflets or hand-bills, giving an 
account of the loss of this boat on 2nd Oct., 1806, and of the pro- 
posal which was adopted to relieve the necessities of the relations 
of those who were drowned on this occasion.

OF THE 

Loss of the Wareham and Poole Passage Boat. 
On THURSDAY, OCTOBER the 2nd, 1806. 



The BOAT left PooU Quay between five and six o'clock on 
Thursday evening, deeply laden, and besides had on board twelve 
passengers (two men and ten women) besides Mr. Gillingham 
of Wareham the owner of the boat, and two boatmen (Wm. 
Turner and Charles White, Junr.) in all fifteen persons : the 
wind was right a head, — between six and seven o'clock it blew 
hard, — darkness hastened on, with a thick fog and rain ; just 
as they entered Wareham river (at a place called the first and last 
boom) the boat ran aground, and remained athwart the Channel, 
the wind blowing so strong on her larboard side, and the sails 
being all up, caused the boat to dip several times : they perceived 
their danger and all crowded towards the mast and rigging, the 
men got aloft, in a few moments she sunk ! and the current run- 
ning against the sails drove all under water, so that those who 
had got to the top of the mast for safety were obliged to commit 
themselves to the mercy of the waves. 

Mr. Everett of Wareham (the only man who escaped, and 
by whose humane exertions a poor woman of the name of White 
was also saved) attempted to swim to the nearest shore, which 
was scarcely a hundred yards on the Purbeck side, but being in- 
cumbered with a great coat and the woman having hold of him, 
retarded his swimming so much that (self preservation so far 
getting the better of humanity) he had formed the dreadful (tho* 
necessary) resolution of shaking her off and leaving her to her 
fate, but at that moment one of the oars floated just before him, 
which he eagerly caught at, and placed the woman upon it ; and 
after struggling with the waves for one hour and a half he found 
himself on the shore with the woman, who was too much ex- 
hausted to proceed a step. He hastened immediately to a house 
and requested their assistance, but they were deaf to his entreaties, 
he then went to the next house where he obtained it and went 
on to Wareham, about 2^ miles from where he landed, when the 
humane exertions of Capt. Bartlett were eminently conspicuous,

NOTICE OF BOOK. 

161. North Curry, Ancient Manor and Hundred, 
by H. P. Olivey, M.R.C.S. Taunton ; 1901. 8/6 to subscribers. 

There are more than three hundred pages in this book besides 
some excellent maps and illustrations. The contents are divided 
into seven sections. The first two deal with the ancient history 
and documentary evidence for North Curry, and the satellite 
parishes of Stoke S. Gregory and West Hatch. Here we find an 
account of the North Curry Feast ; the suppression of which with 
its picturesque details, both here and elsewhere, has gone far to 
reduce village life to that dull monotony which drives the inhabi- 
tants to tilt* nearest town. The next two sections deal with North 
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Curry proper, as do the two following with Stoke and Hatch. 
The final section is taken up with an account of parish officers and 
their duties. 

The Author states in his preface that during a residence of 
forty years he has gathered the material now printed : and further 
that 'he does not pose as a learned literary authority or as a skilled 
archaeologist/ but it is to be presumed only as an amateur. 

The Authorities used or neglected show how little the Author 
is acquainted with the sources available for local history. Collin- 
son is utilized without any idea that his history is completely out 
of date. Eyton's Doroesiday Studies are quoted at large, though 
his speculations have been proved to be rotten to the core. On 
the other hand there is not a single reference to the publications 
of the Somerset Record Society, Notes and Queries, Brown's 
Somerset Wills, or any other illuminative works. There are 
quotations from a History of Wells by Eyton, but the work is 
that of Canon Church. When Collinson is under contribu- 
tion the extracts are full of mistakes. In the single Domesday 
paragraph at the bottom of p. 6, * T.R.C.,' * domino,' and * Hinc' 
appear for • T.R.E.,' * dominio,' and * Huic' On p. 261 the third 
footnote draws attention to an error of Collinson, whereas it is 
the Author who has slipped by inserting a comma after Hatch 
Beauchamp not to be found in the original. 

No effort is made to work out the history of the numerous 
smaller holdings or manors within the parish. That of Knappe 
for instance starts with the grant made by Henry H to Gilbert 
de Norfolk in 1 1 79-80, but no use is made of the extract from 
Liber Albus HI except to append an erroneous note that the 
grantor was Henry I. Stathe in Stoke S. Gregory was given at 
the same time and for the same reason, the King's desire to have 
a clearance at Witham for the Charterhouse, to Geoffrey de 
Wanstrow. By the way the derivation of Stathe is a good deal 
easier to find than that of most local nomenclature, as it is simply 
the Landing place or Wharf on the river Parrett, and the word 
is so used in the North of England to the present day. At the 
bottom of p. 227, Henry II is an error for Richard II, (see 
S.A.S. Proc. XLiv.i.39.) 

The most valuable part of the Notes is that containing 
extracts from the Churchwardens* Accounts of the three parishes. 

But it cannot be said that the history of North Curry has 
been treated in a satisfactory manner, considering the facilities 
and helps that now exist for such a useful work. There are plenty 
of models to be found in this county, and not to speak of those 
whose authors are still living, the * Historical Notes on South 
Somerset/ by the late J. Batten, Esq., F.S.A., will shew any 
writer on local history how documentary evidence may be found 
and utilized to bring out the full story of a village or a family.

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163. Cbrnbl Bridoe, between Caokdle Bishop and 
HoLWELL, DoBSBT. — The traveller, as he journeys along the 
I road leading from Sherborne to Haslebury Bryan, after he has 
passed through the parish of Caundl* Marsh, leaving the church 
on his left hand, and Pole or Poll Bridge on his right, crosses an 
affluent of the river Lidden, one of the tributaries of the Slour, a 
little below Caundle Mill. At this point, as in other parts of its 
course from the spot where the bounds of Glanvilles Wootlon, 
Boys-hill (in Haydon) Folke and Holwell meet, to the site of 
Rowton Mill, this stream is the western and northern boundary of 
Holwell, separating it from Folke, Bishopdown, Caundle Marsh, 
and Caundle Bishop. Here it has worn a deep channel, and is 
spanned by a narrow bridge which bears the name of Cernel or 
Kernel Bridge. A vestige of the name is also to be seen on a 
carved stone on a cottage hard by, on the Caundle side of the 
stream, which is inscribed CERNFORD COTTAGE. 

In a list of Stone Bridges within the county, 1791. printed 
in Hutchins' Dorset, 3rd edition, p. Ixvii, it is termed ' Comhill' 
bridge, and the two parishes between which it forms a connecting 
link, are stated to be liable to its repair. 

Bat Cerael is probably the correct form of the name, derived 
from the churning of the water as it rushes along the deep channel 
at this spot, afier heavy rains. The depth of the channel, and 
the volume of water here in times of flood, must have required a 
bridge from early days, and as it crosses the direct route from the 
Abbey of Sherborne to that of Milton, it is not improbable thai 
these two great Benedictine houses had 3 hand in its construction. 

The bridge, which dates from the isth century, if not 
earlier, measures only nine feet in width. The three arches, of 
which it is formed, are acutely pointed and destitute of mouldings, 
but that at the northern extremity, which is lower than the other 
two, has fallen out of shape and symmelty. On the east, or 
down-siream side, there is a narrow buttress of one step or stage 
between the ist and tnd arches, and an angular abutment between 
the lod and jrd, reckoning from north to south. On the west 
side there are two strong angular abutments, with Ham stone 
dressings, facing the flow of the stream. 

The parapet of the bridge is finished with a plain chamfered 
coping, and two recesses are formed out of the abutments on the 
western side, but none is provided in the eastern wall. 

A moulded stone, a fragment, which may be a portion of the 
course of stone which originally formed the coping of the parapet 
of the bridge, is found occupying that position on the wall of the 
■oath em recess. 

As the bridge is not in the best possible state of repair, (the 
buttress, already mentioned, having parted from the pier it is in- 
tended to support) and as the roadwaydescends somewhat steeply 
to it from the south, an idea has arisen in some quarters in favour

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of its removal. This is greatly to be deprecated. The road is 
not a main County artery, and the bridge, which is not much 
frequented, is the only mediaeval structure of the kind, so far as I 
am aware, surviving in the county. Views of the bridge, from 
east and west, are here given, taken from excellent photographs 
for which we are indebted to the Rev. John Ridley, Rector of 
Polham in the neighbourhood.

I have also seen in the Churchyard of Granborough, Bucks, 
a stone to the memory of Elizabeth, wife of Thomas Rutland, and 
daughter of Elizabeth Bowden, who died 6th Sept., 1733, in the 
ijind year of her age. 

From the Register there it appears that Elizabeth, wife of 
Thos. Rutland, junr., was buried Sept. 8th. 171J, and Elizabeth. 
daughter of John Buwden and Elizabeth his wife, was baptised 
May iith, 1691. Slie was therefore in her jind year at the time 
of her death. The mason probably cut the first flgure as i in 
mistake for 3. and then obliterated it with a ' stopping ' of cement. 
The stopping having fallen out in the course of years the inscripl 
ion now reads as 131.

ABOUT 1450. — The following copy of a Chancery bill (Early 
Chancery Proceedings 19-434) may perhaps be considered of in- 
terest from more than one point of view. As the Chancellor to 
whom the bill was addressed was an Archbishop of York, whose 
predecessor in the office of Chancellor had been, as appears from 
the biil, an Archbishop of Canterbury, the date may be filed with 
tolerable certainty as lying between the i8th and jist years of 
Henry the Sixth's reign. Hutchins mentions several of the 
ornaments which adorned the figure of St. Cuthberga at Wimbotne 
but none that seems identical with that which is referred to here. 

"Besecheth right raekly youre pore oratour William Puttok of 
Wymbournemynster in the counte of Dorset yoman Executor of 
the testament of Johane Says wydowe whom God assoille That 
whereas the saide Johane devised byquath and disposed in here 
testament to Saint Cutteburgh of Wymbournemynster a Tabelet 
closed in golde and Berall to be sette aboute here nekke there 
ppetuelly to abide in the worship of God and of the saide Saime 
whiche Tabelet by youre saide besecher was delivered in to the 
saide Wymbournemynstre Afterwards Cometh one Stephene 
Rawlyn of Warehiri in the saide coanle willynge and desiringe to 
have the said Tabelet of youre saide besecher. And for as moche

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In refening to the "gross degree" of alteration in the 
English tongue he says — " It is not possible to explain this fully 
by writing because the diflerence is rot so mucti in the ortho- 
graphy of words as in the tone and diction — their abridging the 
speech ' cAam " for ' I am,' ' chi/i' for ■ I will,' ' don ' for ' put on,' 
and 'dof' for ' put off," and the Uke." 

The rest of the passage gives a very interesting account of 
how, when Defoe went into the school of a relation at Martock in 
Somerset to beg a "play-day" for the boys, he found one of the 
lowest scholars reading to the usher from the Bible. Defoe ob- 
served that the boy read oddly " in the tone of the country" though 
words and orthography were the same as " in all our Bibles." 
He also noted that the boy read with his eyes on the book and 
his head moving from side 10 side as the lines crossed the columns 
of the book. The lesson was from Canticles 5th and }rd verse. 
" I have put off my coat, how shall I put it on .-' I have washed 
my feet, how shall I defile ihcm ? " Defoe goes on to say " the 
boy read thus with his eyes as I say full on the lext — Chav a 
doffed my cooat, how shall 1 don't? Chav a washed my veet, 
how shall 1 moil 'em ?" 

" How the dextrous dunce could form his mouth to express 
so readily the words (which stood right printed in the book) in 
his country jargon I could not but admire." 

Defoe gives another instance where in " Witty West Country 
Verses," a dog addresses his owner, a Yeovil man. thus: "Hail 
master a cham a com hoam " and ends by saying '' 1 could give 
many more accounts of the different dialects of the people of this 
country in some of which they are not to be understood. They 
carry it to such a length that wc see their ' jouring ' speech even 
upon their monuments and gravestones as: 

" And whcD Ibat thou d<resi beai or thicke," 
" Think of the glasse ihat nmnelh quick."

Arwu-^-Ox^ 3 cinqoefoils sable, with an annulet for 'difference. 
Cnsi — a dexter cubit aim in armour sable (bearing an annnlet 
argent for difference) the hand in an embossed gannUet or holding 
a cinqoefoil, slipped, of the same. 

There can be no doubt that the other crests to which I have 
alluded are corrupt forms of the two last mentioned, though I can 
trace no connection other than that shown bj the similarity of the 
amnorial bearings.

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{fJampshire Record Society, 1B91) on p. i+q I find this entiy. " In 
hominibus Conductis per dietas pn Lorseboume mundando xtjs 
viii''," and the following note, "This is ihe andergrouod river 
which, entering the Cathedral precincts lo the N.E. of the Lady 
Chapel, after tiaversing the most thickly crowded part of the city 
passed under, and acted as scavenger to most of the Conventual 
buildings. It was inevitable that such a stream, after scouring 
City and Convent, must often have been very foul and offensive." 
How foul and offensive is shewn by the following extract from an 
Indenlare between William o( Wykeham and the Convent {18 
Decemb.. 1398)— " qui quidem cursns aquas vocatur Lourteborne 
in quo Cadavera et Cadaverum viscera et intestina putrida fcetida 
— ad magnum dampnum dictiepiscopi et omnium commotantium." 
{Wykeham s Register, III. 313.) 

In a Dictionary of the Susiex DttiUct by Rev. W. D. Parish — 
Lourdy is said to mean "heavy, sluggish," from the French

179. WiLLlAUAND John Haydon, 1530. — A correspondent. 
Mr. N. W. J. Haydon, Brookline P.O., Mass., U.S.A., writes 
from America — ' I want lo find the family of two brothers. William 
and John Haydon (Hayden) who came lo Dorchester, Mass., in 
1630, as passengers of the jl/drv^i^A^"! and with the congrega- 
tion of Rev. — Wareham of Dorsetshire. Circumstantial evidence 
goes to show that William must have been born tirca ibii.' 

' A letter on this subject appeared in S. 6* D. N. &• Q. some 
years ago (I. i. 13) from the Rev. R. C. W. Raban. and later on 
two replies (I. ii.8+, 85) but neither of the latter were of any service 
to us, ist because the Hayden genealogy, mentioned by Mr. Chaffee, 
was prepared by the family of the Town Clerk of Windsor, Conn., 
members of which were the cause of Mr. Raban's letter, as they 
are of mine; zndly, because the books referred to by F. W. W. 
concern themselves only with the Haydons of Cadhay, in Devon- 
shire, and contain no information regarding the junior members 
of that family from whom we may have come.' 

' This body of emigrants were of the Congregationa! Denom- 
ination. They were organised at the New Hospital in Plymouth

In 1636, being pressed for room, Mr. Warham and others, 
including Wm. Haydon. removed to Windsor, Conn.'

180. * Church Gift ' in Portland. — In a disputed will- 
case, Hodder and another, v. Hodder, which was heard in the 
Probate Division of the High Court of Justice before Rt. Hon. 
Sir F. Jeune, and a special jury, nth July, last, a reference was 
made to this ancient custom which it may be well to record in the 
pages of S. S» p, N. S* Q, On the opening of the case 

" Sir Richard Nicholas Howard, solicitor and town clerk of 
Weymouth, was called, and gave evidence as to the testator's 
instructions for the will. He had acted as the testator's legal 
adviser for many years, but not in transfers of land, as the 
testator usually adopted the local custom of * church gift.' For 
hundreds of years it used to be the custom at Portland for persons 
buying or selling land to go to the Parish Church, and there make 
a verbal declaration to that effect, and this was held a valid trans- 
fer. After the passing of the Act of 1845, requiring transfers of 
land to be by deed, people asked a schoolmaster to go to the 
church, and there draw up on a sheet of foolscap paper a recital 
of a transfer by ' church gift,' and this had until recently been 
considered legal and valid." 

Later on in the proceedings the form of * church gift * was 
stated to be as follows : — 

" [Stamp ss.] Memorandum. That on the. . . .day of . . . . 
in the year. .. .1. .. .of. .. .Portland, in the County of Dorset, 
came into the Parish Church dedicated to St. George, and did 
then and there, according to an ancient custom of the island, 
time out of mind, in the presence of the undersigned witnesses, 
freely give, transfer, and convey unto. . . .and this I acknowledge 
to be my free Church Gift. In witness whereof I have set my 
hand and seal this said day and year above written. Signed. . . . 
[Seal] .... witness ; . . . . witness."

65 — " She took a vail 
and covered her face "' — if so, " ikali take my hands " is an error 
of the printer, and should be ' shiei' take my hands." 

Verses E to 10 are clearer, ihougli I think the sense would be 
easier understood if some inverted commas and stops were sup- 
plied.

Sulion ; but it seems as if the field ought 
to be ' gulea," Thomas Coker married Jane, d. and h. of Richard 
Sutton ofSaruin. 

9, should read ' Gules a bend or between two escallops ar- 
gent.'

189. DoRCHBSTBR ANTIQUITIES. By H. J. Moule, M.A. 
Dorchester: Henry Ling, Printer and Pablisher, 1901. Cr. 8vo 
pp. XV, jb, with nameroas illustrations. 2s. 6d. 

In the above mentioned little book, Mr. Moole has famished 
the lovers of Dorchester, who are not a few, with an interesting 
snmmary of the various classes of antiquities which are in exist* 
ence or have come to light in the old town. 

His book is divided into eight chapters, treating of (i) the 
Fortifications, (2) Roads, (3) Tessellated Floors, (4) Pottery, (5) 
Glass, Kimmeridge Shale, Stone and Bone, (6) Coins, (7) Objects 
of Bronze and other metals, apart from coins, and (8) Buildings. 
The reader will find in these chapters a careful and, what is more, 
a most interesting enumeration of the objects comprised under the 
foregoing heads, together with a running commentary, which his 
life-long acquaintance with Dorchester enables the author to write 
with full mastery of his subject. The whole is illustrated with 
etchings from his cultured pen. We wish Mr. Moule a ready sale, 
and a call for a further issue.

190. Domesday and Feudal Statistics with a chapter on 
Agricultural Statistics, by A. H. Inman. London: Elliot Stock, 
62, Paternoster Row, E.G.. 1900. [Entered at Stationers* Hall.] 
8vo. pp. xl, 161. I OS. 6d. 

In this volume Mr. Inman has supplied the student with an 
elaborate work on the statistics which he has educed from Domes- 
day and other early records. 

The work begins with an epitome of the contents, which in- 
cludes a Statistical Index to the text, which has the merit of much 
clearness. It then proceeds to deal with the subject in three 
chapters, relating to (i) Domesday, (2) Feudal, and (3) Agricul- 
tural Statistics. The work is thus essentially one concerned with 
figures, and the deductions to be drawn from them, and it is to 
serious students that it is addressed. 

The author, in his Preface, mentions some of the novelties 
which may be found in his pages, e.g., that the number of h'deri 
homines and sochemanni in Lincoln and Norfolk (presumably also 
in Suffolk) have been greatly over-estimated, — and that the view 
that one plough could, and did, //'// annually 120 acres of arable 
land, is completely at variance with any known practice of agri- 
culture in this county. 

The work deserves close study, which we hope it will receive.

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191, Eppigy of a Priest in Wellington Chdrch. — 
At the east end of the north aisle of Wellington Parish Church. 
under a low arch, is the effigy of a priest. 

This, however, could not have been the original position of 
tbe monument, and it appears that at one time it was in the north 
wail of the aisle, an appropriate place, and probably represents 
the Founder of the Chapel therein. 

The figure is tonsured, and habited in the usual ecclesiastical 
vestments of chasuble and stole, with maniple on the left arm. 
The face is almost completely denuded, and the hands, which 
were probablv raised in prayer on the breast, entirely destroyed. 
The head rests on a cushion, but there is no support under the 
remains of the feet. Its date may be ascribed to about the close 
of the thirteenth century. 

The peculiarities of the monument were thus described by 
Mr. Buckle at the meeting of the Somersetshire Archaeological 
Society at Wellington in 1891 {Procttdings, Vol. zxiviii, page 16.) 

"They might lake it the ligiue lepresented the Faonder of the north 
Chapel, anil it wu an interesting figOTC in many ways. Thete were marka 
along the side, where ihe ends of the iron faoaps were tixed. which weie bent 
□v« the tigure, and connected by horiioatai ban to form the bearte for sup- 
porting the pall. Besides that, an irOD bar wer^t acrasi the arch from side to 
side, so that appoJenlly the monmnenl was doubly railed in. The inscription 
on the lomb had now nearly perished, and h? took il thai this was a very 
remarkable instance of the early nue of English for a monomcntal insciiplion." 

Mr. Buckle gives a reading of the inscription, bat apparently 
imperfect. To this Mr. Elworthy in an appended note, adds 
"the following transcript made by Sir Hill, of the British

Thk SirK OF Cernk Abbkt.— There has 
much uncertainly as to the exact site of iht^ various 
buildings ai Ceme that som« little liglil on the subject, sach 
have lately found in some depositions in the Record Office, 
be acceptable. These depositions were taken in connection 
two lawsuits, one in the Coun of Exchequer in the yei 
when the Cro*n sues Robert Freke, gentleman, and H' 
Nuit (the vicar] respecting some burial grounds 4t Cerae, an< 
other, four years later in the Court of Chancery, occasioned by a. 
dispute between the same Robert Freke and John ?-trangwa)'a. 
Esquire, as to certain rights of way at or near the site of the 
Abbey, The deponents in both suits were neat y ftll old 
who had known the monastery before its surrender, some hai 
been servants, and others having attended the schoot, la 
Abbey. One of them. Henry Williams, of Hilton Esquire,)^ . 
about 71, had for a I'Ciiod of twenty years after the dissolution 
lived in the Abbey gatehouse (the ruins of which are of coarse 
well known), and another, William Dyer of Henniiage. aged 
aboDt So, had been a monk of the house. 

There were three burial grounds mentioned in the Exchequer 
depositions. First there was the burial place of the monks 
" called Muncken Lytten or Mouncken buryall," lying next to '■ a 
ground called the Beier," which must surely be the Beauvoir 
mentioned in Hutching' History (IV. 18} as having been a gar- 
den. The other two burial grounds had, before and since the 
dissolution, been used by the parishioners of Cerne and Nether- 
cerne; both lav side by side within one enclosure, and 
gether dignified by the name of 'The Burial.' The porti 
assigned to Cerne contained 35 perches and that for Nethercei 
was but a tiny plot of 8 perches, the total extent being thas 
perches. These figures will be useful later on. The boundari* 
of* The Burial' are so important to the subject in hand that it 
will be well to give them in the words of the deponents. The 
ground was " adjoyninne to the house of the late monastery uppon 
the north, and hounded w"" a wall on the weste, & w'* a wave by 
whiche the late Abbot brought in his carriadges & horsses to » 
ground called the Bever on the south while the Abbey sioode, 
w"" the churche w*^"* nowe ys downe on the easte." There was a 
"gate leadingc oute uf the Town to the buryall and whpn any 
corps was to be buryed the Bcdman had the Keye delyvered to 
him by the Abbots man to bring in the same." Evidenllv the 
graveyard had been the property of the monastery, though 

fiarish loners were allowed to burv there, but the Crown and 
essees, into whose hands the Abbey lands had come, were 
dined to continue the privilege. Accordingly one Henry Ad 
alias Barbet had about 1569 been granted a lease of all thi 
burial grounds, together with * ' parts of the grounds on which 
Abbey church did stand befute yt was rased,* and had aurronr' 
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all with a fence. There is only one other item worth extracting 
from these Exchequer rieposiiions but it is one of considerable 
value, namely that the distance from the parish church lo'The 
Burial,' as measured by one of the deponents in the presence of 
several others, was exactly 14^ perches or luggs (very nearly 
13s yards). 

The depositions of the Chancery Suit arc most unfortunately 
in a dilapidated condition, a portion of the right hand of every 
sheet having disappeared with the result that the information to 
be obtained from ihem is generally in disjointed fragments. The 
following represents what may be scraped together. There were 
two great gateways of the monastery, one on the north and the 
other on the south, and within them two "courls or yards." 
According to most deponents the north gate generallystoodopen 
except at night or at meal times. It had been demolished soon 
after the dissolution and the timber and atone of which it was 
built, had been taken away " by gentlemen and others in the 
cuntrey." The south gate on the contrary, being commonly used 
by strangers, was always kept locked, and close to it was a porter*a 
lodge with a porter in attendance. Here was also "alitile wickett 
through vt"*- men passed " and through which the abbott himself 
occasionally rode. The abbott's carriages and horses used to be 
brought through both gateways, sometimes bringing wood for 
fuel from Middlemarsh, and it is stated that "there are conven}-ent 
highwaies from and to all parts of the cuntry adtoyninge the said 
Abby." Further, mention is made of the Abbey brewery which 
apparently stood near the north gate, and of two footpaths which 
led from the Abbey to the town. One of these footpaths passed 
lo the east of the Abbey bv a box hedge and " the other by the 

myllesand poundes of the " (The rest of the sentence 

is missing). 

To these notes may be added references to two little inci- 
dents related by the Chancery deponents, which, though they 
have not much to do wiih the sile of the Abbey, are of some little 
inierest in themselves. One was a riot, one of those commotions 
which so often occurred during the 1 6th century and which were 
generally connected with the enclosure of common land. " In 
Edward the Sixth's reign about too meo rose in rebellion, tore 
down the hedges about Cerne [and did afterwards ] * break or 
shake in pieces the South gate," which however had "of late 
been repayred agayne by Mr. Freke." For the other incident. 
which was more curious and which happened while the Abbey 
still flourished, we are indebted to the same Sir Thomas More 
{I suppose it was the same) whose eccentricities have been pre- 
vionsly noticed in this Magazine (VII. liv. 134). Thefe hadcer- 
^Uinly been a dispute betweenSirTbomasand the Abbot ofCeme 
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about a right of way, and from some broken sentences still legi- 
ble in the torn document, there is reason to believe that there 
was a ' short cut ' through the courtyard of the monastery (tending 
to show that the road which now goes past the parish church to- 
wards the North then stopped near the gatehouse) and that Sir 
Thomas was in the habit of using it. The Abbot naturallj ob* 
jected and no doubt had the gates closed against him. Then Sir 
Thomas acted in characteristic fashion. According to a dei>on- 
ent, who had his information from a monk of Ceme, *' the said 
[Sir Thomas] More being so restrayned ofhis waie [broke down] 
the pales of the parke of Ceme and kylled divers deer [in the 
said park and afterwards set] the heads of the deer upon the 
Abbye gate." The manuscript unluckily does not tell us what the 
Abbot said when he saw the heads. 

Putting together the accounts supplied by the two sets of 
depositions, it is clear that the existing gatehouse formed the 
Southern entrance to the monastery, and that if a person at the 
time of the dissolution had stood in front of this gatehouse and 
faced in an approximately Southerly direction, he could have had 
close on his left hand the western boundary wall of ' The Burial,* 
farther away on the left across the little graveyard would have 
risen the west front of the Abbey church, and at his back would 
have been the cloisters and domestic buildings, which, it is 
reasonable to suppose, extended to the west as well as to the east 
of the gatehouse. 

The Ordnance Survey seems to show that the road leading 
to 'the Bever' (the road which, as stated, bounded *The Burial' 
on the south) is still in existence, about 40 yards, south of the 
gatehouse, and if 'The Burial ' had a length of 40 yards,an average 
breadth of about 32 yards would be required to make up its area 
of 43 perches. I have a suspicion, however, that * The Burial * 
was wider along the road than it was at the top, under the wall of 
the monastery. The distance from the parish church to ' The 
Burial' (135 yards) can presumably be measured as easily to-day 
as it was 316 years ago, and this measurement would show the 
precise position of the road to ' the Bever ' and so make the rest 
of the problem easier. The site of * the Beauvoir,' which can no 
doubt be identified, would also be a help, and would moreover 
give a clue to the burial place of the monks. It seems likely 
enough that they were buried alongside the south wall of their 
church. It is perhaps hardly needful to remark here that the 
terms ' north,' * south,' &c., are used above in the same sense as 
in the depositions, that is merely to indicate general directions. 
It is to be hoped that some one will look into these questions on 
the ground itself and give us the result of his investigations.

(i5Si'i6or A.D.] has not been published. This, however, con- 
tains entries which serve to confirm the opinion that the spire was 
once complete and was taken down to its present height owing to 
some weakness or defect and then covered in. The following are

In the above extracts the purchases of wine, etc., are given 
to mark the time of year. It will be borne in mind that the jear 
began on March 25. The Churchwardens therefore were elected 
at close of each year. Edmund Cadwell and Edward Averye 
were elected on Feb. 27, 1594, and remained in office till Feb. 
i2> i595> when Robert Rate and John James took office and held 
it till Feb. 17, 1596. They were followed by Wm. Beaks and 
John Wall who was in office till Feb. 24, 1597, and before that 
year terminated the new wardens. Francis Chocke and William 
Beale, had made the last payment which seems to have any con- 
nection with the taking down of the steeple of Yatton.

The illustration is taken from a photograph by C. O. Master, Esq.. 
and it has been verv difficult to gel as good a one as this, owing 
to its position between two stained glass windows, yet with the 
description it should prove of interest to readers, seeing it does 
not appear in Collinson's Hitlory among his list, though it most 
have been there in his lime ; possibly it was in such a state, that 
it would have taken a long time to read, and was put off for 
another occasion, which never came. 

The oval shield at the top surrounded by its Jacobean man- 
tling is set back by dividing the pediment in the middle, having 
the last's jagged edges on each side.

Below the pillars' base moulding in the middle is an oval 
shield mantled, bearing the Gore arms, as on top, impaled with 
"Azure two bars between three pheons i and i or.' Smith;

like a hammock from scrolls above. William Gore of Morden, 
Surrey, and afterwards of Barrow Court, Somerset, fourth son 
(Hoare's lFi//i) of Sir John Gore, Knt., Lord Mayor of London, 
1614, and Hester his wife, daughter of Sir Thomas Cam bell, 
married Jane, daughter of Thomas Smith, Esq., of Tidworth, 
Wilts. She died 1698, and was buried with her husband in Bar- 
row Gurney Church ; he bought the Barrow Gurney Manors from 
Sir Francis Dodington in 1655, and they remained in the family 
till 1856.

ig6. Cbrnel Bridge, {VII. Iv, i6i). — The proposed 
derivation of Cemel from the churning of the water at this spot 
seems hardly convincing. Is any explanation or illustration 
forthcoming as to the hardening of the ch ? This does not strike 
tne as quite like our Dorset tongue, and the Oxford Dictionary 
apparently bears me out by giving under Churn as a variant found 
only in Northern dialects the form Kirn. The word chum, ai 
might be expected in a dairy county, is continually on the lips 
of all our people, but I never detected the slightest inclination 
to treat it in the way suggested by this etymology. 

I venture to propose a double alternative, suggested to me 
by the great work referred to above under the word CORNEL, 
which would assuredly be represented in Dorset by Cernel. First, 
from the locality, as a glance at a map of the district would show 
the obsolete or dialectal cornel (from Old French comal repre- 
senting a late Lat. Cornale, from comu a horn) in the sense of 
the bridge at the corner [two roads meeting at the spot) would be 1 
very appropriate The Dictionary gives many quotations of the 
word beginning from 1410 and endinf^ with the declaration that 
in Herefordshire and Shropshire it siill survives. 

This 13 interesting, for Bailey, though giving ihe word, calls 
it obsolete (i7»i). 

A second siring to my bow (though I do not think it so 
sound) would be the supposition thai it was the lirst bridge io 
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this region dignified and made secure by a parapet or battlement 
(for which apparently cornel was a word from the 13th century 
onward) and named accordingly. There seems to be some doubt 
as to whether the true meaning is the battlement itself or the 
embrasure which might be in it, Bailey giving the latter ; but 
some of the quotations given seem to point pretty distinctlj to 
the former.

200. WiTHAM Friart. — ^The Duke of Somerset having 
kindly given an old building for conversion into a parish room, 
the work has been commenced, under the superintendence of the 
Vicar, the Rev. £. B. Prince. The internal measurements of the 
building are 33 feet by 13 feet 4 inches. 

Mr. Prince, in his circular, soliciting subscriptions, calls it 
the ** Guest House,'* but for many years it has been occupied as 
two tenements. The peculiar features of the building are that 
each angle is supported by a very good buttress of cut stone. 
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The internal fittings having hecn removed, and [he plaster cleared 
rrom the walls the whole building now proves to have been a 
pigeon house, or columbatium, on a large scale : and the mason, 
who is carrying on the work, compuitB tlit- number of pigeon 
boles as not less than one thousand. That the buileiing was in- 
tended for this use is cleat from the fact that the stones fomiing 
the pigeon hoks go through the walls, and can only have been 
so placed when the waits were built,

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204. LoDBRs Church, Dorset (VII. xlix. 11.) — In hi 
interesting account of this church Mr. A. M. Broadley mentions 
the three narrow doorways in the N. wall of the nave, the middle 
one starting near the floor, and communicating formeriy with a 
pulpit on the W. side and the rood loft on the £. side. 

In the very interesting but sadly dilapidated church ol 
Compton Dunden, near Glastonbury, the same thine exists 
The central doorway leads on the W. side by a flight of nairon 
stone steps in the thickness of the wall, to the handsome old oal 
pulpit projecting from the face of the wall, but the passa^ waj 
on the £. side, with steps leading to the rood loft, has been bnill 
up. 

At the £. end of the nave on the S. side, and in the oppei 
part of the wall, is the window — square-headed which lighted the 
rood loft. 

This church appears not to have been visited by the Soroer. 
Arch. Soc. since 1859, and in the Vol. of their Transactions foi 
that year mention is made of a stone screen of ** amazing thick- 
ness."

205. Coin of John Baliol pound in Expord Church- 
yard IN 1882. — This silver coin, now in the Museum atTaontoo, 

X left to it by the late Rev. J. G. Howes of Exford, or presented 
to it by his executors, has an interesting history, if it may be 
deduced from strong circumstantial evidence. 

I will give it in Mr. Howes' own words, as written by him 
in a letter to me of 25th April, 1890, from Exford Rectory : — 

** I do not know whether H told you of a coin found in 

the Churchyard here some i8in. below the surface, about 8 or 9 
years ago. It was found at a part where there is a layer of chips 
of freestone and a few fragments of pottery, which seem to mark 
the position of a workmen's shed at the time of building or 
rebuilding the Church. It turned out to be a coin of John Baliol 
of Scotland.'* (1292- 1306). "A coin of that king must have 
been rare at Exford, and is likely to have come there only under 
special circumstances. It is not likely either to have been 
handled in the Churchyard, except at some time near the date 
when it was acquired. The facts that Sir Roger Perceval was 
with Edw. I. in Scotland, and that his son Richard became 
Rector of Exford, seem to me to have something to do with its 
appearance here, and taking into consideration where it was 
found, and its surroundings, I think it seems to point to a building 
or rebuilding of the Church at the early part of the 14th century." 

The coin was exhibited by Mr. Howes in 1883 in the local 

museum at the meeting of the Som. Archaeol. Soc. in August of

207. Gaol and Hospital Money (VII. Iv. 184). — Rates 
for the building and support of Gaols and for the support of 
inmates of Hospitals were levied on parishes and were paid to 
the constables of the Hundred. To these may be added the 
pensions paid to invalided or maimed soldiers under the Act of 
Elizabeth. 1591-J- As early as r 574-5 we find in the Church- 
wardens' Accounts of Woodbury, in Devonshire, entries of the 
payment of a rate " by ane order of the Justices " lo the gealle of 
Exeter," and in those of Braunton in the same county a similar 
payment is recorded in 15^9. 

A more common payment than Gaol money, in Somerset.- at 
least, is Hospital money. At Somerton from 1641 to 1662, 
£» I q 6 was the invariable amount ; then it rose in the following 
year to .£4 10 1, but afterwards fell to 15s. sd. In the Kingsdon 
Accoimls (VI, sli. 7) Rogue Money and Hospital Money seem 
interchangeable lerma. Two questions suggest themselves for 
solution ; Why should the Churchwardens and not the Overseers 
pay this rate ? and why should some parishes be exempted ? 
(There is no record of any payment in the Bruton accounts). 

With regard to the prnsions for maimed soldiers Mr. Hamilton 
{Quarter Sessions, etc., 107-8) remarks that " the cost seems to have 
been gradually shifted from the counties on to the parishes." 
The Constables' Accounts of Bruton bear out this statement for 
in one year alone 71 soldiers and seamen, with passes, many of 
ihem ■■ maymed " or " crecpled," were relieved.

209. Power — Gyvbrnbt. — Collinson (iii, 219) sajrs Henry 
Power, who had married Maod Gyveraey, died seized of the 
Manor of Limington 35 £dw. III.» leaving an only daughter, Joan, 
who was married to William de Shareshnll. This agrees with an 
entry among the Somerset Fines 1 8 £dw. III. {Sam. Rec. Soc.^ 
XII, 22 1 > where we find a settlement by which the Manor of 
Lymington, with other property, was settled on Henry Power and 
Matilda his wife for their lives, with remainder to William de 
Shareshull, junior, and Joan, his wife, and the heirs of the body 
of Joan. Are we to believe that ' de Shareshull' is a mere mis- 
reading of * le Mareschall,* the M having been so badly written 
as to be mistaken for Sh ? There seems to be no alternative, 
unless Joan Power married two husbands with strangely similar 
names, for Gerard (S?«t. Rtc, Soc., XV, 185) says that Henry 
Power left a part of this Manor to William Marshall, who had 
married his only daughter, Joace, and adds that from him it took 
the name of Lymington Marshall, " at this day by corruption 
callt'd L3rmington ^Iarshwell.*' 

There is no reason to doubt the statement of Gerard as to 
the name of the Manor in his own day, and Marshwell cannot 
have sprung from Shareshull.

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Col. Tarbervill has written a welcome account of the ancient 
church and manor of Wenny or Ewenny in Glamorgan, of which 
he is the present owner. His work comprises a careful descrip- 
tion of the church and its monuments, and of the Priory 
house and its surroundings, and he has sketched the history of 
the place from its foundation by Maurice de Londres in 1 141, — 
who gave it as a cell to Si. Peter's Abbey at Gloucester,— to the 
present day. He has also furnished many personal details of 
the history of the Games and Turbervills, the owners since the 
Dissolution. The latter family will be of especial interest to 
Dorset readers, as from the Dorset stock ** the ancestor of the 
Welsh branches seems to have shot off at an early period, for he 
entered Monmouthshire under Bernard Newmarsh, and he, his 
brother or his son, pursued similar fortunes m Glamorgan under 
Fitz Hamon." P. 38.
